W«  found  ooraelvei,  cm  mktog  thk  norninf 

early,  anchored  in  the  harbour  of  Falmouth, 
ivhere  we  had  arrived  in  the  night,  after  a  speedj 
and  piospapous  paasage  of  twenty^OM  dqm  from 
Americm  mthout  a  single  storm  to  describe,  or 

any  extraordinary  occurrence.  This  harbour  is  a 
small  basin,  surrounded  with  gentle  iiills.  Look- 
ing  round,  we  saw  green  fiddb,  with  cattle  gra« 
zing, — a  grove  of  Uces, — some  pines,  and  many 
green  tufts  like  laurek.  The  town  of  Falmouth,— 
little,  old,  and i%fy,«^was  seenon oar  left,  and 
another  assemUage  of  little  old  houses  on  our 
Tight,  (Flushing)  ;  Fendennis  Castle  behind  us, 
en  a  mound  near  the  entrance  of'  the  barbonr*

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The  air  was  calm  and  mild, — the  sky  of  a  very 
pale  blue, — a  light  mist  hung  over  the  land* 
scape,— ^d  the  general  impression  was  peacefiil 
and  agreeable :  on  the  surface  of  the  water 
twenty  or  thirty  sbip8».  mostly  packets,  and  two 
or  three  Dutch  vessels  with  licenses,*-^  strange 
sort  of  trade !  The  custom-bouse  officers  muster- 
ed in  crowds  «ibout  the  ship,  ransacking  every 
comer :— liarrels  and  bags»  boxes  and  hampers  of 
halflconsumed  provision8»  empty  bottles  and  full 
ones,  musty  straw  and  papers,  and  all  that  the 
d^pues^i  a  ship,  pitch  and  tallow,  aud  the  hu^ 
man  qpecies  confined  ia  a  aarniw  vpace^  can  pro- 
duce of  oflfensive  sights  and  smells,  were  exposed 
to  open  day.   These  custom-house  officers  have 
seized  a  certain  surplus  of  stores  beyond  what  a 
ship  is  allowed  to  bring  in  poet^  wbeliier  the.  voym 
age  has  been  long  or  short,  I  overheard  the  head 
seizer  asking  the  Captain  whether  he  preferred 
having  his  wine     bis  qpirito  seised ;  and  the 
Captain  seemed  to  take  the  proposal  in  very  gopd 
part,  and  told  me  aflerwards  the  man  was  very 
fiimdljf  to  him.   In  this  general  oonfiisiim  na 
breakfast  could  be  expected^  aad  permission 
being  procured  for  the  passengers  to  land,  with 
their  baggage,  every  one  was  eager,  to  make  hia 
escape.  I  went  on  shore  to  reoomioitre,  and  to 

secure  comfortable  quarters,  and  brought  back 

hot  rolls>->-the  okve^braudh  to  the  ark. 
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The  houses,  in  a  confused  heap,  crowd  on  the 
vateri  die  tide  washes  their  foi]iidatioiia»  a  Uack 
mil,  bulk  of  rough  stones,  that  stand  on  end,  to 

facilitate  the  draining  of  the  water,  and  steps 
overgrown  with  sea-weeds,  to  ascend  to  the  doors. 
Tfarougb  one  of  these  odd  entrances  1  introdaced 
my  companions  to  the  hotel,— a  strange,  old,  low 
building,  extremely  neat  inside,  with  a  tempting 
larder  fail  in  view,  displaying,  on  shelves  of  tiles^ 
fisbofall  sorts,  fat  fowls,  &c.  Wdt-dreased  ser« 
vants,  civil  and  attentive,  wait  our  commands. 
We  are  put  in  possession  of  a  sitting-room  and 
two  bed-anpoms.  Oiir  windows  overlook  two  or 
three  diminutive  streets  without  foot-paths,— too 
narrow,  indeed,  for  any,— all  up  and  down,  and 
crooked.  It  ia  Sunday.  The  men  are,  many  of 
them,  in  volunteer  uniforms,  and  look  well enoagh 
for  citizen  soldiers  ;  the  women  highly  dressed. 
Of  rather  highly  undressed,  in  extremely  thin 
diif>eries,  move  about  with  an  elastic  gait  on  the 
light  fantastic  patten,  making  a  universal  clatter 
of  iron  on  the  pavement.  Ruddy  counteQances, 
and  emioHpamtf  are  very  general  and  striking. 
C.'s  young  astonishment  was  awakened  at  the 
sight  of  a  sedan-chair,  vibrating  along  on  two 
poles.  A  moostioas  carriage  turned  the  comer 
of  a  street,  overladen  with  passengers, — a  dozen, 
at  least,  on  the  top,  before,  and  behind ;  ail  this, 
resting  on  fbnr  higfa  slender  wheels,  drawn  along 
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full  speed  on  a  rou^  unequal  pavoment  We 
observed  some  meo,  in  old-fashioned  cocked-haU 
with  aitver  lacet  C9usfdlmg  %  Quaker  to  ahutfaia 
ahop  )---which  vaa  opened  i^^aiA  fihe  nMNnent 
were  gone.  An  elegant  post-chaise  and  ibur  stop- 
ped at  the  door.  A  young  maov  tat  and  £sdr» 
with  the  fiMse  and  figare  of  s  baby,  ak  fioet  high, 
alighted  from  it ;  it  was  the  Marquis  of  S.  the 
first  vau  ot  quality  we  badseea  in  England*  lio 
goeiy  vo  are  toU»  to  hipngo  any  fak  rani i  and

December  — I  have  been  this  morning  to  the

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(mr  pa£6portk  The7«l»taiitedA€fn  without  diC 
flcidty,  but  I  must  write  to  London  for  mlnel 
Twenty-two  years  of  abBcnce  have  not  expmted 
Ihe  mgind  rin  of  being  Ixm  iQ  Rmiee :  bmt 
have  no  right  to  complain,— an  Englishman  would 
be  worse  off  in  France.  * 

We  Inm»  oo  ear  arrival  a  dodible  aHowanoe  of 
news ;  those  which  were  coming  over  to  vis  when 
we  left  America,  and  what  has  occurred  since  ; 
an  acenimilation  of  about  three  months.  'Hie 

first  thing  we  have  learnt  was  an  Imperial  repu- 
diation aqdau  expected  Imperial  marriage,  which 
aeems  to  be  a  great  stroke  of  policy.  Political 
news  arenolonger  what  they  were  formerly ;  they 
ctme  home  to  every  man's  concerns,  and  stato 
affiors  are  become  ftmily  affidrs* 

Decen^er  S6«— >I  liave  been  mtarodlioed  to  sevo* 
ral  respectable  citizens  oi  i  almuuth  ^  they  all  live 
in  very  small,  old  habitations,  of  which  the  mpMU 
ments  rasemUe  the  cabins  of  vaaselDt  A  new 
bouse  5s  a  phenomenon.  The  manner^  of  this  re- 
mote corner  of  England  have  retained  a  sort  of 
priniittvesimpKcity.  I  ha^seenno«htngrbainof 
the  luxury  and  priJe  which  I  expected  to  find  • 
every-wiiere  in  this  warlike  and  commercial  coun- 
try. There  is  much  despondency  about  Spahi, 
and  but  one  voice  against  the  Walcheren  expedi- 
tion and  against  the  minist^s,  who  are  not  e&- 
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with  moss,  even  to  the  smallest  branched,  6wing 
to  the  prevailing  moisture  of  the  climate.  We 
have  no  creeping  plants  in  North  America  which 
preserve  their  verdure  in  winter,  and  the  effect  of 
this  profusion  of  ivy  is  very  striking.  The  mild- 
ness of  the  climate  is  truly  astonishing;  gera- 
niums, and  other  green-house  plants,  require  only 
shelter,  without  fire,  in  winter,  and  wall-flowers 
are  now  in  full  bloom  out  of  doors.  We  have 
seen  to-day  several  gentlemen's  houses  at  a  dis- 
tance, spreading  wide  and  low  over  fine  lawns, 
with  dark  back-grounds  of  pines,  and  clumps  of 
arbutus  and  laurel,  as  green  as  in  spring.  Near 
dusk,  we  crossed  the  bay  to  Plymouth  Dock, 
amidst  its  floating  castles,  one  of  them  bearing 
90  guns.  To-morrow  we  go  to  Mount  Edge- 
cumbc,  if  the  weather  permits.  Tliis  place  struck 
us  as  very  like  Philadelphia,  and  not  the  modern 
part  of  it  The  inhabitants,  however,  do  not 
look  much  like  Quakers,  being  mostly  army  and 
navy. 

January  2.— Armed  witli  umbrellas  and  great- 
coats, we  set  out  this  morning  for  Mount  Edge- 
cumbe,  in  the  midst  of  a  drizzling  rain.  Crossed 
the  bay  at  Crimble  passage  ;  landed  on  a  strand 
of  firm  pebbly  sand,  near  the  porter's  lodge.  It 
was  not  the  day  of  admittance,  and  we  were  told 
it  was  necessary  to  write  to  Lord  M.  E.  A  note 
was  dispatched,  and  word  returned  that  we  werp 
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welcome,  and  a  key  gi  veu  to  ua,  openiog  all  gatei^ 
«rithdiiwlioiit  III  find  oar  way,  Slid  iio^  ta 
overlook  us,  which  is  a  refinement  of  politeness. 
'A  gentle  ascent  of  lawn,  skirted  wixk  old  cbea* 
Bui  trass  mdelina,  Jeadt  to  tbe  honae ;  a  plain 
efifioe^  Uf  golliusy  of  a  greyidi  white,  with  a 
fine  back-gr<nmd  of  trees  upon  the  hill  behind. 
'She  gnmds^  whksh  I  riioiild  jodg^  not  to  ex- 
ceed  fkre  or  ux  hundred  acres,  fimn  a  sort  of 
headland  on  the  bay.  A  gravel  walk,  eight  or 
tea  feet  wide,  leads  from  the  lodge  to  the  house, 
and  tuamg  round  if*  through  the  wood  behind, 

brings  you  to  an  open  lawn,  (A)  sloping  abrupt- 
J[jr  to  the  water*  A  fimaligothic  ruin  stands  there» 
of  modetn  eceetioD.  near  which  the  walk  di* 
vides  $  a  branch  descending  to  the  sea-side,  an. 
other  keeping  along  the  liigh  grounds,  and»  a£> 
tor  phnipng  again  mto  the  shade  of  a  daik  wood, 
and  pasmng  through  grofes  of  evergreen  trees 
and  shrubs,  advances  along  the  precipitous 
heights^  (B)  where  the  sight,  unchecked  hj  any 
tK^,  and  flom  an  devation  of  two  or  three  hon* 
dred  feet,  embraces  at  once  the  ocean  on  the 
xig^i  in  fiton^  on  the  other  side  of  the  bay,  at 
•  about  one  mile  distance^  a  lineof  buiUiogB,  like 
an  iuimcnse  town,  broken  and  diversified  by  for- 
tifications, arsenals,  batteries,  &c»  so  as  not  to 
laok  like  a  mem  field  ef  loofr  and  diinuieys ; 
and,  in  bird's*c^e  view,  line-of-battie  ^lips 
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and  frigates  passing  under  your  feet,  with  as 
little  ceremony  as  boats  on  a  river.  Thence

arc  toU) ;  then  such  dxapeiiea  of  ivy,  in  ample 
foUaomtheioehiaiid  tieeii  audi  pumniti^' 
moss  of  all  coloars,  along  the  trunk  and  branches ; 
and  on  the  ground  turf  as  vivid  as  m  the  spritigi.- 
with  daisies  and  pemrinUea  ia  flo«er»  and  fera^ 
and  furae  with  papilioiiaceoiis  blossoros.  Then 
through  the  trees^  iar  belo  w«  the  suri  breaking  ia. 
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measured  time,  and  spreading  Ha  white  foam 
among  the  black  rocks  of  tibe  shore* 

The  sun  had  no  share  in  the  splendour  of  the 
scene,  for  it  was  not  visible,  nor  any  part  of  the 
fiky ;  a  misiy^  drissAy  somethiog,  like  rain,  drove 
along  in  the  blast,  and  made  ns  tolerably  wet ; 
particularly  as  some  deceitful  appearances  of 
fiur  weather,  and  the  heat,  had  indaced  us  to 
leave  our  umbrellas  and  great  coats  at  the  lodge.

One  of  die  best  faonaes^  and  in 
the  finest-sitiiation,  (Clifton)  coata  LifidOateriing 
a  year,  taxes  included  ; — ^good  bouses,  in  an  old* 
fiishioned  part  of  the  town*  ase  not  one^^rA 
part  of  that  rent   The  wages  of  a  man-aervan^ 
-L.  35  stcrh'ng ;  a  woman-cook,  L.  J  5  ftterling^ 
meat  sixpence  and  eightpence  the  pound. 
•   We  went  to  see  the  Hot^WeDs,  a  harmless  me- 
dical sprinjj^.    The  river  passes  there  the  deep 
gap  which  we  had  seen  on  approaching  the 
town,  dirough  li  calcareous  ridge,  aboiit  900  ieel 
hic^h  ;— the  tide  rises  here  M  feet  and  upwards. 
Immense  docks  have  been  built,  or  ratlier  a  new 
bed  has  been  dug  for  the  river,  and  the  old  one, 
closed  by  flood-gates,  forms  a  natural  basin  for 
shipping.    We  saw,  however,  but  few  vessels. 
The  trade  of  this  port  is  rather  diminishing  ; 
notwithstanding  this,  the  town  increases,  and 
looks  more  considerable,  better  built»  and  more 
opulent  than  New  York* 

January  8.— Wc  arrived  at  Bath  last  night. 
The  chaise,  drew  up  m  &tyle  at  the  White  Hart. 
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Two  weli^ireised  footam  ^wece  x&suly  to  bcl  p  us 
Id  alq^  presoitiiig  an  «nn  Qo  eadh  side.  Then 

a  loud  bell  on  the  stairs,  and  lights  carried  bcfuie 
us  to  aa  ekgaotly  f  urnished  siuiag^iooBi,  where 
the  ice  was  almdy  bkang.  In  m£em  nimitefl^ 

a  neat-looking  chambermaid,  with  an  ample 
white  apiOD»  jmined  behind,  oime  to  ofier  her 
Bctviccs  to  the  ladies,  and  shew  the  bed^rooouu 
In  less  than  half  an  hour,  five  powdered  genUemm 
burst  into  the  room  witii  tiiree  dishes,  dLC*  and 
two  lenuuaed  to  waiL  I  *gite  IUsjm  a  ^unple 
cf  ifatf  beaty.iNr  latfcer  of-tbe  iinest  f nns.  .Our  faiU 
was  L.  2 :  t  Is  sterling,  diuuer  ibr  tiiree»  tea,  beds^* 
and,  breakfiisr.   The  seciants  ham  no  wages,*^ 
hut,  depeadiflig  en  the  generootj  cf  tfafeUeis» 
they  find  it  their  interest  to  please  them.  The/ 
'  (the  servants)  ooat  us  about  five  shillings  a-day* 
This '  morning  we  hame^idoied  the  ttma,' 
whicli  IS  certainly  very  beautiful.    It  is  built  of 
ireeatooe,  of  a  fine  creain^coloury  and  cootaios 
amni  public  fdifefitf  in  good  tasted  We  se** 
marked  a  circular  place  called  the  descent,  an- 
other caUed  the  Circus  ^ — all  the  streets  stra^ht 
andngular.  This  town  looks  as  if  «t  had  been 
cast  in  a  mould  all  at  once  ;  so  new,  so  fresh,  and 
regular.   The  building  where  the  medical  water 
ia  dcank,  and  where  ^  baths  aret  exbibits  very 
diAientobjects ;  human  nature,  old,  infimiy  and 
inruins,  or  weacy  and  emuifc.   Bath  is  a  sort  o£ 
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great  monastery,  inhabited  by  single  people, 
IMurtkulorly  giyerapmarfcd  jG&imlei»  No  tmk» 
BO  manuikcinfefl,  no  oocupattoos  of.  any  sort, 

except  that  of  killing  time,  the  most  laborious  of 
all.  Half  of  the  iobabitants  do  nothing,  the  other 
half  aupply  tb«n  with  nothings  :~Miiltitiul€  of 
splendid  shops,  full  of  all  that  wealth  and  luxury 
can  desire,  aizaogBd  viUi  .ail  the  acta  of  aeduc« 

Being  in  haste,  and  not  equipped  ibr  the  place^ 
ve  led  it  at  three  o'clock,  dined  and  slept  l# 
nilea  odB^  on  th^  direct  jpood  to  iMMku).  Diiniif 
our  ride,  we  saw  a  little  stream  appear  here  end 
tliere  among  the  willows,  in  the  vale  below.  I 

aakcd  a  woman  al.tba  toU^ffrte  whft  the  name  of 

H-wae :    Sme,  sir,  the  Avm  I"  it  ta  not  emy  to 

avoid  failing  in  respect  to  Eogiisk  rivers^  by  mis« 
taking  them  fer  mere  rivuleta*.

interrupting  herself,  added,  laughingly,**  Ciood 
Gody  bow  can  I  be  so  silly,  it  is  an  island  ^  there 
are  DO  rima  r'  1  lenlly  tl1iak.thfi.lad7  wna  not  80 

very  much  in  the  wrong. 

The  country  ia  beautifid,  rich,  and  varied 
with  vilktt  and  nianflion%  aad;dnik  gnwea  of 

{docs, — shrubs  in  full  bluoin,  lawns  ever  greeOt

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and  grafd  walks  so  Mat,«--with  portm*  lodges, 
imflt  in  foi^luettt,  and  studk  all  ofer  wiA  ffints^ 

in  their  native  grotesqueness ;  for  this  part  of 
Z^gland  is  a  great  bed  of  chalk,  full  of  this 
gulsr  produotkm  (ffiiits>  lliey  am'  btokan  to 

pieces  with  hammers,  ant!  spread  over  the  road 
in  thick  layers,  forming  a  hard  and  even  suriac^ 
upon  whidi  the  wheds  of  carriages  make  no  tnnk 

pression.  The  roads  are  now  wider  ;  kept  in 
good  repair,  and  not  deep,  notwithstanding  the 
leason.  The  posHiones  emOtnt ;  and  posti 
boys  riding  itmtaid  of  riiting.  Our  rate  of  travel- 
ling docs  not  exceed  six  miles  an  hour,  stoppages 
included ;  but  we  nq|^  go  ftster  if  we  destined 
it.

January  llv*— We  anrived  yesterdajat  JBidi* 
ffiOfld.  F— i^'fiek  a  aoft' of  dread  and  impa^ 
ticnce  to  meet  new-old  friends,  and  apprmched 
tlie  Green  with  no  very  enviable  feelings*  I 
knew  the  boose  tnmiMiatdy,  from  the  drawhi^ 
1  had  seen  of  it.  Nothing  can  be  more  friendly 
tiian  the  reception  we  have  met,  and  X  feel  al^ 
ready  at  my  ease.  Oenerally  an  mn  is  vastly 

|)ref6rable  at  the  end  of  a  journey  to  a  friend's 
hoase»— unless  a  Ihead  indeed ;  and  I  have  said

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before,  on  such  an  occa^oa,  /  hate  a  friend ; 
but  here  I  have  fdt  at  my  ease  from  the  first 
moment*  This  morning  I  Bet  out  by  myself  for 
tmn^  as  London  is  called  par  escellence^  in  the 
8tage-coacb»  craoiaed  iuaidiv  and  hcrkst  outoide 
with  pasaengersy  of  itU^sexeSy  age^  and  eondip 
tions.  We  stopped  more  than  twenty  times  on 
the  road— >the  debates  about  the  tare  of  way-pas- 
Bengers^the  aetdnig  themadTea-^the  getting  up, 
and  the  getting  down,  and  damsels  shewing  tlieir 
legs  in  the  operation,  and  tearing  and  umdding 
their  petticoata**'-eomplaiDingand8weariDg^-4ook 
an  immense  time.  I  never  sa^  any  thin^  so  ill 
managed.  In  about  two  hours  we  reached  Hyde 
Park  comer  i  I  liked  the  appearance  of  it ;  but 
we  were  soon  lost  in  a  maze  of  bosy^  smoky^ 
dirty  streets,  more  and  more  so  as  we  advanced. 
A  sort  of  uniform  dinginess  seemed  to  pervade 
every  thingt  that  iB»  the  exteriior  $  for  thioagh 
every  door  and  window,  the  interior  of  the 
house,  the  sliops  at  least,  which  iure  most  seen, 
presented,  as  we  drove  along,  appearancea  anl 
colours  most  opposite  to  this  dinginess;  eveiy 
tiling  there  was  dean,  fresh,  and  brilliant.  The 
elevated  pavement  on  e^h  side  of  the  atreeta 
f  idl  of  walkers,  out  of  the  reach  of  caniages, 
passing  swiftly  in  two  lines,  widiout  awkward  in- 
terference, each  taking  to  the  right.  At  last  a 
veiy  indiftrient  street  brought  us  in  front  of  ift 


tMgtdScmi  feeniple,  whkh  I  IcMW  immeduilelf 

to  be  St  Paul's,  and  I  left  the  vehicle  to  examine 
it  The  effisct  was  woadediAly  beautiful ;  but 
it  liad  leas  vastneaa  than  grace  wd  oiiagntficeDce. 
The  colour  struck  me  as  strange, — very  Ijlack 
aad  very  whitCt  in  patches  which  euveiope  aome- 
timea  half  a  cohinm ;  the  base  of  one,  the  capi* 
taloi  another ; — here,  a  whole  row  quite  black, — • 
theiet  aa  white  as  chalk*  It  seemed  as  if  there 
had  been  a  fall  of  anow^  and  it  adhered  unequal- 
ly^ The  cause  of  this  is  evidently  the  smoke 
which  covers  London ;  but  it  is  difficult  to  ae- 
oount  ior  its  unequal  operation.

I  bad  not  time  for  any  loog  examination,  and 
fdt  uneasy  and  helplesa  in  the  middle  of  an  im-^ 
mense  towu,  of  which  1  did  not  know  a  single 
street.   A  backaey*coadb^  seemed  the  readiest 
way  to  extricate  inyfldfv  ^nd  I  took  one.  A&^t 
being  dragged  slowly  along  many  short,  wind* 
ing,  dark*  ^d  crowded  streets,  and  inissing  my 
lfittef%  which  had  just  been  sent  to  Richmondt 
I  met  with  a  friend,  who  took  me  under  his  pro-* 
tection  ;  dismissed  my  backney-coachy  which 
wa»  not  better,  and  perhaps  worse,  than  those  ot 
Bku^  and  in  which  I  was  surprised  to  find  a  lit- 
ter of  straw,  which  has  a  very  shabby  appear- 
and^ buts  beii^  changed  every  day,  is  better 
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than  a  filthy  carpet.  My  friend  conducted  me 
irery  obligingly  back  again  tbrov^^  the  whole 
Iowa  In  our  walk  pined  aevMl  laq|» 
gqiuurcB,  plantad  in  the  middle  urich  krge  tms 

and  shrubs,  over  a  smooth  lawn,  intersected  with 
gravel  walks  ^  the  wliola  inclosed  \^  aa  koa 
railing,  which  piolects  theie  gardens  agahnt  tke 
populace,  but  does  not  intercept  the  view.  The 
inhabitauU  ot  the  neigh tjoiirlioodp  wlui  contri- 
bute to  the  expense,  have  cech  a  key.  One  of 

these  squares,  LincoMs  Inn  Fields^  appears  to 
contain  tive  or  six  acres,  and  is  said  to  be  equal 
to  the  base  of  the  laigest  of  the  pyramida  of 
Egypt  The  buildmgt  round  are  plain  homes. 
I  have  not  observed  any  thing  in  tiiis  day's  ram- 
ble above  that  xaok  in  acdutecture^  or  any  pub- 
lic bttildingt  of  note.^  But  alfthon^  the  limity 
of  this  people  does  not  resemble  the  luxury  of 
tibe  Grieeka  and  the  iiomaosy  yet  th^are  betler. 
lodged.   I  ham  heard  no  ones  in  this  streets,-* 

seen  few  beggars, — no  obsti  uctiaus  oi  stoppages 
ot  carriages, — each  taking  to  the  left.  Weibund 
in  Piccadilly  a  sti^MMWch  ready  to  stafi  Ibr 
Bath,  by  which  I  could  be  ci.irricd  sonic  miles  on 
my  way  to  liichmond ;  it  resembled  a  ship  on 
four  wheels^  a  sort  of  half  cylinder  >  round  be-

was  much  better  than  my  morning  conveyance, 
mod  I  oijoyed  the  change  i  but  aitec  a  tew  miles* 
di  approhenrickB  ixSted  istt  of  hUtkg  csrridA'be^ 
yoiid  the  port  to  wliidi  I  wwi  boAnd»  (Kcw 
Bridge).

A 
imMrtoias ^^oitffiilbitmKp^mAt  me  sufficient- 
ly  acquainted  with  the  1x>wn  to  find  my  way  to 
eveiy  ptft  of  ity  by  oiean  of  t»b  firiiiGipal  am- 
noes,  Flocadflly  and  the  ftraod,  Qtfbid  Stieet 
and  Uoiburni  wiiicii  unite  at  St  Paiil%  whence* 
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as  from  a  common  centre,  they  separate  again,  to 
form  two  other  great  avenues,,  still  eaat  and  west, 
CornhiU-  and  fikhopsgate  Street :  they  are  the^ 
arteries  of  this  great  body,  and  all  the  other 
streets  are  the  veiusb  brauching  CHit  io  all  direc*. 
tioiis.   It  k  easier  to  acquire  a  pfactu»l  kaom^ 
ledge  of  the  geography  of  London  than  of  Paris, 
wbicb  has  not  the  same  rallying  puiuts,  except 
the  Seine,  which  divides  Paris  more  equally  than- 
the  Thames  does  London ;  theothepsideof  the 
Thames  is  only  an  extensive  suburb,  whereas  thO; 
other  side  of  the  Seine  is  half  Pans.    The  peo^- 
pie  of  London,  I  find,  are  quite  aa  disposed  to 
answer  obligingly  the  questions  of  strangers  as 
those  of  Paris*  Whenever  I  have  made  enquiries, 

cither  in  abops,  or  even  ftom  porters,  carters,  and 

market-women  in  the  streets,  I  have  uniformly 
received  a  civil  answer,  and  every  informatioa 
in  theur  power.  People  do  not  puU  off  their  hats 
when  thus  addressing  any  body,  as  would  be  in- 
dispensable at  Paris  ;  a  slight  inclination  of  the 
bead,  or  motion  of  the  hand,  is  thought  suffi- 
GMBttt.  Foot*pamengers  Walk  on  with  ease  and 
security  along  the  smooth  flag-stones  of  the  side- 
pavement.  Tlieir  eyes,  mine  at  least,  are  irresis-  • 
tiUy  attnusted  by  the  aliurementa  of  the  shops, 

particularly  print-shops  ;  not  that  they  always 
exhibit  those  specimens  of  the  art  so  justly 
admired  all  ovor  Bun)pe»  but  oft^er  caricatures 
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of  all  sorts.  My  countrymen,  whenever  intro- 
duced in  them,  never  fail  to  be  represented  as 
diiiimative,8tarved  beii^,ofiB0ttkey-«Men»  atnit> 
ting  about  in  huge  hats,  narrow  coats,  and  great 
sabres  ^  an  overgrown  awkward  Ei^iisUman 
cmriies  hatf  a  doaen  of  time  pgqgiaks:  at  ooe 
flqiieese.  There  are  no  painten  among  the  Somt^ 
at' least  they  are  not  here.  It  must  be  owned, 
however,  that  the  English  do  not  spare  themseU 
ves ;  tiimr  princes,  their  ttatetmeD,  and  ehurdi* 
men,  are  Ana  exhibited  and  hungup  to  ridicule, 
eften  with  cleverness  and  humoui^  and  a  coarse 
flort  of  practical  wit.  Some  shops  eiUubit  insm* 
xnents  of  mathematics,  of  optics,  of  chemistry, 
beautifully  arranged  ;  the  admirable  polish,  and 
letnied  ahnplicity  of  the  instniments»  mggtei  tbe 
idea  of  justness  and  of  perfection,  ffecolKng  to . 
your  mind  all  you  know  of  their  uses,  and  inspi- 
ring a  wish  to  know  more.  Jewellers^  shop8f|^ti> 
tering  with  costly  trinkets,  give  me  anotheraoft 
of  j)leasure, — ^that  of  feeling  no  sort  of  desire  for 
any  thing  they  contain.  Finally,  pastry-cook 
diope,  which,  abont  the  middle  of  the  day,  and 
of  the  long  interval  between  breakfast  and  din- 
ner, are  fuU  of  decent  persons  of  both  sexiea^ 
mosdy  men,  taking  a  sUght  repast  of  tarts,  bans, 
&c.  with  a  glass  of  whey  ;  it  costs  8d.  or  8d.  ster- 
ling. A  young  and  pretty  woman  g^erally  pre- 
mdm  bdiind  the  counter,  as  in  tbe  eofte^biMMi 
of  Paris. 
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The  inhabitants  of  London,  sucli  as  tliev  are 
seen  ill  the  .Streets,  have,  as  well  as  the  outside  pi' 
iinmt  hooM^  a  sort  of  a  diDgjTt  smoky  look ;  not 
dirty  absotatdy, — ftpr  yoti  generally  petcdve 
dean  linen, — but  the  outttde  garments  are  of  a 
duUf  darir  csst,  and  harmointe  wKh  mud  and 
amobc*  IVefXMUciscd  wifh  a  Iiigh  optfuon  <if 
£nglisii  corpulency,  I  expected  to  see  cvciy- 
where  the  original  of  Jacgties  Roatt'ieef.  No 
indi  thing ;  tbo  hmnan  taee  is -here  rather  of 

niean  stature, — less  so,  perhaps,  than  the  true 
Parisiaa  race ;  but  tiaere  is  really  no  great  dif- 
ftrende  $  mxA  I  have  met  inore  duui-  cmct  with 
Sterne's  little  man,  when,  in  turning  round  to 
help  a  chtkl  across  tlie  gutter,  he  saw  with  sur* 

prise  a  ns^^eiof  ttly«  lirheie  he  eapecfed  to  see 
on^fiffife^  -  Tire      of  liOildoii  dm^tit^hofses 

makes  up  ibr  tiiat  ot  the  men;  those  which  draw 
bitwen'  carts  «id  coal-waggons  are  |;igiatier- 
perfect  dephtnts !  On  the  oth«$r  haad,  I  have 
observed  dwarf  horses  passing  swiftly  along  tha 
Streets,  moumed  by  boys,  who  appeared  ecaplojw 
cd-in  carrying  letlees  or  netsages.  No  armed 
watch,  <^H€t,  or  martckanssie,  is  ever  met  patro- 
fiog  the  streets  oc  the  highways  ^  no  appearance 

-police*  and  yet  bo  apparent  want  of  ^oliee  i 
nothing  disdrdeily. 

The  westerii  part  of  the  town  is  terminated  bjf 
tlm  gfM  coMigiloiis  poMc  «nte  SiJmboA 
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Park,  which  belongs  to  tlie  palace  of  that  luuae, 
ii  planted  in  stnugfat  walks,  which  inrpoiiad  % 
neadow  and  piece  cf  water^-and  have  all  tihe 
monotony  and  dulaess  of  the  old-fasiiioned  ave> 
ones  without  their  mi^ficenoe,  the  tieea  being 
low  and  of  a  atmited  growth.  The  Green  Park 
is  somevvliat  better.  Hyde  Park  quite  ditleiXDt, 
and  three  times  as  large  a»  the  otbec  two  tcH  < 
gether.  It  k  an  indosore  of  above  400  •aioi«a» 
slightly  uneven,  lun  ing  here  and  there  groups 
of  old  trees,  some  of  them  of  very  laige  sae  and 
veoeiabie  appeamnoe^  but  too  thialj  aeatlmdt 
and  leaving  great  spaces  entirely  naked.  New 
plajQtations  are  making,  but  they  unite  ill  with 
the  old  tieei^  and  aughlinot  tn  appcMch  i»  aepv 
tbem.  'the  water  of  a  rivulet  dammed  up  has 
bean  made  to  iiii  a  little  valley,  forming  a  piece 
of  waler  of  good  ah^MB,  and  lolerabljr  deaTf  oil* 
ed  the  Serpentine  River ;  of  whicb  setefal  pro- 
jecting  points  of  land  and  bays  disguiBe  the 
boondanea.  The  best  feces  of  fiie  park,  moatl^ 
elms,  grow  near  the  Serpentine  River.  Kensing* 
too  Gardens  are  connected  witli  Hyde  Park ;  car* 
am  not  admitted }  the  dmunfecenoa  ii 
about  die  same,  that  ^  nearfy  three  miles.  An 
excess  of  trees  is  as  conspicuous  here  as  the 
iMaboftbi»uiHfdaBMrk»  Tho  aaason  is  un^

Westminster  Abbey  is  seen  to  advantage  from 
^  parks,  its  Godiic  towers  rising  above  the 
fliimmiiof^tms.  The  iUace  cf  fito  Jwae^ 
situated  at  the  eolraiice  -of  - the  park  of  that 
mssx^  is  a  paiiry-lookipg  building,  of  the  mean- 
est pOlsiUe  appcanneei  sad  halCcoQsimied  bjr 
fire ;  it  is  impoiriUe  to  oonceive  any  thing  wone 
.    of  the  palace  kind.    We  aie  apt  to  lead  ibrm 
and  cokNur  to  those  ot^iects  of  .which  we  have 
alwsgrs  heacd,  but  hwe  Mver  teen ;  and  I  om 
I  had  built  in  my  mind  a  very  different  sort  of 
palace  for  the  court  of  St  James's^-— so  ricli  and 
so  proud.  This  royal  lesideiice  was  etected  by 
Henry  VIIL 
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February  17» — We  have  been  a  whole  month  ia 
London,  and  for  the  last  three  weeks  I  have  set 
down  nothing  in  this  Journal.  It  is  not,  as  might 
be  supposed,  from  having  been  too  much  taken 
up  or  too  little.  A  French  traveller  once  re- 
marked sagaciously,  that  there  is  a  malady  pecu- 
liar to  the  climate  of  England,  called  the  ca/c^ 
cold;  this  malady,  under  the  modern  title  of  in- 
fluenza, has  recently  afflicted  all  London,  and  we 
have  been  attacked  by  it.  A  friend  of  F.,  who 
had  come  to  London  on  purpose  to  receive  us, 
has  been  obliged  to  fly  precipitately  ;  otliers 
dare  not  come.  The  letters  we  brought  have 
not  procured  us  many  useful  or  agreeable  ac- 
quaintances,— some  of  them  have  not  been  noti- 
ced i  and  although  we  have  to  acknowledge  the 
attentions  of  some  persons,  their  number  is  very 
small,  and  we  feel  alone  in  the  crowd.  London 
is  a  giant, — strangers  can  only  reach  his  feet. 
Shut  up  in  our  apartments,  well  warmed  and 
well  lighted,  and  where  we  seem  to  want  nothing 
but  a  little  of  that  immense  society  in  the  midst  of 
which  we  are  suspended,  but  not  mixed,  wc 
have  full  leisure  to  observe  its  outward  aspect 
and  general  movements,  and  listen  to  the  roar  of 
its  waves,  breaking  around  us  in  measured  time, 
like  the  tides  of  the  ocean.

The  public  knows  there 
is  a  party  in  a  hou^e  by  two  signs  ^  first,  an  im- 
mense crowd  of  carriages  before  the  hou8e>~ 
then  every  curtam,  and  eveiy  shutter  of  every 
window  wide  open,  shewing  apartments  all  in  a 
blaee  of  light,  with  heads  innumerabiet  black  and 
white  (powdered  or  not),  in  continual  motion* 
This  custom  is  so  general,  that  having,  a  few 
days  ago,  five  or  six  persons  in  the  evening  with 
ns,  we  observed  our  servant  had  left  the  windows 
thus  exposed,  thinking,  no  doubt,  that  this  was 
a  rout  after  our  iashion. 

.Such  may  be,  it  will  be  said,  the  life  of  the 
inch,  the  well-boro,  and  the  idle,  but  it  cannot 
be  that  of  many  of  the  people  j  oi  the  commer- 
cial part,  f(^  instance,  of  this  emporium  of  the 
trade  of  the  universe.  The  trade  of  London  is 
carried  on  in  the  east  part  of  the  town,  called, 
par  eiceilencct  Uie  Citjf.  The  west  is  inhabited 
by  people  of  ftshaon,  or  those  who  wish  to  ap- 
pear such  ;  and  the  line  of  demarcation,  noi<h 
and  south,  runs  through  Soho  Square.  Every 
minute  of  longitude  east  is  equal  to  as  many  de- 
grees of  gentOity  miim,  or  towards  west,  ptus. 
This  meridian  line  north  and  south,  like  that  in- 
dicated by  the  compass,  inclines  west  towards 
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the  nohhf  and  east  towacdt  the  south,  two  or 
three  poiiitBy  in  widi  a  manoer*  u  to  place  a  cer- 
tain part  of  Westminster  on  tlie  side  of  fashion; 
the  Parliament  Houset  Downing  l^ect,  and  the 
Treaaurjr,  are  necessarily  genteeL  To  have  a 

right  to  emigrate  from  ca^t  to  west,  it  is  requisite 
to  have  at  least  L.SOOU  sterling  a-year  ^  should 
700  have  les%  or  at  leaat  spend  kEoi,  yon  might 
find  yomself  slighted ;  and  L.6OOO  a--year  would 
be  safer*  Many,  indeed »  have  a  much  narrower 
inoome,  who  were  bom  there;  but  city  emi- 
grants have  not  the  same  privileges.  .The  legiti- 
mate people  of  fashion  aBfect  poverty,  even,  to 
distinguish  themselves  from  the  rich  intruders. 
It  IS  dtizenJike  to  be  at  ease  about  money,  and 

to  pay  readily  on  demand. 

I  have  not  bad  the  same  opportunities  of  ob«. 
iervation  in  the  dly*  Having  been  th^re»  how* 
ever,  often,  early  in  the  morning,  I  found  the  ap- 
pearance 9f  every  tiling  very  different  Instead 
of  the  universal  silence  and  profound  repose  of 
die  west,  as  late  as  the  middle  of  the  day,  all  is 
motion  and  activity  in  the  city,  as  early  as  ten 
o'cloclc  in  the  morning.  The  crowd»  the  car- 
riages, and  the  mud  incfease'rapidly  as  yon  ad- 
vance from  west  to  east,  during  the  fort' noon  ; 
and  an  hour  of  steady  walking  wi!I  take  you  from 
one  eztieme  to  the  other,  that  is,  from  Portmail 
Sq^uare  to  Cornfaill.   The  carriages  you  meet  in 
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the  city  arc  generally  hackney-coach e«!,  whidv 
on  tainy  days,  form  two  umnterrapted  filet  tae^ 
ving  opposite  ways  ;  few  carts  or  waggons  for  the 
transportation  of  goods  ;  ail  tiiis  commerce  with 
the  universe  is  carried  on  by  abstraction.  Yoa 
never  see  the  productions  which  the  two  Indiei, 
Africa,  and  America,  are  pouring  incessantly  in- 
to the  Thames,  and  which  retcrrn  to  the  four  quar^ 
ten  of  the  world,  modified  and  enriched  by  llie 
labour  and  skill  of  manufacturers.  I  am  told  that 
all  this  commercial  substance  is  deposited  in  cer* 
tmn  warehouses*  which  sontmnd  artifidsl  boiiiiap 
or  docks,  large  enough  to  receive  all  at  oiicc,  and 
each  of  them,  whole  fleets  of  merchantmen.  The 
East  Indies  have  their  dock  i  the  West  Indies 
'  theirs, — thefliheriestiieira,— London  has  one 
it^  own  use ; — foreign  vessels  alone  occupy  the 
river,  and  their  cargoes  are  received  in  privite 
warehouses.  AD  this  is  below  Londofts  and  fiMfma 
a  sort  of  a  third  town,  east  of  east.  "\V  hat  are  we 
to  think  of  this  trade,  of  which  a  wlicde  immense 
city  could  not  contain  ^  stock*  and  ia  merely 
its  counting-house  ?  The  mind  forgets  that  the 
immediate  object  is  sugar  and  cd&e»  tobacco 
and  cotton,  and  that  ojiri  Mi^4iy!a»Kf  is  the  main- 
spring, and  sees  only  a  social  engine,  wliich  ri- 
vak  in  utility,  in  vastness  of  operation*  as  well 
as  wisdom  of  details,  {he  phenomena  of  nature 
herself!

Royal  Society,  which  meets  every  Thursday  even- 
ing in  Somerset  Houi^  nominally  at  eight 
of  oieekf  often  balf  an  boor  or  tbree  quarters  of  an 
hour  later,  and  separates  precisely  at  nine.  If

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had  the  hotkmr  of  being  admitted,  tins  very  tbcirt

.Trinfin  vbkbiwaa-espected%  Whether  £rom 
prejudice  on  the  part  of  the  executive  body  of 
cooki»  or  jealousy  on  the  pact  oi  house  wivee^  who^ 
-imB  oonobrieir  do.  Ml  like  to  tee  the  men  uwrp 

their  government,  the  old-fashioned  spit  and  ket- 
tle have  kept  their  ground,  and  the  culin»philo« 
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iiOfhii^  apparatus  seems  aearly  forgotten.  The 
leel»fei  on  the  adeoeei  mn  ««U  atUnded ;  dMf 
are  given  in  a  large  amphifiieatre,  lighted  by  n 
skjr-light,  aad  ibrm»  with  the  libmry  and  readiag* 
iooiii8»  aD  that  ramaiaa  of  the  origiiuil  platt)  ibt 
the  place  6f  deposit  for  maicfaiiie*  te,  I  b^efOi 
empty.  Private  interest,  whether  the  object  is 
emolmnfe^t  or  gloty,  iriU  always  make  a  aecrat  of 
valuable  inventions,  until  the  exeMlve  piopeily 
Is  secured  to  the  inventor  by  a  patent, — when  , 
the  deposit  of  the  models  at  the  Royal  Iiialitii» 
tion  would  become  attperfl[i]ous.~The  library  it 
excellent,  ami  the  librarian  has  just  published  a 
catalogue,  which  is  not  only  uaeiiii  to  those  who 
frequent  it,  but  might  aerve  aa  s  model  fbr  iht 

formation  of  a  library  in  the  ancient  and  motlcra 
languagea.  There  is  a  division  for  books  of  rei^ 
ierence»  and  tboae  on  general  feadtng;  iim  beH 

English  and  Ibreign  journals  j  good  hres  lu  each 
room,  tables,  ink,  paper,  kc. 

The  wofld  owes  to  Una  institutioo  (jie  iihiatnaai

years,  done  the  work  of  an  age  in  the  «dvMe»» 
ment  of  his  science.

Thw 
sciences  are  not,  however,  to  fiiritiooable  as  che- 
mistry ;  they  are  not  susceptible  of  any  brilUmi 
jnbibidxmj  ibm  'h  no  ocim,  i»o  ^er^taad  tbt 
ampbitheatre  never  Ms,  but  for  Jf  r  Dftvy*  The 
resources  of  chemistry,  to  recal  or  keep  up  tiie 
ati^:iiioQ  of  a  mixt  audience*  are  in&iite»  A 
amaDbitof  potasamn  thrown  in  a  glaiaof  watert 
or  upon  a  piece  of  ice,  never  fails  to  excite  a 
gentle  murmur  o£  applause*  More  than  one  balf 
of  the  audience  is  ftmalOf  and  it  ia  the  moat  aiU 

tentive  portion.  I  often  observe  these  fair  disci- 
ples of  science  taking  notes  timidly,  and  as  by 
alealth,  on  small  bits  of  paper  i  no  man  does  thalt 
— ^they  know  ah*eady  the  tilings  taught,  or  care 
little  about  them  1  Women  alone  consider  them- 
adves  as  neHiher  above  nor  betow  Mr  Bond  or  Mx 
Dd\y.  In  fact,  public  lectures  are  only  useful  t0 
ii^se  who  know  little,  and  aspire  to  little*  Real 
leanung  is  onl/ acquired  by  Mitarjr  studies^  but

to  wliofn  ftftune  gives  ItiinM*  The  hnsbiiid  of s  .

There  is  something  ridiculous  enough  in  this 
ledinkai  abbreviatiott  of  crimbml  eonfwnaiion. 
ItlwaAs  an  awkwaid  attanpt  to  disguise  or  so£* 
ten  an  equivocal  expression, — which  is  already 
in  itself  a  great  softening  ot  the  moral  misde* 
ineanour  it  represents* 

This  criminal  conversation  is  not  prosecuted 
cnmitmi^f  but  produces  only  a  civil  suit  for  the 
iceovery  of  damages,  estimated  in  money.  The 
jury  determines  the  amount  of  these  damages, 
by  the  degree  ot  union  and  conjugal  happiness 
codalfaiig  beftte  the  oriminal  conversation  which 
destroyed  it,  and  by  the  rank  and  fortune  oT  the 
parties*  The  smallest  appearance  of  negligence 
«r  bommsiee  on  the  port  ol  the  hosband»  de» 
priveslnm  ofall  remedy  i^^ainst  tiie  tedocer,  who 
owes  him  notiiiug,  if*  he  only  took  what  was  of 
ao  irafaio  to  kirn,  imd  which  be  gnaided  80  ill.  I 
hsre  beard  of  I,»10,000  sterUng  awaided  in 
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some  cases,  which  is  certainl?  rather  dear  tor  a 
aamrsatum  !  Tte  buflband  po^ott  liw  niMwy 
without  shame,  because  be  has  the  laugh  on  hia 
side,  aad  in  the  world  ridicule  alone  produces 
shame.  A  divorce  is  geMrtdljr  gnnled  k^r  act 
of  parltameiit  in  these  cases  ;  and  nuvfiage  as 
geoerally  takes  place  between  the  luver^.  The 
pahltcity  which  such  prosaoutiona  necessarily  oc- 
canon,  and  all  thedctaib  and  proa&  of  thaiofenr 
gue,  are  highly  indelicutc  and  scandalous.  The 
testimoayf  for  instooc^  of  servantSi  oH.^^omg 
chaaiibenBaikb^  who  am  hroHli^ 
to  4eU,  in  the  face  of  the  public,  all  they  have 
seen,  heardf  or  guessed  at,  is  another  sort  oi  pros^ 
titutkm  mum  indecent  than  the  fintr  .iMonils 
ase  ftr  ftom  teing  purified  bjr  iMi  pnocasa ;  hot 

the  substantial  infringement  is  prevented.  This 
aort  ot  cbaslitjF  resambles  the  probity  of  certain 
peieaQs  wfap  ate  suffictentljr  liaoest  nof^  to  bc^ 

bimged. 

Upon  the  whole,  howevoi^  tbera  is  inoc^  gchv* 
j  ugal  ideiit^F  in  Engl  and  than  in  nost  other  opunp 
tries  ;  and  these  crim.  con.  prosecutions  calumni- 
ate the  higher  ranks,  ot  society,  as  the  celebi^te^ 
boidc  ei'  lAx  Colttibonh  calonmintes  the  Jomt. 
The  merits  of  national,  as  well  as  individual 
characters,  are  only  oamparative  ^  great  allow- 
anoe^  nKCi  to  be  mad^  and  the  best  result  to  |ie 
expected  is  a  favourable  balance  on  the  side  of 
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noraltty.  i  think  married  tromen  arc  less  on  a 
iMiiig  of  cquafiity  with  tkcir  biid>ancU  here  than 
mVmoee.  Tbey  appear  nioce  dependent  Uik 
ifiarried  women.  On  the  contrary,  are  less  shack- 
ied  here,— •tfaey  go  out.olten  alone,  and  enjoy 
Mm  ittierty .   This  libtrty  ptodocet  ftm  aboMi 

before  marriage,  and  rather  tends  to  prevent 
tbent  aiterwards.   Thoie  who  take  advantage  of 
to  do  ifiDiig  btAxn  jntttiaget  wonld  have  &om 

so  after  j  and  it  is  certainly  itfer  to  take  a  wo-

Mgrch  5^It  is  difficult  to  form  an  idea  of  the 
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kind  of  winter  days  in  London ;  the  amdieofib^ 
flU  coak  forms  an  atmosphere,  perceiyabie  Ifar 

many  miles,  like  a  great  round  cloud  attached  to 
tbe  earth.  In  the  town  itself  when  the  weather  la 
doody  and  foggy,  which  ia  fireqaenfly  tfae'oaae 
in  winter,  this  smoke  increases  the  general  dingy 
hue,  and  terminates  the  length  a£  every  street 
with  a  fixed  grey  misl»  receding  as  youadnmaa» 
But  when  some  rays  of  stm  happen  to  611  on  this 
artificial  atmosphere,  its  impure  mass  assuii^es  im^- 
mediately  a  pale  orange  tint»  similar  to  the  ei^ 
feci  of  Qaude  Lomhie  glasses,-*-*  mild  goMen 
hue,  quite  beautiful.  1  he  air,  in  the  mean  time, 
is  loaded  with  small  flakes  of  smoke,  in  giihiiiBa 
tionr-4  sort  of  flower  of  soot,  so  Mght  aatofioal 
without  falling.    This  black  snow  sticks  to  yoor 
clothes  and  linen,  or  lights  on  your  lace.  Ymi 
just  feel  something  on  your  jiose»  or  your  dieeh; 
*-the  finger  is  applied  mecUanicallys  aad  IUe$ 
it  into  a  black  patch  ! 

Ei^^d  is  rich  in  picim^ik  The  wheto  (k^ 
'  leans  gallery,  and  many  otfier  cdlecttons^  came 

'here  during  the  revolution.  These  treasures 
have  been  divided  and  scattered  -all  over  she 
Id^gdom*  We  have  not  yet  seen  anything  «f 

them  ;  there  has  not  been  really  sufficient  light 
durmg  tbe  short  days.

Tlie  heads,  however,  are 
fine  in  general :  and  these  striking  coimtenaoip 
oes,  thus  Btardng  out  of  (he  canvas,  put  me  in 
mind  oi  tlie  man  in  Le  Tableau  Pailant,"  who 
thrusts  his  living  head  through  a  hole  in  a  pio* 
tnre.  Landscapes  of  merit  are  much  more  com* 
mon  than  historical  pictures.  There  is  more 
originality, — more  knowledge  of  nature  in  this 
branch  of  art,~mofe  icau  idialp^^mott  poelapy^ 
here  than  in  France. 

The  exquisite  perfection  oi  English  engravings., 
had  given  me  a  cotresponding  idea  of  the  art  of 
painting ;  but  this  elder  branch  is  much  inferior 
to  the  other.  Landscapes,  especially,  are  engra- 
ved'here  with  a  degree  of  finish,*— a  miftne88^*-4 
richness  of  colouring,  if  I  might  be  aOowed  the 
expression,  which  it  seems  impossible  to  surpass. 
This  art  having  become  a  great  article  of  trad^ 
fliroishes  an  early  reward  to  talents  $  bread  firs^ 
and  fame  afterwards.  The  h'ttle  proficiency  made 
in  the  arts»  the  sciences,  and  all  that  requires 
tiiuch  study,  great  labour,  and  sacrifices,  by  most 
'6f  those  who  are  bora  to  au  indepeudenl  iurtun^ 
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shews  suiSciently  that  the  first  step  in  thecaieer 
is  mged  by  tuoil  aecsessitf.^ 
Theie  iri  a  species  of  compositioPt  whkh  b&

The  rent  of  a  house  of  the  class  described,  which 
is  of  the  middling  or  low  kind,  varies  in  different 
parts  of  the  town,  from  L.  80  to  L.  SOO  sterling, 
including  the  taxes,  which  are  from  Lk  20  to 
L.  50.  The  following  sketch  will  give  an  ides 
of  one  of  the  best  houses.  This  is  the  first  story* 
Below,  on  the  ground-floor,  the  front  room,  S4 
feet  by  SO,  is  the  eating-room  ;  the  one  1 8  by 
22  is  the  servants*  hall.  This  house  was  bought 
by  tlie  present  proprietor  for  L.  16,000  sterlings 
but  had  cost  nearly  double  in  building.  The 
rent  of  houses  a  little  inferior  is  L.  400  or  L.  500 
sterling  a-year,  including  taxes ;  but  there  are 
bouses  the  rent  of  which  is  L.  1000  a-year.  The 
best  houses  are  occupied  by  the  proprietors  them* 
selves.  The  establishment  of  such  a  house  as  is

were  more  or  less  reformers.  Two  of  them  aim- 
«d  «t  giving  to  fSarUamnt  a  note  pppidbr  base^' 
wd^more  purely  represe&tatrve ;  none,  hbwcver, 
acted  upon  these  principles  when  in  power ;  and 
idl,  with  Ihe  exception  of  Mr  miottiiced  the 
ftldi  of  HioK  yoiidi  openly.  I  am  Indihed  flM 
to  think  firvouiably  either  of  a  young  man,  wiio 
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haa  little  ardour  for  what  is  called  liberty,  or  of 
a  man  of  maturer  age,  who  has  much  of  it ;  but 
Mr  Pitt  seems  to  have  changed  before  the  requii^ 
site  age.  The  dreadful  results  of  the  French 
struggle  for  liberty,  which  Mr  Burke's  imagina« 
tion,  at  least  as  much  as  his  wisdom,  anticipated, 
carried  him  to  tlie  opposite  extreme ;  and,  to-^ 
wards  the  end  of  his  life,  he  seemed  to  see  no 
safety  for  mankind,  but  in  absolute  power.  Had 
he  lived  to  this  day,  he  would  have  found  that 
the  patriotic  French  were  much  of  the  same 
mind  with  him  ;  but  this  spoiled  chiJd  of  genius, 
constant  to  his  antipatliics  alone,  would  probably 
have  fled  to  liberty  back  again,  as  the  regicides 
receded  from  it.  Mr  Fox  had  the  merit  of  con- 
sistency  ;  he  always  was  a  friend  of  temperate 
liberty ;  opposed  constantly  the  eucrpachments 
of  ministerial  power  ;  always  was  a  good  whig. 
He  seems  to  me,  however,  to  have  thought  too 
well  of  the  French  revolution,  and  to  have  feared 
too  little  its  influence  in  England,  as  his  oppo* 
nc^nt,  Pitt,  feared  it  too  much,  or  feigned  to  fear 
iL ,  During  tlie  short  duration  of  Fox's  power,  he 
did  little  for  what  he  deemed  liberty ;  and  seem- 
ed as  little  disposed  as  his  predecessors  to  sacri- 
fice to  peace,  afler  declaiming  so  long  against 
war.  It  might  indeed  be  want  of  power  rather 
than  of  sincerity.  His  eloquence  appears  to

The 
pole  is  carried  away  by  tKe  rocket^  and  ke^  it 
in  its  proper  direction  like  the  feather  of  an  ar* 
row.  But  when  the  wind  blows  strorig  with  it,  or 
sidewiae^  the  pole  or  tail  ia  apt  to  ateer  the  wion^ 
course ;  and^e  rochets  go  right  only  againat  the 
wind,  or  with  no  wind.  At  Flushing,  they  steer 
ed  back  again  upon  Ihe  British  troops,  and  did 
more  harm  than  goad*  At  Copenhagen  they  suc- 
ceeded perfectly,  and  Aen,  of  course,  did  mart 
goad  than  harm.  Thqr  have  been  used  aosM^ 
times  in  Spain  wWi  great  eftct  As  a  proof  of

the  law  will  decide  afterwards,  riie  sergeant- 
at-arms^  much  puzated,  applied  to  the  attorney- 
general,  and  otter  law  authorities.  TheurdoubU 
ful  answers  appeared  an  atknowlcdsrement  that 
thej^  thought  themselves  on  the  very  line  which 
sepamtes  legitimatB  firom  arbitraiy  power  and 

anarchy. 

During  this  interval,  the  populace,  always  bold 
against  timtdi^  and  indecision,  took  part  for  Sir 

Francis  ;  and,  mustering  in  great  force  before  his 
house,  seat  showon  of  bridc-bats  upon  those  pas* 
sengers,  either  on  foot  or  in  carriages,  who  neg- 
lected to  conlorm  to  certain  patriotic  demonsti  a- 
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tkm.  At  flight  they  proceeded  to  the  hoom  of 
the^iembers  whom  tiiey  supposed  ioimicai  to  Sir 
ficsQciSt  txreaking  their  windows*  and  oocatkm- 
«Hy  those  of  their  neighbours ;  and  in  the  ardour 
of  their  zeal,  mistaking  friends  for  foes*  they 
broke  ibe  windows^  and  even  the  stone  steps,  of 

some  members  in  the  opposition.  Sir  John  A— 
was  one  of  them.  The  Life  Guards  were  grossly 
insulted  ;  wounded  with  stones  thrown  at  llieni» 
and  by  frc((uent  fulls  01  then  hui  scs  on  the  smooth 
pavement.  At  last  tlie  sergeaQt^t^arms  and  his 
lasaistfln^  peoetrating  into  the  house,  partly  by 

force  and  partly  by  aildrcss,  secured  their  prisoj.- 
er,  and  carried  ium  to  the  Tower  in  a  carriage 
eacorted  by  a  strong  detachment.  -Hiis  detach- 
ment  was,  on  its  return,  saluted  with  frcc^ucnt 
volleys  of  brick-bats,  tiU  at  last  they  were  provo« 
ked  to  fire,  and  a  number  of  individuals  were 
killed  and  wounded,  most  of  whom  were  uuibr- 
tunately  innocent  spectators* 

Neither  the  ministers  nor  Sir  Francis  had  pro- 
bably any  fixed  plan.  His  resistance  was  not 
foreseen  by  them  or  by  himself  i  it  grew  out  of 
the  forbearanoe  of  the  officer  employed  in  car- 
rj'ing  the  order  into  execution.  But  it  lias  been 
of  service  to  the  ministers.  The  broken  windowSp 
and  other  excesses  of  a  senseless  rabble,  and  the 
deeper  views  of  someiew  individuals,  suspected 
by  the  public,  have  dispoiied  the  indiifarent,  the

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The  doctrine  of  passive  obedience  snd^mii- 
resistance,  and  its  contrary,  constitute  the  most 
material  diflerenoe  betweeo  whigs  aUd  imiea* 

This  great  and  delicate  ([iiLstion  is  presented  un- 
der a  simple  and  lummoui^  point  of  view,  by  a 
modem  English  writer  of  much  reput&tkm, 
ley.)  The  idea  oi  a  social  compact  is,  he  says,  a 
Actioa such  a  compact  never  existed  ^  and  sup- 
posing the  first  generation  of  men  to  have  agreed 
upon  one  among  themselves,  it  was  not  ol)lip^a- 
lory  on  the  succeeding  generation.  £very  indi- 
vidual comes  into  this  world  with  all  his  natoral 
rights  unalieiiated,  and,  strictly  speaking,  is  not 
obliged  to  obey  laws  he  did  not  make.  It  i^ 
however,  expedient  to  obey  the  laws  wfaicb  ale 
found  ready  established,  aod  which  cannot  well 
be  revised  and  confirmed  by  every  individual  of 
each  succeeding  generation*  lliiB  espediencj 
ceases  wlien  tlie  order  of  things  violates  the  safe- 
ty, the  liberty,  and  the  well-beii^  of  the  people  ^ 
md  here  begins  legitimate '  resistance,^— bnt  who 
is  to  determine  the  expediency  i  who  is  to  judge 
of  the  fitness  of  resistance  i  Paley  answers,— every 
man  for  himself  at  his  peril !  This  is  bold  no  doubt, 
and,  although  true,  miglit seem  to  prove  too  much 
at  first  sight ;  for,  if  resistance  is  successfitl,  it 
becomes  legitimate,  praii-icvvorthy,  and  glorious, 
and  if  it  doe^  not  succeed,  it  is  criminal,  and  de* 
serves  the  gallows*  This.  leads  to  adistinctioii 
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tetweea  moral  and  political  legiUinacy.   It  is 

expedient  that  revolutiouists  sliould  suficr  lor 
their  ill  aiicoesa  m  terrmrtm^  or  there  would  be 
too  many  revolutions;— the  distinction  between 
good  and  bad  intentions  belongs  to  a  higher  tri- 
bunal, in  a  better  world.  The  new  order  of 
things^  once  established,  should  be  maintained, 
if  it  secures  the  happiness  of  the  people,  without 
any  refierence  to  the  means  by  which  it  was  pro- 
duced ;  for  the  punishment  <^  the  usurper  might 
fall  on  the  people,  and  lead  to  new  violence  and 
enormities*  Corneiiie  approached,  without  sus-  . 
pccting  it;  the  expression  of  the  above  just  and 
liberal  sentiments,  in  the  following  lines  of  Cinna, 
dictated  as  they  are  by  the  most  servile  adulation :

England.  It  is  impossible  to  prevent  these  seats 
being  made  an  object  of  bargain,  or  sometliing 
very  like  it.  Voting  will  always  be  influenced 
by  the  calculations  of  private  interest  How  is 
it,"  he  asks,  "  that  a  landlord  has  more  influence 
over  his  own  tenants,  than  over  those  of  ano- 
ther man  ?  that  a  large  manufacturer  carries  to 
the  poll  his  own  workmen,  and  not  others  ?  that 
the  butcher  and  baker  of  an  opulent  man,  spend- 
ing his  fortune  in  a  borough  town,  and  the 
tradesmen  of  his  neighbourhood,  should  gene- 
rally oblige  him  with  their  votes  ? — what  have 
all  such  considerations  to  do  with  the  qualifica- 
tions necessary  for  the  faithful  and  able  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  a  member  of  Parliament  ?**  Ad- 
mitting, what  can  hardly  be  disputed^  that  votes 
are  obtained,  if  not  by  giving  iponey  to  the  vo- 
ters, at  least  by  an  influence  quite  foreign  in  ap- 
pearance to  considerations  of  fitness  for  legisla- 
tion, it  may  be  asked,  whether  the  man  of  influ- 
ence may  not  transfer  the  election  from  himself 
to  some  other  person,  for  a  certain  valuable  con- 
sideration, without  any  great  risk  of  this  fiiend

name  and  transcendent  popularity,  a  candidate 
to  Audbment  must  first  influence  the  people 
tbe  meam  rnqraot  he  alFyiite  iinpnaiduUkii^ 
yet,  at  the  worst,  they  are  a  sort  of  homajre  paid 
to  the  people,  who  receivo  in  vsrioos  ways  their 
rents,  duties,  and  serfices,  'as  aoweitign  loid  ^  ft 
sort  of  reversal  of  the  ancient  feudal  tenure,  not 
worse  in  princnple  than  ibe  aeknowledgaient  in 
liorses.  In'  arms^  nooey,  or  llie  Bke,  fimutily 
paid  for  the  renewal  ot  a  iief,*  and  mach  better 
in  its  effects  and  consequences.  This  gomn- 
inent  is  a  sj^stem  of  faiflnencc,  diftiscd  though- 
out  the  nation.  Tliere  is,  compared  at  least  to

The  govemnmt  of  Eoghnid  baa  beeii  ealled, 
by  wsky  of  rqproacb,  an  oligardiT ;  but  the  moat 
popnlar  governmenta  are  in  fiict  olq^duo;  The 
only  nae  the  people  ever  mhde,  in  an jr  Mcoontry, 
and  can  ever  make  of  power,  is,  to  give  it  away, 
ior  let  it  lie  taken  from  theih,~and  the  authority 
nf  all  is  only  that  of  one,  orelF  afew.  Here,  yon 
see  distinctly  the  power  of  one,  that  of  all,  and 
of  aamaU  immberi  e^pating  and  acting  together 
at  the  same  time,  legally,  inde[jen3ently,'and  yet 
combined  into  a  whole,  with  fixed  and  'perma- 
nent properties,  and,  althoa|^  in  a  state  of  per- 
petual effinrv^aoence,  never  Becompoaed. 

The  most  peculiar  and  admirable  feature  of  the 
English  constitution,  and  tiiat  which  ensures  to 
it  a  long  duration,  is,  that  it  liaa  covenanted  be- 
tween the  vices  and  virtues  of  our  nature  on  safe 
and  liberal  terms.  From  that  generous  ambition9 
which  thirsts  far  glory  alone,  to  tile  vilest  oor- 
1  nption,  each  human  passidn  finds  its  wants  pro- 
vided ior,  and  its  due  portion  assigned.

Whether  this  end  is  to  be  obtained  by  a  more 
pc^ular  represanlation^  tbatiatoaiqri  by.a greater 
portioti  of  the  people  being  aetiye  votaei,  is  the 
only  thing  to  be  conBidered,  md  not  the  abstract 
rights  of  individuals  tp  participate  in  the  nlnntimi 
of  iMinber^of  ParimaiM  >'«.Tbe  JBoglish/!  lays 
J.  J.  Rousseau,  diiok  they  are ;  free,  but  they 
are  much  ntistaken  ;  tliey  are  soiooly  duhag  aa 
etecdoo  of  flM^nbecaiof*  FkriiMD^  f  aaMoa  as 
this  election  is  made,  they  are  slaves,— r^they  are 
nothing :  and  the  use  they  make  of  their  liberty^ 
duriDg  the  few  tnomeqts  of  its  diinitioD>  shews 
enough  how  Kttle  they  deserve  to^  preserve  it *^ 
Similar  to  these  are  the  exaggerated  potions  . of 
the  flrst-rat^  t^formn  in  this^cosn^.  .They 
seem  to  thMc  that  liberty  consiBts^iidl  as  much  in 
having  madcy  or  assisted  in  making  the  laws»  as 
in  enjoying  thdr  |pretectms*  The  ftoman  Qtti» 
sen,  instdted  and  ¥exed  by  the  tyrmnical  magis* 
trates  to  whose  election  he  had  contributed  lu  tiie 
tiunultttofis  crowd  of  tfae^  fomoy  was  not.frees 
wh3e  the  citizen  of  Monehestet  or  Kmnaghmn^ 
sure  of  his  property,  bis       his  locomotive  fa* 
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culty,  all  tliat  an  Englishman  calls  his  birth-right, 
is  truly  free,  although  without  a  vote.  The  right 
of  making  laws  may  possibly  be  the  best  means 
of  having  them  good,  but  does  not  in  itself  con- 
stitute liberty, — unless  it  is  that  sort  of  specula- 
tive liberty  which  tlie  French  . revolution  had  for 
its  object. 

•    The  security  of  property  is  hardly  inferior  in 
importance  to  that  of  life  itself;  not  as  a  mere 
source  of  enjoyment  to  the  possessor,  but  as  the 
great  incentive  to  industry  and  improvements^ 
and  as  the  basis  of  civilization.    Life  is  rarely 
attempted,  and  tlie  laws  requisite  for  its  protec- 
tion are  few  and  simple  ;  -while  property  is  infi- 
nitely more  exposed  to  dangers,  and  its  defence 
more  difficult.   It  is  at  the  purse,  and  not  at  the 
life  of  its  subjects,  that  a  corrupt  government 
aims ;  and  it  is  by  the  purse  also  tliat  its  en- 
croachments on  liberty  are  best  checked  :  there- 
fore the  protection  of  property  should  be  among 
the  first  objects  of  legislation.    To  be  protected 
it  roust  be  eflectually  represented  ;  and  the  first 
qualification  to  watch  over  property  is,  to  have 
much  to  lose  by  the  subversion  of  the  established 
order.  Men  of  that  sort  may,  however,  want  bold- 
ness and  enterprize, — they  may  have  more  pru- 
dence tlian  talents.    Popular  elections  are  best 
calculated  to  bring  forth  men  endowed  with  the 
latter  quality ;  borough  influence,  with  the  form-

er.  Boldness  and  shining  talents  should  not  be 
considered  as  the  first  quaiitications  for  a  majori. 
ty  of  the  members  of  an;  legislative  assembly, 
unless  integrity  were  oftener  Ibuad  a  died  to  ihem, 
tbaa  experieace  teaches  us  to  expecL  The  le- 
giilBtors  of  repaUtcan  FnmGe»  chosen  by  the 
people,  were  mostly  needy  attorneys, — ignorant 
curates,-^medians»— enthusiastic  theortsts»— 
plaosible  adveotiiren  of  all  sorts.  The  purest 
choice,  that  ^vhich  is  dcterniMied  by  the  mere 
persuasion  ot  the  fitness  of  the  candidate,  seems 
the  most  lifceiy  to  be  wrong  |  as  few  take  the 
trouble  of  persuailing-  the  people,  but  those  who 
see  their  interest  m  deceiving  tliem. 
Tlie  refinrmers,  and  even  the  moderate  among 

them,  say,  that  the  present  mode  oi"  electing 
members  is  a  sham^ui  innovation  that  it  never 
was  intended  that  decayed  boroughs  should  send 
one-third  of  the  members  to  Pailiviment,  while 
modern  towns  of  vast  population  send  none  ^  and 
that  no  man'in  his  senses  would  dream  qf  such  a 
monstrous  arrangement,  if  he  had  a  governnicat 
to  organise*  It  appeals  to  me,  however,  that  the 
.  inhabitants  of  these  modem  towns,'  being  mosHy 
manulacturers,  are  not  only  most  unfit  loi  dec- 
tprs,  from  the  natural  ignorance,  turbulence,  and 
profligacy  of  llieir  habits  and  mannci^,  but  this 
very  dis^io&itiou  to  disturb  tiie  peace  and  good 
youu  K 
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iNrder  of  society,  prev4leQt  in  such  large  portions 
of  the  people^  requiroi  a  ccmceotratkm  of  the 

elective  liaiicliises  in  fewer  and  higher  hands. 
ADd  it  might  be  plauftiUl^  argued,  thau  iot  every 
new  mami/aduring  tmam  there  should  be  &  mm 
rotten  borough^  instead  of  refomiing  old  rotten 
boroughs  in  ievour  oi  new  manufacturijig  towaa* 
Without  pretendiQgt  however,  to  insiat  very  ftc^ 
imously  upon  this  rather  strong  posilioii,  I  merely 
lueaa  to  point  out  to  foreign  jread£rs  the  prlaci* 
pie  upon  whidh  the  mixed  mode  of  Engiidi  tko 
tions  restSt  that  they  may  nut  wholly  ascribe  to 

cof ruption»  and  consider  as  mere 

tous  ammgement,  appaientlj  very  ino0ngruoiii» 

but  productive  of  real  ^dvaaugcs,  if  not  iiuiieicd 
to  extend  too  far« 
The  just  proportion  of  popular  and  erutocm* 

tic  elections  de[)ends  nnich  more  upon  accurate 
observation  of  tacts  and  practical  knowledge  tkui 
upon  abstract  principles.  It  is  possible  that  some 

of  the  rotten  boroughs  ought  to  be  disfranchised, 
and  popular  election  extended  |  but  I  believe 
that  the  qualifications  of  popular  voters  sbouUi 

he,  at  any  rate,  very  much  raised  ;  and  ii  a  part 
of  the  weight  oi  great  fortunes  were  taken  0$  as 
much  should  be  added  to  that  of  small  fortunei^ 
to  render  the  influence  of  property  greater  in  the 
massi  and  less  in  individuals.  In  ^ct,  none  but 
substantial  and  independent  householders  ought

to  have  a  vote.  A  natiou  cau  hardly  be  very 
riek,  mi  have  a  very  crowded  popukUuMi,  smI 
retain,  at  the  saoie  timet  popular  gom» 
meiit.  It  seems  but  too  cvideaU  that  wbere  bolts 
imd  ban  are  neceasary,  a  concentrated  andatrong 
gofvtnmmt  is  so  KbewiBe.  This  very  qaestiaa 
having  been  recently  before  the  public,  it  was 
allcgedf  tJiatt  although  the  oiuneriGal  wealth  of 
ibe  people  had  nuich  inereaaed  mtim  the  kat 
fifty  years,  yet  the  rise  of  prices,  and  increased 
sigrle  of  linng^  liad«  in  fact,  made  them  poorer 
and  moDe  dependent.  Tim  is  certainly  tiue 
regard  to  the  middle^  iukI  in  pait  to  the  higiier 
iikmsea  of  eociety  i  but  an  iocreaaed  call  of  the 
ridh  upon  the  poor  for  labour,  isneoesiarily  pnv 
ductive  of  more  indept^ndence  among  the  latten 
A  greater  diffiisioo  of  knowledge  has  rendered 
public  opinioo  more  fiimiidable*  It  has  fender* 
ed  a  greater  number  of  people  impatient  to  act 
a  party— deitf  oua  to  lead,  and  not  to  be  led.  So 
far  a  itrpuger  government  aeema  neoeaaary ;  but, 
at  the  same  time,  its  abuses  are  le^  hkeiy  to  be 
borne  tamelys  and  with  force  to  repress,  jnstioa^ 
rnddemtion,  and  wiadonii  are  no  leas  indiqpemnk 
ble  to  conciliate. 

The  refenaera  seem  to  comider  the  mode  of 
electing  members  ofPiiliament  as  the  origin  and 
main  cause  of  all  the  abuses  in  the  governineut*. 

Bult  it  ^ipeaiB  bo  me^  that  the  danger  lies  much 
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more  at  the  other  end.  The  government  has 
meaos  ol  lufiut  ncing  members  of  Pariiameut  al- 
most  iiresttliUe.  A  military  estaMishment  (army 
ami  navy)  of  half  a  million  of  men,  a  debt,  re- 
venue, and  expeoditure  beyond  calculation,  en* 
able  it  to  iocrease  at  frfeBmire      number  of  its 

friends.    England,  iiuiccd,  is,  at  this  moment, 
under  a  sort  of  dictature,  which  it  would  not  be  . 
6ir  to  confoand  with  its  natural  and  habitual 
state.    Independently  of  the  means  iibove  men-  ' 
tiuned  of  induencmg  members  ot'  Parliament, 
these  reformers  reckon  about  sixty  members  in- 

flucnccd  before  hand  ; — that  is,  who  are  brought 
into  Parliament  under  previous  engagements  to 
vote  with  ministry,  in  honour  and  conscience^ 

as  soldiers  obey  their  general ;  so  much  so,  that 
if  they  happen  po  be  seized  with  some  extraordi- 
nary  scruples  at  any  particular  measure,  and  stop 
short  of  their  usual  subserviency,  they  never  think 
of  voting  on  the  side^of  tiieir  conscience, — I  mean 
fheir  natural  conscience  their  pcdUtical  conset- 
ence  does  not  permit  it,  but  they  cive  up  their 
seat,  and  tliat  in  a  manner  worth  mentioning. 
The  constitution  has  provided,  thst  any  member 

accepting  a  place  ever  so  small,  vacates  his  seat ; 
there  is  an  insignificant  place  called  Stewardship 
of  the  ChUttrn  Hundreds  ;  t  do  not  kmm  exact* 
ly  what  it  is, — nut  enough,  probably,  to  corrupt 
the  ibotman  of  a  member  of  Paiiiamenty--yet  it 
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ik&  the  place  coEumouly  given  by  the  miotster  tof 
tl|d  aerupukNii  member,  for  the  eacprem  purpoie 

of  vacating  liis  seat,  which  is  filled  immediately 
by  a  more  accommodating  legislator.  Tiie  first 
imprewKNi  of  auch  details  of  practical  poUtica  is 
undoubtedly  very  unfavourable  ;  and  a  strant^er 
might  very  naturally  conceive  that  the  firiti&h 
XWliamcDt  ia  the  most  corrupt  legialative  assem- 
bly that  ever  existed  : — he  would  be  in  an  error. 
I  happen  to  be  personally  acquainted  with  seve- 
ral members  who  bave  purdiased  their  soats»  and 
who  would  be,  I  am  quite  sure,  as  incapable  of 
selliqg  their  votes  for  any  private  emolument,  or 
advantage  of  asy  sort,  as  of  taking  purses  op  the 
highway.  Many,  indeed,  of  the  opposition  mem- 
bers have  been  electe^  by  the  obnojiioua  ho^ 
xoqgjhs. 

There  arc  great  numbers  of  wealtliy  iiulivi-, 
duals,  wbo^  without  any  landed-property,  or  ia- 
milyinfluoice  in  a  county,— bankers,  merchants^* 

great  manufacturers,  for  instance,  who  aspire  to 
the  honour  of  beixi^  numbers  of  Parliament,  (for 
it  is  a^great  honouri-^ot  at  all  lowered  in  pub- 
lic estimation,  wliatever  may  be  said  by  the  re- 
temon.)  I  do  not  know  bow  much  lave  ibr  tha 
people  there  may  be  in  this  emulation  to  sit  in 
Parliament ;  we  need  not  Ciilculate  upon  a  great 
deal,  and  may  suppose  a  mere  desire  for  person- 
sd  distinctiotti  Qnoe  therey  those  who  bave  the 
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talent  of  public-speaking  take  part  in  the  de- 
bates ;  those  who  have  the  less  brilliant  talent  of 
business  distinguish  themselves  in  committees. 
The  greatest  number,  satisfied  with  M.P.  to  their 
names,  and  the  privilege  of  franking  letters  for 
their  friends,  seldom  attend,  and  come  only  on 
great  occasions  ;  for,  of  658  members  who  com-* 
pose  the  House,  including  Ireland,  rarely  more 
than  one  hundred  sit  at  one  time  ;  and  I  doubt 
whether  the  House  would  hold  them  all.  Most 
of  the  members  I  have  mentioned  incline,  as  rich 
men,  to  the  side  of  government ; — that  is,  to  the 
side  of  that  force  which  may  best  protect  them 
against  the  natural  jealousy  of  the  people,  who 
would,  in  all  countries  1  presume,  strip  the  rich- 
of  their  wealth,  without  being  much  the  better 
for  it.  Whenever  it  happens,  however,  that  the 
government  gives  greater  cause  of  uneasiness  to 
these  cautious,  and  generally  independent  per- 
sons, than  the  people,  they  turn  against  it.  The 
county  members  are  always,  I  believe,  men  of 
consequence  by  their  birth,  estate,  or  talents  ^ 
and  what  I  have  said  of  the  more  wealthy  mem- 
bers  applies  still  more  to  these.  As  to  the  class 
of  members  brought  in  by  the  ministers,  they  are 
here  what  the  m  inertite  is  to  matter,  to  prevent 
bodies  from  being  too  easily  displaced,— and  there 
may  possibly  be  a  little  too  much  of  that.  Tlie 
ministers  should  neither  be  liable  to  be  swept  away 
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by  the  first  breath  of  popular  discontents,  nor 
eapsUe  of  kidefftite  resistuoe  ^«^or  innaiic^ 
of  rMbthi^  %  Auifpnkmtim  »  inarfcM  W  the 
presenU  Under  Mr  Pitt,  the  terror  of  the  people

totned  cbannd^  At  this  tim^''  said  Dr  Jphn- 
son  of  the  tnittistty  of  Sir  Robert  Walpole,^  a 
Course  of  opposition  had  filled  the  nation  witli 

daoMHir  fyt  libenjr,  of  whieh  no  mail  ielt  the 
trant,  alid  with  ease  Ibr  tiie  ccmstitothiD)  which 

was  not  in  danger.'^— fancy  much  the  same 
might  be  said  of  the  present  period. 

The  threatening  storms  of  ikction  horering  in* 
ce&santly  over  the  British  horizon  5— the  exag- 
geration of  debates  |~the  misrepresentations  of 
party.papers,— give  to  this  country  the  appear- 
ance of  being  perpetually  on  the  brink  of  a  rOi^ 
▼diutton^  It  se^ms  as  if  a  chief  of  sufficient  fame 
and  talents  was  only  wanting  to  overthrow  the 
government,  and  establish  himself  on  its  ruius  i 
«>-4rat  the  danger  is  mote  apparent  than  reaL 
Let  us  suppose  the  individual  the  best  qualified 
for  such  an  enterprhe  i^ltt  him  have  great  mi^ 
htarf  teputatioiiy  eloquence^  skill  in  business* 
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and  as  little  morality  as  suits  his  occasions, — 
such  a  man  will  naturally  be  in  Parliament, — a 
career  sufficiently  tempting  to  suppose  that  he 
will  not  think  of  trying  at  first  any  other,  at  the 
risk  of  discovering  himself  too  soon,  and  arming 
all  the  powers  against  him.  An  ambitious  citi- 
zen has  that  great  and  bright  path  open  before 
him,  and  that  alone.  Once  in  Parliament,  and 
in  the  opposition,  for  they  all  begin  by  that,  he 
will  not  fail  to  harass  the  ministers, — to  blame 
every  measure, — and  expose  their  total  incapa- 
city. He  will  become  the  idol  of  the  people ; 
and,  obtaining  at  last,  at  the  head  of  his  party,  a 
majority  in  Parliament  against  the  ministers,  he 
may  ultimately  force  them  to  retire.  Borne  along 
by  the  stream  of  popularity  too  pleasantly  to  think 
of  resisting  it  even  if  he  could,  he  and  his  friends 
will  naturally  fill  the  places  ol*  their  antagonists, 
and  he  will  become  first  minister. 

Is  it  supposed  he  will  diminish  the  taxes  ?  re- 
form those  abuses  against  which  he  used  to  de- 
claim ?  bring  forward  a  reform  in  Parliament  i 
or  desist  from  those  secret  proceedings  by  which 
ministers  secure  a  majority  in  Parliament  ?  No- 
thing less.  The  increasing  want  of  money  will 
>  probably  oblige  him  to  add  to  the  taxes,  instead 
of  reducing  them.  The  times  will  be  discovered 
to  be  unpropitious  to  a  parliamentary  reform  ; 
and,  as  to  ministerial  influence,  it  cannot  be  gi- 
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ven  up.  His  diicwled  predecessors  have  takca 
ft  fltfong  p5?iitfiM  -on  tbe  hft  liite  of  the  1miiik» 

and,  observing  liis  motions,  are  ready  for  [\  charge, 
on  tlie  least  opening  at  bis  noiks^  os  m^kmifig 
ofhbfiiRm  lb  dM  atlitade,  tiiqr  hiTO  a  fiM 
opportunity  of  retorting  his  own  principles  upon 
him,  and  failing  at  bia  iniiioehty*  from  (bat 
pariodf  aeeoidini^j,  the  pqiularity  of  our  hero 
will  decline,  and  every  chance  of  usurpation  by 
meana  of  the  pCDj^  be  kMt  iidr  ever.  Uiatakanta 
and  intoeiiee  niajrbe  meb  as  to  flMii^^ 
the  ministry  all  his  life,  but  he  can  nut  be  any 
thiayote;  aiidaboQidbebemadejLpear,iifaidi 
wmy  not  be  diflksolt,  and  ia  alwaya  Yetjr  tenqit- 
ing,  it  will  only  place  liim  the  £tflber  irom  that 
sect  of  pomr  to  wbich  iMnrpen  aapifib  . 

Aa  there  are  no  means  of  neurpation  by  the 
civil*  neither  are  there  by  the  military  — that  is 
to  say*  by  the  armjt  ftr  the  Mvy  is  out  of  ibe 

question*  The  situation  of  England  precludes  a 
great  military  estabiiahmentt  and  atibrds  lew  op- 
INifUniities  for  the  army  to  beeome  ftraidaUcw 
In  common  times,  it  is  a  sort  of  well -disciplined 
militia*  which  never  sees  service,  and  command- 
ed by  yooqg  men  of  finrtane  and  pleasuie*  Una 
army  is  never  assembled  in  a  body  in  the  country 
itselt,  which  is  not  the  Itieatre  ot  war  ^  and  if  it 
shenldlmppett  to  be  employed  on  Ae  Contiant 
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and  to  be  conunanded  by  a  general  who  did  very 
gfoat  things  tod  timt  gwcnd  nhiniM  tittwmrl  to* 

cofrie  home  like  Caesar  at  the  head  of  his  victori* 
ous  army,  be  must  first  embark  las  troops  in  a 
AM  of  tiMuportiy  at  the  oieiey  <tf  the  aiml 

fcrccs,  and  collect  his  scattered  troops  after  their 
kndmgi— HI  meawure  the  more  su^pteiaiiSy  iiom 
bring  without  a  pnetenee.  The  |iieieni  atrte  ef 

En^fland,  with  a  numerous  army  inured  to  war, 
ami  commanded  by  a  gieai  general,  is  ejcacttj 
Che  case  supposed ;  yet  the  unposslbillly  ef  en 

attempt  of  the  kind  succeeding  is  evident*  The 
people  are  amie  to  the  military  i  and  okeam 
ahmoes  tnoit  alter  pradigiously  befbie  Uttey  ae» 
quire  that  esteem  and  revcJrence  jfbr  regimentals 
and  baycmeti  which  prefaila  in  France.  An  en* 
ffeme  almse  of  power  ofi  the  part  of  go  ferment 
might,  no  doubt,  produce  resistance,  revolution, 
end  usorpattont  at  under  Cbarlea  Ae  first  ^  but 
effwreilMirusurpatlonianeariy  imposmMe*  The 
facts  stated  by  De  Lolme  to  prove  the  stability

Honeysuckle  and  rose-bushes  are  all  in  leaf. 

The  hrat  green  the  grasa  ia  less  striking  here 
than  in  America,  aa  it  doea  not  diiappear  ea^ 

tirely  in  the  winter.  The  lark  is  heard,  but  not 
the  nighliogale  yet. 
It  ia  worth  while  to  go  to  Hampton  Coiirt  to 

see  Raphael's  cartoons.  They  are  admirable  for 
greatness  of  composition,  drawing,  and  exprea- 
aion.  I  begin  to  think  that  Raphael  was  a  great 
man  sometimes*  That  of  Ananias  struck  blind 
delightiHi  aoe  most.  A  skiifiil  artiatt  Mr  Jtloilo- 
way,  has  been  at  woric  some  years,  engraving 
these  cartoons »  he  is  now  employed  at  a  iiighiy- 
inished  diawiiig  of  one  of  thein»  fiom  which  the 
engravinff  is  afterwards  to  be  made.  The  pafause 
of  tiampton  Court  is  vecy  largCt  divided  into 
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several  courts,  two  gotfaic,  and  one  inodefn*  It 

is  thought  to  have  beauties,  which  we  could  not 
discover.  The  site  is  flat,  the  garden  planted  in 
the  old  fitthioD  of  fttratt  walks,  and  trees  cut  into 

shapes,  vases,  animals,  ^c,  or  rather  they  have 
been  ;  for  their  education  having  b^n  neglect- 
ed for  some  jean  past,  they.now  suggest  the

I  noticed 
fotur  laige  pictures  by  Sebastian  Kichy,  liszarus^ 
the  Last  Supper,  Ste.  which  I  thought  re n  good^ 
The  Prince  of  Orange  inhabited  this  pakce, 
when  he  came  over  in  1795* 
*  A  new  panorama  is  now  exhibiting  in  Lou- 
don ;  it  is  of  Flushing.  The  spectator  is  pkiccd 
in  the  middle  of  the  town,  on  the  top  ot  some  high  • 
buOding:  bombs  and  rockets  pierce  the  loofii  of 

the  houses,  which  are  instantly  in  flames,  or  burst 
in  the  middle  of  the  streets,  full  of  the  dismayed 
inhabitants,  flying  from  their  burning  dwellings 
witli  tlieir  effects,  and  carrying  away  the  sick  and 
wounded.  It  is  a  most  terrifying  picture.  At 
the  sight  of  so  much  misery,  all  tfie  eommeiif 
places  about  war  become  again  onguial,  and  the 
sentimental  lamentations  on  sufiering  humanity 
oppress  and  steken  tho'soul,  as  if  Aey  were  utter- 
ed for  the       time.

nch  foooe  and  nature  by  one  of  tbe  best  poeta

Besides  two  esdiibitions  of  oil  pictures^  there 

are  two  of  water-colours,  very  su[)enor  to  the 
others,  and  to  aoy  thing,  I  believe,  ot  the  sort  in 
Europe.   It  seems  strange  Aat  these  easinent 

artists  sliould  choose  a  mode  of  painting  which 
has  great  disadvantages,  interior  capabilities,  and 
is  less  lasting.  But  this  is  a  female  mode  of 
painting ;  the  only  practical  amateurs  of  the  art 
hei«  are  women,  therefore  artists  are  to  look  for 
encouragement  from  tbem» 

Pugilism  is  a  regular  science  in  England  as 
fencing  is  in  France.*  F%hting  for  the  sake  of 
improvement  is  called  sparring, — and  in  good 
earnest,  boxing.  In  sparring,  the  hand  is  cover- 
ed with  much  the  same  sort  of  glove  as  in  fbncing.  - 
I  have  been  taken  to  a  fives-court,  where  I  have 
seen  some  of  tiie  best  professors,  and  some  ama- 
teurs of  this  noble  art,  spar.  Two  combatants, 
naked  to  the  waist,  ascended  a  theatre,  or  stage. 
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Sfteeo  oi  twenty  fleet  aqinure,  and  three  or  four 
bigh,  ereetod  in  tbe  centre  €f  die  fives-court ; 
each  had  his  second^  they  shook  hands,  hke 
fte  aakifee  m  liMicsing,r--tib^  out 

ib0tfiMrwftid,r-4tnees  a  little  bent, — the  principal 
weight  of  the  body  on  the  foremost  leg^-^fist  held

One  of  the  first  requisite*  ia  impassibility  under- 
the  aeverest  bodily  pain*  Notwithataading  dia 
gloves,  blood  is  spilt  sometimes.  Among  the  per« 
firmeraatthefivea-conrt^  Cdbbtbo  younger,  Ouk 
ley,  and  Belcher,  were  painted  out  to  nie^~aH 
names  of  renown  in  the  art*  They  were  not  stout 
ma^  but  reflnaritaUe  for  activi^  and  coalneai.

The  great  annual  exhibition  of  pictures  in  So- 
merset House  is  opened,  and  we  are  just  return^ 
ed'&om  it.  I  own  I  did  not  expect  so  much 
diflcrity.  I  recdUect  an  immense  picture  of  Mr 
Fuseli,  about  Hercules,  Theseus,  and  PiutQ»  and 
^very  thing  that  is  bad  in  drawing,  coloucingt 
compositton,  and  taste.  Mr  Cofdey .  has  fomislu 
ed  another  colossal  production,  tlie  Prince  of 
Wales  on  horseback^— certamly  not  good*  Mr 
West^s  «  not  better.  Portraits  swarm, — and  this 
uointeiestijQg  branch  of  the  art  is  the  best  here* 
We  saw  several  delightful  portraits  by  Owen  and 
Phillips,  and  a  good  miniature  by  Mr  Robertson. 
A  good  landscape  by  Louthcrbourg.  We  were 
in  hopes  of  seeing  something  of  Mr  Wilkie  i  but 
he  has  quarrelled  with  thi^  establishment,  and 
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there  is  nothing  of  bis.  Coss^  has  a  very  pretty 
'  pictorc^  representnig  boyi  leturni^ 
not  equal,  however,  to  his  ^  Addngin  Msrriage'* 
at  the  other  exhibition.  There  is  here  a  mixture 
of  water  colours  aad  oil  paiotiiigii^  wUcb  hm  a 
paltry  appearance.  The  English  do  not  deceive 
themselves  as  to  the  state  of  tlie  art  in  their  coun- 
trf  ,  and  do  not  apeak  of  the  exhibition  more  hm 
vourably  than  I  do.  They  seem  to  wish  to  see 
the  iine  arts  tiouriah  among  them,  and  are  dis« 
posed  to  give  every  encoungemeDty  but  thcjdo 
not  pretend  to  have  acqfoir^  much  excdience, 
nor  Indeed  to  attach  any  exaggerated  importance 
to  the  tbing.  It  ii^  after  al^  a  mere  omamentcf 

the  great  social  fabric ;  the  solid  and  majestic 
style  ot  its  architecture  does  not  require  it  abso* 
lately.  The  most  curiooa  tUng  we  saw  there  waa 
young  Betty,  the  infant  Roscius,  whose  prema- 
ture reputation  filled  England  some  years  ago  | 
•*4iot  hia  picture^  but  himselfi   He  ia  a  peat 

calf ;  ill  mude, — knock-kneed,— a  pretty  fece, 
fresh,  round,  and  rosyt  without  expression,  or  any 
perceival^le  trace  of  sentiment  or  genius*  I  mia- 
pect  there  must  have  been  much  exaggeration  ia 
the  fashionable  enthusiasm  displayed  on  the  oc« 
casion,  aawdlaaagreatfhndc^bad  tasle.  The 
cleverest  child  that  ever  was  can  at  best  mimic 
passions  which  he  never  telt  ^  and  at  the  height 
of  your  fiUaciooa  raptures,  merely  hta  fiiee  and* 
figure  aiibrd  you  irreiragable  proofs  ttu^  you  are 
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the  dupe  of  a  shallow  counterfeit  and  perfect  mys^ 
tification  ot  sentiment. 
Tbe  military  asylum  at  Chelsea  is  a  very  fine 

establishment  for  orphan  children  of  soldiers  wlio 
have  lost  their  lives  in  the  service  of  their  coua* 
tiy.  Thia  edifice  is  femarkable  for  the  noble  ai nu. 

plicity  of  the  architecture,  which  is,  however, 
the  least  merit  of  the  establishment.  Seven  or 
eight  hundred  male  children,  and  half  that  nusu 
ber  of  girls,  all  locking  clean  and  healthy,  are 
brought  up  here  by  Lancaster's  method.  The 
kitchen  ia  ^  Is  itioil^A  The  whole  work  of  the 
house  is  done  by  themselves,  and  the  current 
expence  but  little  compared  to  the  utility.  The 
buUding  itself  coat  L»8Q»000  sterling.  We  saw 
the  boys  go  through  their  exercises  with  great 
precision  aadactivity  |  the  young  officers,  wholly 
promoted  by  merit,  seemed  very  proud  of  their 
situation  tbe  general  in  cliiei  was  an  old  sol- 
dier* Altboi^^  hioi^t  up  militarilyi  these  boyi 
are  allowed  at  a  certain  age  to  choose  another 
profession, — but  they  generally  choose  the  mili- 
tary.  This  establishment  does  honour  to  tbe 
Duke  of  York,  its  founder.

dasseflj^.the  fashionable  imitation  of  the  vulgary 
by  people  of  superior  nnk  in  fVanoe,  nnder  the 
name  of  Anglo-mania,  was  one  of  the  things  that

chosen  for  the  seena  of  a  f  feack  tragac^,  tha 
old  woman  might  give  some  idea  of  this  low  su- 
blime, injudiciously  excluded  from  our  stage. 

Hie  iafemd  ladies  predict  to  ifichatii  that  ha 
is  to  be  Thane  of  Cawdor,  and  a  king  afterwards  ; 
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Md  toBanquo,  that,  although  not  king  himself 
his  posterity  will  be  kiDgs^— and  theo  diBappear,

The  murder  of  the  king  renders  others  oecea- 
tary ;  Banquo  is  one  of  the  first  to  be  lemov^ed* 

Become  more  cruel  by  the  recollection  of  their 
d^ds  of  cruelty^  and  urged  by  terrory  they  de- 
li^ all  Sootbod  with  blood.  At  last  the  SOB  ef  ' 
the  murdered  king  returns  with  an  English  army, 
and  Macbeth,  forsaken  by  aU*  is  killed,  lie  had, 
aince  ius  acoesMU'la  the  tlwoiie,  paid  a  visit  to 
his  old  friends  the  witches,  whose  predictions  had 
so  well  operated  their  own  accompiishmeat^  and 
fiMind  tliem  employed  in  preparing  chanosy  in 
their  dark  subterranean  abode,  assembled  round 
a  boiling  caiddroii.  The  fire  sheds  its  pale  and 
Bvid  light  on  the  hagard  fiuses  and  meagre  hands 
of  three  midnighi'hagSi  mixing  tlieir  hellish  drugs, 

naming  then  giav^  one  after  the  o4her,~a 

monstrous  assemblage  of  all  that  the  wildest  ftn- 
cy  could  briog  together,  of  objects  iantastically  . 
.hideous,  in  a  simple  age  that  dieaded  no  ridiode. 
And  I  own,  that,  far  from  feeling  any  incUnation 
to  laugh  at  the.  witcbe%  they  impress  me  with  a 
eonsidefabledi^giee  of  hMW.  The  douUe  meaai- 

ing  of  their  prediction  is  always  such  as  to  urge 
Macbeth  more  and  more  to  his  destruction. 

Such  are  the  outlines  of  this  play.  Indepeor 
deutly  of  its  tragical  beauties,  it  excite^i  a  strong 
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intcjrestt  cod,  ezcqitiiig  the  Uttfe 

interallied,  is  true  to  nature.  The  rules  of  Aris* 
totle,  withmit  beiog  very  strictly  attended  tq^  lure 
not  86  Mtrageously  vkdated  as  in  other  pl^of 
tlic  great  En|]^Hsh  dramatist.  The  principal  charm 
of  this,  as  ot  ail  liis  works,  consists  in  the  eaaCt 
tbe  liberty,  the  iwimttabie  gnce»  and  the  new- 
failing  vigour  of  his  language.  lie  plays  with  his 
ide^  flowing  ^bundanty  lively  aod  deep  from  an 
jnexhaus^Ie  source. 

Mrs  Siddons,  as  Lady  Macbeth,  was  that  night 
a  merciless  tigress^  thirsting  for  blood  and  car* 
nage*  She  goads  on  her  husband  to  tbe  consum- 
mation of  his  crimes,  with  nnrclenting  ferocity. 
Ifet,  aiier  placing  by  the  bed-side  of  tbe  king  the 
instruments  of  his  mncder,  and  while  anxiously 
waiting  for  tlie  performance  of  the  deed^she  say^,

Itisbloodshethinka 
she  sees,  and  tries  iu  vain  to  ef&ce  j— her  dis- 
course, incoherent,  interrupted,  indicates  the 
i^tetion  of  a  tortured  mind.

the  poetical  turn  of  mind,  oi  two  nations  so  near 
and  so  much  alike  iii  many  respects^  diffinr  still 
more  than  Iheir  respective  languages ;  and,  by 
a  singular  contradiction,  while  Uveliness  and  rea- 
son fimn  the  respective  bases  of  their  suppoaaA 
characters,  the  poetry  of  the  Ibfmer  is  as  coBspL 
cuous  ibr  regularity  and  imperturbable  decorum^ 
l»  that  of  the  latter  is  fior  exuberance,  Hcence^ 
and  eccentricity.

Alt  nothing  that  it  could  not  aay  i-^^-babtoalfy 
Msple  and  ingmuous, — often  lofty  and  impaa^ 
sioned, — -sentimcjntal  or  protbund> — but  by  starts 
onty,  and  nnequally^  as  In  nature*  The  French 
veil.

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tragedy  has  uooe  of  these  ioequalitifis;  theliiig* 
lisfa  too  many  of  tbein,'ttid  too  strong.  The  one 
is  uniformly  declamatory,  and  magnificently  mo- 
notonous,-^hc  other  too  oilea  absurd^  low,  and 
disgusting*  Those  whom  the  prejudices  of  edii^ 
cation,  and  long  habits,  have  reconciled  to  either 
of  these  detects,  are  tlie  more  incapable  of  tole* 
rating  the  contrary  ones;  and  it  wbuld  be  in  vain 
to  try  to  bring  them  to  the  same  opinion.  If,  how- 
eveff  the  two  aations  receive  similar  impressiMs 
friHa  their  respective  tragedies,  dissimilar  aa  Aey 
are  I  if  the  same  cilect  is  produced  by  different 
means,  they  may  be  allowed  to  feel  and  eqjoy  in 
their  own  way*  The  human  heairt  is  acciissible 
by  more  than  one  avenue.

The  spriii£(  lias  been  here  cold  and  late ;  horse- 
ehesDUts  are  only  tM*g*"r*ftg  to  shew  th^i*'  blos^ 
saflssf  Ae  hawthoni  not  yet  \  apple-trees  hove 

not  lost  theirs.  Tlie  thermometer  varies  from 
41^  to  60^ ;  a  fire  ia  stiil  very  acceptable. 

On  our  fetam  to  Loodovit  we  fbood  Sir  Fran- 
cis Burdett  again  before  the  public.  He  has  in-

■  May  25.— I  wished  much  to  see  Strawberry 
Hill,  the  house  of  Lord  Orford,  better  known 
in  Eranoe  QBdn  the  anaa  of  HoiMa  Walpote, 

hy  Ins  colloquial  wit,  and  his  letter  of  the  King 
ioi  Prunia  to  Jean  Jaques,-^^  French,  that  the 
Matter  aKiibed  it  to    Alembeit,  in  faia  ftctiim 

against  David  Hume.  I  knew  that  ^Ir  Walprfc 
•ha<l  tbe  passion  of  minor  antiquities^  painted 

-vindow^  inulKboQW%  and  hiatariGal  baubka  ot* 
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all  sorts.  He  laughed  at  his  own  taste,  but  I  had 
no  idea  it  was  with  so  much  reason.  Strawberry 
Hill  is  a  Gothic  baby-house ;  the  windows  che- 
quered like  Harlequin*8  coat,  with  all  the  colours 
of  the  rainbow ;  narrow  passages  lead,  through 
small  doors,  to  rooms  like  closets.  On  the  wall 
hung  the  coat-of-mail  of  our  Francis  I.  mention- 
ed in  the  correspondence  of  Madame  du  Deffand, 
but  looking  too  short  for  that  Prince,  who  was  a 
tall  and  stout  knight  We  were  shewn  the  por- 
traits  ol  liis  favourite  Madame  de  Sevign6,  of 
Madame  de  Grignan,  of  Madame  de  la  Fayette. 
The  ink-stand  of  Madame  de  Sevign6  was  on  the 
tabic.  Cc'ia  donne  dpcnscr  !  Time,  with  its  fright- 
ful rapidity,  has  already  carried  so  far  from  us 
AValpole,  Madame  Du  Defland,  Voltaire,  d*  Alena^ 
bert,  and  all  that  society  of  which  tlie  Duke  and 
Duchess  of  Choiseul  were  the  centre,  that  the 
period  in  which  they  lived  seems  now  blended 
with  the  age  of  Louis  XIV.  ;  and  their  manners 
more  hke  those  described  by  Madame  de  Scyig-^ 
n^,  than  the  manners  of  the  present  day.

English 
park  trees  have  a  character  of  picturesque  mag- 
nificence, unequalled  any  where  else,  and  a  few 
of  them  on  a  lawn  constitute  alone  a  landscape. 
They  form  the  principal  charm  of  the  view  from 
Richmond  Hill,  so  justly  celebrated. 

From  the  brow  of  an  inconsiderable  hill,  per- 
haps 300  feet,  yoil  see  a  vast  plain,  and  the 
Thames  winding  through  its  rich  pastures,  where 
cattle  and  sheep  graze  at  liberty.    Dark  masses 
of  tufted  trees  project  irregularly  in  the  shape  of 
bays  and  promontories  over  a  sea  of  verdure, 
with  detached  shady  islands.    Here  and  there 
the  eye  distinguishes  an  oak  stretching  its  vast 
horizontal  limbs  ;  oftener  an  elm  rearing,  in  sac* 
cessive  tiers,  its  rounded  masses  and  plumy  top; 
A  few  houses  half  hid  among  these  groves,  and 
paths  slightly  marked  across  the  green,  are  the 
only  perceivable  traces  of  man  ;  no  ditches,  no 
hedges,  no  inclosures  of  any  sort, — no  roads,  no 
strait  lines.    As  far  as  the  eye  can  reach  in  an 
immense  semicircle,  the  scenery,  always  the  same,

From  a  far  greater  height,  whence  the  eye 
jneasured  a  plain  far  more  extensive,  torn  and 
laid  waalei  rather  than  enibdlUiad»  hy  a  breed 
and  rapid  stream,  trhtch  dtsdiains  winding,  I  was 
eceiiatemedf  in  the  days  of  my  infancy,  to  con« 
tbmphta  an  horieoh  ahirted  by  the  Alps,  with 
Mont  Blanc  in  the  centre.  In  autumn,  a  thick 
fog  Qti;eo  iell  during. the  night,  on  the  vast  plain 
bebw  ;  and  it  was  wtm  early  in  the  meraing 

like  a  sea  ;  its  surface  perfectly  calm  and  unruf- 
fled, and  tlie  margin  exactly  dehaed  along  the 
aidea  ef  the  hilL  The  eaatem  glow  of  the  mmm

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Water,  in  that  geographical  map  state,  has  less 
beauty  than  in  any  other* 

Ascending  the  river  from  Richmond,  we  came 
in  sight  of  Pope's  residence.  The  two  stumps  of 
the  illustrious  weeping-^willows,  planted  with  his 
own  hands,  the  first,  I  believe,  that  grew  in  Eng- 
land, are  still  visible  on  the  surface  of  the  ground. 
His  house  is  transformed  into  a  great  staring 
building,  new  and  naked.

Below  Richmond, 
Sion  House,  a  great  palace  of  the  Percies,  came 
pext  in  view.    It  is  a  vast  quadrangle,  remark- 
able only  by  its  innumerable  windows ;  the  site 
is  melancholy  and  uninteresting.  Lower  down  is 
the  new  Gothic  palace  of  Kew,  which  the  king 
is  building  himself, — ^his  own  architect  as  we  were 
told     Mr  Wyatt,  a  celebrated  artist,  is  only  the 
master  builder ; — the  public  seems  to  think  it  is 
visihle  enoDgh,  and  we  were  of  the  same  opinion. 
This  place  is  not  unlike  a  mini  iture  of  the  old 
Bastiie.    lis  situation  is  certainly  the  worst  pos- 
sible ;  the  im  nediate  prospect  across  the  river 
being  a  sort  of  large  trading  village,  or  suburb 
of  London, — black,  dirty,  and  noisy, 
i      have  been  induced  by  the  beauty  of  English 
lawns,  to  give  some  attention  to  the  process  of 
gardeners.

A  writer  of  great  repu- 
tation, Davenant,  said  that  England  could  not 
furnish  a  revenue  of  more  than  two  millions  ster- 
ling, (equal  to  eight  millions  now,)  without  ruin 
to  its  commerce  and  manufactures.  That  reve- 
nue is  now  seventy  millions,  and  neither  com- 
merce nor  manufactures  are  ruined  ;  at  least  if 
they  suffer  it  is  from  a  different  cause.  Bank- 
notes were  then  at  a  discount  of  twenty  per  cent, 
and  stocks  lost  from  forty  to  sixty  per  cent. 
Bank-notes  are  said  to  lose  now  also  twenty  per 
cent.,  and  the  want  of  specie  was  assigned  as  the 
cause  at  both  periods.  There  was  then  five  or 
six  millions  hid  away  in  private  hoards,  and  now 
there  is  not  a  thrifty  housekeeper,  or  timid  man, 
who  has  not  also  his  hoard  of  guineas.  Public 
officers  had  grown  rich  by  fraud  and  peculation, 
— the  crime  was  notorious,  and  remained  unpu- 
nished :— I  hear  of  cases  of  that  sort  now  here 
every  day.  Finally,  the  terror  of  the  power  of 
France,  and  the  absolute  necessity  of  opposing  it 
to  extinction,  was  and  is  the  order  of  the  day.

amount  to  more  gold  tlian  .;oo  inillions  of  times 
Uie  bulk  of  our  globe  ^  wiule  at  siinple  inteiest, 
this  penny  would  have  only  praduoed  seven  sbil* 
lings  and  sixpence  !  This,  however,  does  not 
apply  to  the  case  at  all,  or  prpves.to%pucb  i  ioc 
if  it  Is  out  of  the  substance  of  this  globe-

to  take  what  his  salary  does  not  suffice  to  pur* 
chase, — needs  much  virtue,  and  a  sort  of  practi- 
cal morality,  very  meritorious,  to  resign  himself, 
and  endure  in  peace.  He  has  a  wife  and  three, 
children,  perhaps,  and  earns  their  bread  with 
great  difficulty ;  but  without  this  social  order, 
he  might  be  told,  without  this  rigorous  right  of 
property,  his  family  might  have  already  died 
with  hunger,  or  probably  neither  himself  nor 
them  would  have  ever  existed.  Under  this  social 
order  his  neighbour  rolls  in  wealth,  while  him- 
self is  restricted  to  mere  necessaries  ;  yet  with- 
out  it  neither  of  them  would  have  had  those  mere 
necessaries.  All  this  is  undeniable,  but  if  I  may 
be  allowed  to  use  a  common  expression,  more 
energetic  than  elegant,  "  veiitrc  qffame  vlq  point 
doreilles**

except  the  genteelest  ones,  which  are  inundated 
twke  a*day  bgr  miNn$  of  carti  and  fire^pkigs 
communicating  with  the  pipes  under^ground, 
which  circulate  Uuroog^iout  the  town.  The  win- 
dow ire,  tiowevOTy  imivonatty  adonied  with 

plants,  quite  fresh  and  luxuriant,— the  reseda 
partacttlarly,  which  perfumes  the  air :  tbiA  luxury 
liwygeMnl. 

This  is  the  season  of  the  line  arts.  Several 

great  coilectioos  ot'  pioturea  are  offen  to  tlie  pub 
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lie,  or  at  least  to  the  heau  monde.    We  have  just 
seen  Lord  Grosvenor*s.    The  house  is  between 
a  court  and  a  garden,  in  the  Parisian  style  ;  and 
the  ground-floor  is  composed  of  a  suite  of  five 
large  rooms,  with  a  hall  in  the  centre.  These 
rooms  are  full  of  pictures,  and  all  that  is  not  pie«: 
ture  is  red  cloth — hangings,  carpets,  draperies 
over  the  windows,  chairs  and  sofas — every  thing 
is  as  red  and  as  sumptuous  as  possible  ;  the  fringe 
of  the  draperies  cost  six  guineas  a  yard.  Among 
the  pictures,  I  noticed  a  Virgin,  by  Vanderwerf 
of  Dusseldorf,  most  highly  finished.  A  very  fine 
Berghem.    Another  good  landscape  by  Both. 
Two  good  N.  Poussin*s,  and  several  very  bad 
landscapes  by  G.  Poussin.  A  most  capital  bear's 
fight  by  Snyder.    Several  bad,  quite  bad  Ra- 
phaels, (I  am  a  hardened  sinner.)   The  original 
of  Wolfe's  death  by  West,— not  so  good  as  the 
excellent  engraving  of  that  picture.   The  battle 
of  the  Hogue  by  the  same  artist  is  admirable.  If 
I  had  seen  nothing  else  of  Mr  West,  I  should 
have  a  very  high  idea  indeed  of  his  talents. 
•  It  is  amusing  to  sit  in  a  comer,  and  observe, 
as  they  pass,  the  countenances  of  the  visitors  in 
places  of  this  kind,  staring  round  with  a  total  ab- 
sence of  all  pleasure  and  all  feeling.

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affluent.  Land  rents  from  158.  to  40s.  an  acre; 
and  sells  at  thirty  years  purchase  ;  in  some  case^ 
land  has  sold  at  forty,  fifty,  or  even  eighty  years 
purchase ;  but  the  latter  price  was  in  consei-- 
quence  of  game,  of  some  other  peculiar  advan- 
tage. An  intelligent  capitalist  of  London,  Mr  A,* 
has  purchased  a  great  tract  of  land  hereabouts  at 
a  very  low  price,  in  pursuit  of  some  great  scheme 
of  improvement.  The  stocks  give  uneasiness  f 
foreign  commerce  is  still  more  precarious  at  pre- 
sent ;  these  circumstances  throw  a  larger  capital 
into  agriculture  than  its  share  in  ordinary  times. 
The  consequence  is,  a  greater  abundance  of  na- 
tural products,  and  prices  rather  lower  than  they 
would  otherwise  be ; — ^that  is  to  say,  that  the 
rapid  rise  of  prices  is  a  little  retarded,  and  that 
the  salary  of  labour  has  a  little  more  time  given 
it  to  overtake  the  general  advance,  which  is  all 
the  great  mass  of  the  people  need  care  about. 

A  gentleman  in  this  neighbourhood  has  a  cabi- 
net of  porcelain,  made  in  Italy  in  Raphael's  time;'

After  spending  three  days  agreeably  at  Bury

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before  they  undertook  such  an  expedition.  Cuf- 
limtMNi  of  miod,  and  ei^ncc  ot'  maaaen^  aie 
mofe  emutpieiioiis  oouipamiively  aouHig  women 
than  among  men.  There  is  more  diftrence  be- 
tween the  women  of  this  ooimtry  and  those  I 
htm  seen  ebewbere,  than  between  the  men  of 
the  same  countries  re^ectwely.  The  men  appear 
to  ne  leas  univeriat  thaa  tbqr  weie  in  Ftamce^ 
foreierfy  at  least  ^  bol  thejr  know  better  what, 
they  do  know.    They  are  less  apt  to  say  every 

tiling  whick  comes  into  their  heada»— they  think 
before  they  speak,— they  have  less  vanity,  and 
more  pride*  This  is  wise  and  respectable,  but 
does  not  iniy  peifaapi,  a  state  of  society  very 

amusing.  The  women  are  no  less  remarkable  lor 
iheir  discretion  and  reserve ;  but  it  is  the  reserve 
of  modesty  inrtead  of  that  of  pride^— not  volun« 

tary  nor  insurmountable.

The  fol- 
lowing year  (1666),  the  great  fire  destroyed 
13,200  houses  out  of  66,000,  that  is,  the  fifth** 
part  of  the  city ;  but  it  was  the  part  the  most 
crowded,  old,  and  ill-built    and  since  that  time

Juljf  5.<*-*Sahsbury,p-*We  are  just  arrived  here 
in  two  daya  firoa  London^  by  way  of  Sdthili/ 
Reading,  An  Jover,  &c.  and  we  passed  by  Stone- 
henge  two  hours  ago*  Salisbury  plain  is  a  very! 
exteoMve  tract  <if  country,  perhaps  fifteen  or 
twenty  miles  across,  without  a  tree  or  a  house^ 
and  almost  without  any  plant  higher  than  a  AoA 
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blade  of  grass,  being  fed  down  by  immense  flocks 
of  sheep.  The  suriiice  is  mi  flat  bot  undulating^ 
and  the  higher  gimnida  am  luctol  Iqr 
artificial  mounds  of  earth,  covering  probably  the 
bones  of  slaia  warriors*  Near  a  duster^  five 
<tf  these  hirniwa  we  saw  a  circle  dsstinctljr.tneed 
by  a  shallow  ditch,  perhaps  80  or  lOO  feet  in 

puf|Miie  of.  which  most  have  been- 
fdigioiis  father  tlmi  military  f  ther^  is  grandetir 
in  the  scene, — and  the  mind  is  prcpved  lor 
SUmehenge.  Itiejfiratjrigblof  itit  at.abmitiMtf 
a  mile  distance,  is  certainly  not  striking ;  a  con- 
fused heap  of  stones»  qpvering  a  v&y  amaU  spot 
en  the  top  ef  an  eminence*  On  a  neur  appiVMcht 

iKJwever,  and  when  you  come  quite  close,  the 
<ibject  appears  quite  wonderful^  you  iind  eucgu

down.  A  second  circle,  8  or  10  feet  within 
the  first,  is  composed  o£  anaUer  pillars,  0  or  7 
iiwt  perhapa  abcive  ground ;  ten  of  these  aea 

standing  ^  some  down,  and  many  mor^  broieH 
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and  destroyed.  At  theceiitre  is  a  third  cii  clc,  Cf 
radier  ovrit  compcMd  of  tea  hi^  pilim  with 
their  cross  pteeei  in  pairs ;  like  five  ^aten  SO  feet 
high»  and  a  number  of  suialier  pillars  standing  or 
tiuDwn  down,  W9X  *  aoit  Walter  of  s  aloMidif- 

iercnt  from  the  others.  On  the  top  of  the  pil- 
iarSf  a  sort  of  globular  mortice,  fitting  a  oorre- 
qpondiiig  boUow  in  the  hamoofMk  pieee  ibora^ 

tierves  to  keep  the  blocks  united  ;  this  sort  of 
joining  is  most  observable  in  the  blocks  whieh 
*  'have  been  throwo  6awn^  Tbe  great  pHters  msy 
contain  600  cubic  feet  of  stone,  and  weigh  45 
4mmuiib.  There  ia  no  qoanrjr  on  the  spot* 
Jeen  or  eixteen  mQea  firom  thence,  on  Marl- 
borough Downs,  there  is,  I  am  told,  a  quariy  of 
endstone  like  tlieae ;  bntbywiuit  means  ooold 

a  barbarous  people  transport  these  i  iiormous 
blocks,  and,  what  is  full  as  incomprehensible^

There  is  another 
monumrat  of  this  sort  at  a  little  distance,  at 
Abury  near  Devize^  lea  known,  aMiough  nnaiw 
ijr  as  extraordinary.  Bnttauy  in  France  pos» 
aessea  dnudical  monomenti  on  the  aaino  plan. 
The  arts  in  the  first  stages  of  emiizatkm-  a«n 
mostly  applied  to  ilie  erection  oi  great  raa»e% 
of  which  £g7pt  affiards  the  moat  remarkuble  eafr* 
amples.  Refinements  of  taste  aim  at  another 
aort  of  luxury,  far  less  durable*

Juhf  b. — ^Salisbury  is  a  little  old  city»  very  ugly, 
and  of  which  these  is  nothing  to  ssy^  that 
the  steeple  of  its  cathedral,  which  is  imroensdy 
hig)^  and  buxlt  of  stone  to  its  very  summiL  is 
twenty  inches  out  of  the  perpendicsiilar»  whioi  is 
really  enough  to  take  oiY  the  attention  of  the 
SBOSt  devout  caqgregatuiu.  We  went  to  the 
BMrrnf"g  sarwice^  and  did  not  find  a  single  per- 

ion  in  the  church  except  those  otiiciatiug.  It 
ifl  Mt  the  first  time  we  have  observed  this  deses* 
tion  of  the  metropolitan  churches^— even  where 
the  steeples  were  quite  peipendicular»  This 
iduirdi  seema  to  lose  in  zgA  and  fervour  what 
the  sectaries  have  gained ;  and  the  regular  clergy 
are  accused  ot  giving  themselves  too  httle  trouble 
iothecanse* 

Three  miles  beyond  Salisbury  we  visited  Wil- 
toOf  Lord  Pembroke's.  It  is  an  old  iiousc^  bgilt 
ia  part  by  Inigo  Jones.  A  who)e  wing  was  dis- 
inantTcd  and  thrown  open  ten  years  ago,  to  make 
a  gallery  of  antiques.  The  iloors,  exposed  to  • 
the  injuries  ef  the  wc^tbeir,  aie  half  rotten^  and

We  had  not  been  many 
ittlaiiM  la  the  inn  at  Ress,  befefe  the  mase^, 
perceiving,  no  doubt,  that  we  were  people  of 
taste  in  quest  of  pictureaqae  beantiea,  oaHed  for 
o#r  orden^  respecting  a  boat  to  go  down  the  A 
ver«    These  boats  attend  there  during  the  tour^ 
ingfmkMi,  Tiieprltefhim  hefaoe  10  Chepstow; 
45  miles  in  two  days,  is  L.4y  lOs.,  and  5s.  pour 
b0ire»  The  landlord  knew  exactly  what  was 
Msory  iM^  tbe  "vietoiAiDg  of  the  vnMl,  and  we 

fbllrid  all  ready  in  a  basket  In  the  boat ;  this  boat 
was  covered  with  an  awning*  the  seats  with  a  car-^ 
a  smatt  table  in  tiie  middle,  and  tw6  oars. 
JVom  Ross  to  Monmouth  the  Wye  is  a  good 
little  river,  rather  insignificant  and  taiiie~culti-  * 
iMed  Adds  to  the  right  and  left,  aiid  notfiing^ 
Ae.  Lower  down,  the  banks  rise  by  degrees^ 
aM  dothed  with  wooda^  and  drversifl^  with 
rocks  in  fine  detached  masses ;  tfie  woods,  how* 
efvefy  are  only  coppice,  cut  every  fourteen  years, 
•Mio  fine  tm» ;  and  at  the  watfer  Kne,  instead 

of  sand  or  rock,  muddy  sedge  and  reeds,  although 
tile  current  is  rapid.  The  finest  parts  of  the  Wye 
fesemble  the  banks  of  our  Hnd^  river.  One  of 
these  rivers  is  more  than  a  mile  wide,  and  th^

power  it.    Tliis  river  meets  with  so  many  pro- 
xaoQiomst  and  bends  in  and  out  so  iBucb»  that 
a  wialk  of  half  « iiale»  at  the  imnt  vhere  Good- 
rich Casilc  stands,  brought  us  to  :i  place  which 
the  boat  had  acurcuitof  three  miles  to  make  be- 
fine  it  eoidd  reach ;  another  f  iiiie^  we  made  a 
short  cut  of  about  a  mile  over  a  high  promon- 
.toryi  four  miles  round  by  the  river»  called  New 
.Weir»  or  Symond's  Yacht— Goodrich  Casde  is  a 
very  fine  ruin«   Prom  the  summit  of  this  lugii 
ridg^  tbe  view  extends  beyond  the  deq^  tiendi 
al  the  bottom  o£  which  the  river  flows^  far  and 
wide  over  a  waving  surface  of  GOimtiy»  remark- 
ably well  cuUivatedt  and  dotted  over  with  whita* 
washed  cottages  and  houses,  niosl  of  them  own- 
ed by  the  Duke  of  ikauibrt.  We  were  here  be- 
set by  a  great  number  of  beggars,  attractedt  and 
in  fact  created,  by  the  alms  of  travellers.  The 
hopes  ot  getting  their  bread  that  way  has  pie- 
vanted  honest  exertions,  and  the}  have  become 
^wretchedly  poor  by  pretending  to  be  so.  This  is 
moie  or  less  the  case  wherever  there  is  any  sig^t 
to  attract  traveHers.  Wales  and  the  Wye  are  ti- 
sited  by  all  tourists ;  we  are  precisely  in  the 
tractt  and  meet  them  at  all  the  inns^-HitalkiQg 
round  every  ruin  of  castle  or  abbcy,^ — and  climb-

ing  every  high  rock  fiir  a  proipeet;  each  with 

his  Gilpin  or  his  Cambrian  Guide  in  liis  hand, 
and  each,  no  doubt,  writiog  a  jouroaL  This  ia 
father  ridiculous  and  discouraging. 

Tlie  exterior  of  Tintern  Abbey  disappointed 
vs ;  bat  the  cou/mT ml  of  the  interior  is  wonder-- 
fol.  Suppose  Westminster  Abbe}'-,  with  the  roof 
of?— the  pavement  transformed  into  a  sliort  green 
turf,  ovi^r  which  dusters  of  piUars,  like  Gothic 
skeletons,  rear  their  slender  forms  :  dark  iw  in 
matted  locks  hanging  irom  their  high  busby  • 
heads.   The  waOs,  and  part  of  the  arches  over- 
the  aisles,  are  still  entire  ;  even  the  deHcate  tra- 
cery-work  of  the  large  windows ;  and^  as  we  were 
UMi  the  painted  glass  adhered  to  them  till  withm 
a  few  years.    I  took  some  views  of  these  ruins. 
Upon  the  whole  the  beauties  <^  the  Wye  itself 
faU  rather  short  of  the  descriptiotts  of  Gilpin  and 
other  travellers. 

Washing  to  see  the  last  number  of  Cobbett,  we 

sent  llic  servant  of  the  inn  to  procure  it ;  he  is 
just  returned,  and  informs  us,  that  nobody  ia 
Chepstow  knows  any  thing  of  Cobbett's  PoUtical 
Register.  I  do  not  know  whether  to  wish  the 
good  people  of  Chepstow  joy  of  it,  or  to  pity 
them ;  as  the  Political  Register,  together  with 
some  treason,  contauis  certainly  a  good  deal  of 
infonnatton  and  entertainment.

Wales  seems  more 
ifibabited»  at  least  more  strewed  over  with  habi* 
tations  of  all -sorts,  scattered  or  In  villages,  tfaan 
any  part  of  England  we  have  seen,  and  which 
are  rendered  more  conspicuous  by  white-wasb- 
iog  of  the  most  resplendent  wiuleness.  Every 
cottage  too  has  its  roses,  and  honeysuckles,  and 
vinea,  and  neat  walk  to  the j^^nr  %  and  this  at« 
tention  bestowed  on  ofgectsiif  mere  pleasuraUe 
coiB£cM:tS|.is  the  surest  indication  of  minds  at  ease, 
and  not  under  the  immediate  pressure  of  povss^ 

ty.  It  is  impossible  indeed  to  look  round  without 
the  conviction,  that  this  country  is,  upon  the 
whole,  one  of  the  happiest,  if  not  the  happiest  in 
liie  world.  The  same  class  in  America  has  cer- 
tainly more  advantages,  and  might  have  more 
enjoyments  %  but  superior  industry  and  sobriety 
more  than  compensate  for  the  difficulties  they 
have  to  struggle  with  here*  The  women  we  see 
are  certainly  better  looking  than  nearer  London. 
The  language  of  the  inhabitaats  is  quite  unintei*

Ninety*one  miles  in  two 
days,  through  a  hilly  hut  rich  country,  aflbrding 
continually  vast  views  of  cultivation,  a  surface 
chequered  with  fields  and  hedges^  and  studded 
over  with  white  dots,  the  outsUb  of  cottages, 
roofs,  and  chimneys,  and  even  the  very  stones 
OH  the  road  near  llie  houses,  being  fresh  white* 
washed*  There  is  no  particular  beauty  in  all  this 
on  near  inspection,  but  distance  ennobles  and 
harmonises  all ;  and  many  of  the  views,  without 
woods,  without  rocks,  or  high  mountains,  and 
without  water,  were  still  highly  beautiful,  and 
fllmost  sublime.  Yety  few  commons  or  waste 
grmmds  were  to  be  seen  ;  those  few  had  sheep 
and  a  vast  number  of  young  asses  grazing  about ; 
lliese,  with  their  long  ears  and  small  bodies,  and 
their  vivacity,  gave  the  idea  of  rabbits  in  a  war* 
len,—

markable,  tliat,  much  as  men  are  attached  to  life, 
there  is  no  Gonsid<exation  less  attended  to  in  Uie 
choice  of  a  profession  than  salnbrily. 

\Vg  came  in  sight  of  the  sea  several  times  to- 
day«  It  blew  kesk  in  shore,  bat  theio  was  not 
much  surf,  from  beings  I  suppose,  a  confined  aea. 
Single  trees,  oaks  particularly,  are  in  general 
vety  much  bent,  almost  horimmtaUyy  firom  the 
sea  $  ths^  is  to  say,  the  stem  is,  while  the  boughs 
and  leaves  turn  towards  it.  Large  woods,  cover- 
ing steep  ascents  fiidog  the  sea,  we  ohserwsd 

growing  straight  and  thriving ;  the  trees  protect 
each  other,  or  Uie  height  behind  obliges  the  sea 
air  tapass  over  their  heads.  We  cioMd  sevcnd 

iron  raiUways,  leading  from  founderies  and  coal- 
mines in  the  country  to  the  sea.  l^'our  low  cast* 
iron  wheels  ran  in  an  icon  groove  lying  along  the 
road.  It  is  now,  ]l()^vever5  the  general  custom 
to  place  the  groove  on  the  circumference  oi'  the

'  The  rocks  of  Tenby  are  worn  by  the  sea  into 
the  most  ftntsslic  shapes,  and  pierced  thnwigh 
and  through,  in  several  places,  like  gateways  y  at 
low  imt»  oaniages  drive  dose  to  the  sea  upon  a 
frmbeaeh.  The  town  is  built  alooif  the  smftmit 
of  the  cli£^  and  in  the  finest  situation  imaginable, 
but  the  bouses  torn  their  badu  an4  blind  sides 
to  tins  glorious  prospect,  having  windows  only  to 
look  at  each  other,  across  a  narrow  dirty  streets 
The  Hie  these  Hottentots  make  of  the  beetling 

brow  of  the  clifF,  the  very  place  for  poetical  rap* 
turcs  and  philoso[)hical  contemplation,  is  too  vile 
tobenamed.  The  bathers  lodge  in  a  lower  sita- 

ation,  less  beautiful,  but  cleaner. 
'  Jmfy  ld«— "-Cardigan.  We  left  Tenby  yester- 
day, with  horses  so  tiied,  that  all  we  could  ob- 
tain from  tliem  was  to  draw  the  carriage  empty, 
and  so  slowly,  that  we  arrived  at  Pembroke  be* 
fore  them, — a  walk  of  ten  miles.  This  morning 
we  have  crossed  Milibrd  Haven,  a  narrow  and 
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deep  bay  m  arm  of  the  sea,  fonrnng  ao  e&ceUfiOl 
harboar,  iheltered  on  aUwdf^  but  not  used  at 

alL  Such  a  <m&  on  the  coast  of  France,  where 
^qr  are  aoaoaroe^  would  not  be  thus  aagleelid^ 
The  surroimdrog  country  it  iolituy,  peaceful, 
and  agreeable.  Our  first  stage  waa  Uaverfoid 
Walt  II  aiilea;  than  SOmiiaBOii  onettictaliitf 
hilly  country,  fur  which  wc  were  obliged  to  take 
Sour  horses.

The  country  is  rough  and 
hilly,  but  prosentB  the  same  appeafanoe  of  pnxM 
perity  and  good  cultivation,  tiioagh  less  fertile  | 
granite  aad  slate  having  succeeded  to  limestone* 
The  oottotry  people  gifo  ua  a  fiiendly  Md  as  ifo 
drive  along.  The  women  certainly  are  uncom- 
monly gooddookiag*  Welsh  for  two  sliilUogs  is 
dM  toir,  aa  we  bear  it  pronooooed,  whidi  sooiiAl 
very  like  French.  The  sides  of  the  road  are 
made  very  gay,  by  the  llae  atalka  of  the  por^ 
fbxglove  growing  ammig  very  luxuriant  fefti,  and 
appearing  as  the  same  plant*  A  beautiful  low 
purple  heath,  and  thymei  also  with  purplefiowerB, 
cover  the  tops  of  the  hills.  We  have  been  near- 
ly all  day  in  view  of  the  sea,  on  our  lelt  band, 
aad  fimcied  we  could  see  Irelend :  the  cloudt 
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were  eud^y  refleeted  by  tbe  glassy  surface  oi' 
aLa  HftiAr-  curioiiilT  ifcfoikifid  villi  tha  hriiditiift 
green  and  dark  purple.

desolation.  This  morning,  having  provided  tour 
(tomes  and  a  guide,  fox  these  sort  oi  convcaiiea- 
ooa  a»  fiNuad  loady  oigaoijied  here*  whemw 

waited,  we  went  back  a  few  miles  in  order  to 

aacond  Cadec  Idrisy  which  we  eftected  in  three 
hoiiia  liaid  tug,  partly  (m  horseback,  and  partly 

on  foot,  by  a  zif^zag  path,  witli  all  the  usual  dau- 
garsy  and  hair-bf aadih  eacapes,  and  found  our- 
idraa  at  hat  seated  on  a  cnimhling  ptnoado  of 
slate  rock,  with  large  detached  pieces  ui  quartz 
hero  and  there.  The  achistos  appeared  porpfaj* 
litic,aiidf  aa  I  should  aiqypoae^  what  the  Oeimans 
call  grave  xxmbs*  The  youngest  of  the  company 
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added  the  initials  of  our  names  to  tliose  of  many 
other  wise  tourists  who  have  preceded  us,— a 
lofty  record  of  travelling  fame.    I  was  not  so 
well  employed,  for  I  attempted  a  sort  of  circular 
drawing  or  panorama  of  the  main  object  we  saw, 
without  success*  It  was  a  sort  of  troubled  sea  of 
mountains,  with  many  a  beautiful  valley  among 
^hem,  each  with  its  meandering  stream,  and  all 
like  a  geographical  map.  The  course  of  the  Maw 
from  Dolgelly  to  the  sea,  which  we  knew  to  be 
ten  miles,  was  seen  at  one  glance,  as  if  the  whole 
extent  had  been  drawn  on  a  bit  of  paper,  every 
object  distinct,  and  we  should  not  have  suppo- 
sed the  length  exceeded  one  mile.    The  ocean 
occupied  about  one  half  of  the  horizon.  As  we 
descended,  (which  took  two  hours)  the  prospect 
became  less  grand,  but  more  beautiful  ^  and  the 
foreground,  instead  of  rugged  fragments,  was  all 
over  bright  green  and  bright  purple,  with  fern 
and  with  heath.  The  general  shape  of  this  moun- 
tain is  something  like  a  saddle,  its  perpendicular 
height  2850  feet.  Our  guide  had  rendered  him- 
self very  acceptable  to  the  ladies  during  this  ex- 
pedition, by  his  readiness  in  tendering  a  steady 
arm  and  hand  in  difficult  places, — by  his  good 
humour,  and  civil  deportment.  Being  a  very  com- 
municative person,  they  found  out  at  last  that 
he  was  the  jailor  of  Dolgelly,  which  being  a  small 
and  poor  place,  where  people  must  turn  their 
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band  to  may  thtflg»  1m  vm  alio  die  al^fiff'a  de* 

|ni^,  for  the  execution  af  the  last  resort  of  cri- 
mioal  justice!  The  whip  and  the  lialter  had, 
thonim,  been  held  ocenioMUy  by  the  araie

'jrour  imagination  for  some,  and  the  surprise  is 
only  produced  by  reflecoon*  Looking  at  the 
£dl  of  Niagara,  you  may  say,  fyr  instance,  that  if 
a  first  rate  sinp  ui  war  were  brought  to  the  foot 
of  it.  its  nuun-mast  woold  not  reach  the  sumniiti 
(100 feet);  that  there  would  be  room  ftr  the 
same  ship  behind  the  fall,^ — behind  the  iitjuid 
viuli  which  sprii^  40  or  50  feet  beyond  the 
edge  of  the  rock.  Next,  it  is  necessary  to  bring 
to  your  assistance  the  recollection  of  some  well- 
known  river,  to  feim  an  idea  of  the  bolk  of  wafef 
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before  you.  The  Thames,  for  instance,  at  Lon- 
don bridge»  which  is  ^00  yards  m  breadth,  or  the 
Seine  at  Parii,  ISO  yards ;  while  tfas  Niagara 

river  is  full  900  yards,  including  the  island  which 

With  those 
ftds  in  your  imiid,  yoo  oonaa  at  bit  to  ■dano^ 
and  be  astonished  ^  but  it  is  an  efibrt  of  reason*

the  fall  itself.  Coming  to  it  from  behind,  you 
may  descend  .the  river  17  .  miles  from  Lake  Erie 
to  Cbippaway ;  fiurtlw,  yoo  woold  be  caniad 
down  to  inevitable  destruction.  You  then  travel 
along  a  level  bank  oo  the  Jkitish  side»  at  first 
vary  little  above  the  water,  deepening  moie  and* 
more  as  y,oa  advance,  by  the  sinking  oi  the  bed 
ofthe.river*  The  bfoad  expanse  ot- water  slides 
along  an  indtned  plane  with  a  rafwKty  eimstaiitly 
accelerated  ;— its  bed  is  encumbered  with  rocksp 
against  which  the  dark  wanrca  dsah  with  inemi* 

ceivabU'  f  ury ^they  elevate  tlieir  round  masses, 
then  whirl  ua  f|j|^itful  hollow  curves,  and,  irom 
amidst  the  sprsadiog  ftam,  send  up  in  the  aip 
sudden  jets  of  white  vapour  like  smoke.  Distinct 
bodies  of  water  seem  to  dispute  the  passsge  with 
Mch  other, — ^they  overleap,  they  delve  onder  eadi 
other  with  the  rapidity  of  hghtning.  About  two 
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nilei  belov  the  laiidii^  youperceive^  at  a  dis- 
tance, the  vast  ptain  of  tumiiltaoQS  imrteni  ending 

abruptly »  and^  in  its  stead,  a  column  of  vapour 
lismg  slowly  up  nto  the  atmoapha:e*  Amidil 
tlie  general  hollow  noise  of  the  cataract,  unequal 
blows  are  distinguisbabley  like  subterraneous  ex* 
plonons^The  scene  becomes  every  stqp  more 
terrific. — You  see  clearly  that  the  whole  stream 
IS  swaUowed  up  y  it  rounds  soioothly  over  the 
brink  of  die  abyss  without  straggle,  and  disap- 
pears. Trunks  of  trees  mark  sometimes  the  ex- 
treme Tepidity  of  the  canreDt  $—liiey  ate  observed 
shooting  beyond  the  edge  of  the  sinking  river. 
Desceiidiug  the  bank  ao  or  lOO  teet,  you  reach 
the  TaUe-focky-^n  horisoatal  stratum*  level 

with  the  top  of  the  cataract.  There  you  may 
touch  its  very  edge^— ^ip  your  hand  in  it, — and, 
with  a  plumb-line,  measure  the  height ;  but  the 
charm  is  in  a  great  degree  dissipated  ;  and,  how. 
ever  great  and  magnifioeiit  the  object  you  seot 
its  effect  does  not  appear  equal  to  what  it  ought 
to  be,  and  what  you  kmw  the  reality  is. 
I  hope  this  digressioii  may  be  exeused  in  ftvoor 

of  the  cataract  par  acdlence  ;  and  the  Welsh 
cannot  take  it  amiss  that  one  of  their  water-ialis 
should  have  brought  Niagara  to  my  recoUectioo. 
To  finish  the  description,  I  ha\  e  only  to  notice 
a  remarkable  appearance.  The  water  seems  to 
fall  with  a  retarded  motion,  to  stop^  an^  Bear 
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tlic  bottom,  to  ascend  visibly.  This  is  owing  to 
Ae  reristanoe  of  the  air  on  the  suf&ce,  which 
feduces  it  into  fom^  and  at  last  into  light  va. 
pour.  The  water,  at  the  moment  ot'  rounding 
over  Ae  edge  of  the  Ally  la  of  the  moat  lively 
green,  or  sometimes  bright  blue.  A  sort  of  silver 
gau2e  soon  covers  its  surface  in  graceful  fold% 
growing  whiter  and  thicker  aa  it  deacends  low- 
er 'j — the  real  fall,  and  its  accelerated  mution,  are 
ultimately  hid  by  this  kind  of  veil  of  vapour* 

We  paised  tivday  the  £Mit  of  Soowdon,  and 
intended  another  poney  expedition  ;  but  it  rain- 
ed»— the  poniei  had  been  ibrestalled  by  other 
tourists,— ^d  the  fttigue  and  bruises  of  Cader 
Idris  were  not  altogether  over  ;  therefore  we  had 
only  a  sight  of  Snowdon, — and  a  good-looking 
mountsiin  it  is,  with  its  cluster  of  inferior  noun* 
tains  about  it^  all  bare  rocks*  Sauwduu  i^  BSOO 
feet. 

This  moderate  climate  is  certainly  much  fitter 
fur  bodily  exercise  than  that  of  America.  We 
think  nodung  of  five  or  six  miles  a-day  on  foot 
The  flies,  however,  begin  to  be  almost  as  numer- 
ous and  inconvenient  out  of  doors  as  there»  but 
not  in  the  bouse*  Musketoes  ate  by  no  means 

unknown.  Wc  see  snakes,  but  tlie  viper  is  the 
only  one  deemed  dangerous.  America  is  usually 
thc^ht  to  be  ftdl  of  these  reptiles,  and  that  you 
are  exposed  ever^'  moment  to  tiead  uj^ou  a  rattle- 
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snake  ;  the  fact  is,  that  the  sight  of  a  snake  ij> 

not  much  more  commoa  there  than  here»  aad 
noit  €£  them  aie  as  harmkn.   A  child  anned 

with  a  stick  will  attack  and  kill  the  rattle-snake, 
-which  M  very  sluggish  ^-«-it  is  met  only  in  dry. 
stony  {dacea.  The  snakes  of  moist  phcea  are  not 
veBomous* 

.  We  are  now  arrived  at  St  Asiqphs^  in  the.bean* 
tifiil  valley  of  Gwydd,  (pronounced  Claid)  only 
miles  to-day,  through  the  finest  country  ima* 
ginaUe  ^-^lorions  views  of  the  sea,.— ruined  bas- 

ties,  with  the  usual  stories  about  Cromweirs  can- 
non. He  was  a  great  master  of  the  picturesque, 
and  his  ruins  are  always  in  the  best  taste;  The 
Castle  of  Abacuiiway,  600  years  old,  is  i>tiU 
nearly  entire. 

Juif  97* — On  our  way  from  St  Asapha  to  Uen^ 
bigh,  we  stopped  at  the  house  of  a  gentleman  we  / 
bad  seen  in  Norfolk  ^  he  was  not  at  home^.  but 
one  of  the  ladies  of  the  family  accompanied  ns' 
to  Denbigh.  From  this  house  the  view  takes  inf 
the  whde  valley  of  Clwydd,  SO  or  dO  miles  loog^  ^ 
and  about  six  broad,  with  hills  of  moderate  andf 
irregular  height  on  each  side.  A  great  number 
of  gentlemen's  houses  were  in  sigh^  with  their 
usual  accompaniments  of  wood  and  lawn,  but  no 
cottages^'— I  mean  real  dwellings  of  the  poor,  if 
there  ever  was  here  a  revolution  i  ta  frartfoutk 
declaring  guerre  aax  chdicaux^  pah  aux  chaur 
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miirmp  the  chateau]^  would  certainly  cany 
hmg  a  hundred  to  one.  Tbis  genml  t{»pWPp 
ance  of  the  country  brings  to  my  miiid  a  bon- 
oat  of  Cacbob  tba  £unoua  harlequin  :  ^  Quel 
dftwrnny.  qna  pere  Adam  ne  ae  aoit  pas  vtwA 
d'acheter  ime  charge  de  Secretaire  du  Eoi, — 
mna  ttfimia  tons  noUea  r  I  do  aoiknowwhait 
office  the  Father  Adam  of  England  bought,  bot 
every  body  here  seems  rich.  \V  hejuever  I  hava 
aaked  pcq^rieten  of  landy  or  fimnen^  why  thqf 
did  not  build  houses  fox  their  labourers,  the  an* 
mmsL  has  generally  beeo^  that  such  hoMses  are

The  general  sound  of  the  language  is  in  other 
respects  meagre  and  hard  ^  it  does  not  flow»  but 
proceeds  by  jerks,  and  with  a  tone  by  no  means 
harmonious  and  pleasing  to  the  ear.  The  English 
themselves  have  no  idea  of  that  general  e&ct; 
lione  can  judge  of  k  properly  bntllioae,  who,  not 
understanding  the  language,  attend  solely  to  the 
sounds;  and  I  now  wpeak  of  it  firam  recoUectioo 
of  what  I  felt  befere  the  sense  took  up  my  atten- 
tion^  and  before  habit  had  iamiliarized  my  ear  to 
liie  sound*  The  French  language^  under  simihr 
circumstances,  appears,  I  understand,  dull  and 
inarticulate,  wanting  accent  and  elasticity,— -and 
not  sufidently  aooorous*  Among  tiie  modem 
languages  the  Italian  alone  deserve  to  be  called 
musical, — and  perhaps  the  Spani&lu  The  Russian 
and  Swedish  are  said  to  have  sofiinass.  IheSng* 
fish,  however,  makes  up  for  its  poorness  of  sound 
by  capacity  and  vigour ;  it  is  highly  descriptive, 
and  posaessea  a  great  itnge  of  exptmioD.  The 

French  is  eminently  elegant,  clear,  and  simple, 
-The  intricacy  of  our  nicest  feehags  might  be 
best  described  is  the  on^  dioir  depth  aad  oiergy 
in  the  other;  and  the  French  has  perhaps  the 
advantage  in  treating  didactic  subjectSt  A  coo^ 

▼OIhI*  '  o 
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pari^tive  estimate  of  the  two  laoguages,  word  td: 
word»  and  idiom  to  idiom,  the  swmning  up  of 
their  means,  and  an  accurate  return  of  their  re-; 
spective  ibrces,  would  naturally  produce  a  good 
dictionary  of  the  two  languages,  which  at  present 
is  not  in  existence.  It  would  be  a  work  to  under- 
take in  old  age,  when  no  livelier  interest  or  pur* 
suit  remains ;  a  dailj  occttpatioo»--4  quiet  and 
durable  sort  of  amusement,  which  yon  may  be 
sure  not  to  survive ;  the  oniy  friend  and  compa-.- 
nion,  perhaps*  to  solace  your  last  years. 

Returning  to  Iruit,  from  which  the  above  may 
possibly  be  considered  as  an  unwanrantable  di^ 
gre88ion,--<^pple8  are  scarce^  knotty,  and  stunts 
ed  ;  people  in  America  would  not  tbnik  it  worth, 
while  to  gather  them.  Cider,  however,  is  good 
Bere,  but  dear,  and  in  those  parts  of  the  country 
we  have  visited  cannot  be  the  common  drink  of 
the  inhabitants ;  which  is  not  to  be  regretted,  beer 
being  a  more  wholesome  beverage,  I  am  pleased 
•  to  find  tliat  ardent  i^rits  have  not  superseded, 
malt  liquors  among  the  labouriog  chm  lo  the 
degree  I  had  been  led  to  expect.  There  are 
certainly  many  iiewer  rum-drinkers  here  than  in 
Ameriea.  Working.people  are  not  aatorafeed  with 

alcohol ;  aiul  you  have  not  here  that  spirituous  at- 
mosphere constantly  emanating  from  the  pores  oi 
one  half  of  the  males,  and  a  considerable  portion 

ot  the  females  of  that  class  iu  AuiCiica,  wli^ch 
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ftSBaik  your  Bose  two  or  three  steps  oS,  whenever 
you  approach  them.   It  is  not  uncommoii  for 

labourers  to  use  in  the  course  of  the  day  a  pint  of 
rum,  and  oiany  of  them  a  quart ;  a  dose  whidi 
would  kill  outright  any  person  not  accustomed 
to  it  by  degrees*  This  daily  dose  oi  poison  costs 
the  Ainericaa  labourer  firom  one  to  two  ihaHings 

sterling  a-day,  that  is,  at  least  a  fourth  part  of 
his  earnings,  and  equalizes  things  between  him 
and  the  furopean*  The  excise  on  disttlted  lU 
quors  is  a  species  of  salutary  censure  on  public 
morals ; — but  we  are  too  nice  on  the  article  of 
liberty  in  Amenca  to  bear  with  this  device  of 
despotism. 

The  raiuB  of  the  last  fortnjgjht  have  twimi. 
the  hopes  of  farmers,  and  the  crop  of  griun  will 

BOt  be  so  deficient  as  was  expected*  It  is  re- 
markable that  this  obfltiDale  droi^t  of  the  tpeiv 
kas  been  experienced,  not  only  over  a  great  part 
of  £urope»  but  in  North  and  South  Americsu 
The  apprebenaioii  of  an  eKtraordinary  scarcity 
was  the  more  serious,  as  England  has  very  little 
surplus  in  Its  most  fruitful  years.  From  179^  to 
the  importations  of  foreign  wheat  ha¥e  cost 
England  thirty-three  millions  sterlingi*  and  the

Sdrnoo  is  exticmely  plenty  along  this  ocNUi^ 
which  abounds  in  rapid  streams  faUiDg  into  the 
tea.  It  is  our  daily  food*  The  heatof  summar  is 
so  temparate^  that  we  have  a  fire  every  e?eiiing ; 
— without  necessity,  but  as  a  pleasure  after  the 
Mgue  of  a  day's  joomey*  Coal  is  cheap  here. 

The  number  of  country  banks  is  so  astonish, 
ililg^  that,  unable  to  judge  if  the  paper  circulating 
is  good  or  bad*  I  take  it  without  the  least  exami- 
nation, and,  as  I  have  not  received  a  bank-note 
that  was  doubted  aiterwards,  I  presume  there  ace 
£ew  eouttterfeits.  No  gold  at  idl  to  be  seen,  and 

silver  as  small  change  only,  without  aay  visibie 
Stamp,  and  worn  to  half  its  weight* 

Jufy  S8. — ^We  travelled  to-day  fiom  Butbven 
along  the  vale  of  Clwydd,  and,  ascending  the 
rampart  of  hills  which  encloses  it,  we  admired, 
Ibr  the  last  time,  this  magnificent  extent  of  cul- 
tivation. The  narrow  ndge  soon  brought  to  our 
view  another  deep  and  rich  valley  $  Liangollen, 
of  still  greater  renown  than  its  neighbour,  al- 
though 1  do  not  tiiiuk  it  deserves  it  so  well  \  it 
appeared  to  us  deeper  than  the  vale  of  Clwydd, 
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and  the  descent  on  this  side  of  the  ridge  steeper 
than  the  ascent  bad  bee&«  We  soon  came  to  a 
abfiltered  spot^  where  the  ruins  of  Velle  Cracia 

Abbey  are  seen  in  fat  fields,  lc\  el,  rich,  and  low, 
with  a  clear  stream  traversiog  tbeiD»  and  the  aiv* 
cient  flsb^pond  stin  entire.  On  the  Ihdw  of 
neighbouring  hill,  and  threatening  the  valley, 
which  the  Abbey  seemed  to  eojoy^  appeared  the 
waUa  of  Dinas  Bran,  or  Crow  Caatle.  The  aree 
of  Valle  Crucis  Abbey  now  encloses  a  grove  of 
lofty  ash  tiees,  which  overtop  the  niaiitb  end  faaf^ 
a  fine  and  amgidar  eflbct ;  ao  interwoven  are  the 
roots  and  the  ruins,  that  stones  appear  to  grow 
out  of  the  treea»  as  well  as  trees  out  of  the  aionea* 
Some  peasants  have  taken  up  their  abode  among 
the  remains  of  the  cloisters  ^  cows  and  ho^ 
chickens  and  children,  dimb  and  perch  on  Hie 
trees  and  ruins,  and  you  may  see  here  a  pair  of 
horns,  there  a  child's  head  or  a  pig's  pp,epiing 
through  the  window^  among  Gothic  cervings  and 
green  boughs. 
,  Near  JJangollen,  where  we  din^  is  the  resi- 
dence two  ladies,  whose  names  are  identified 
with  the  vale.  Lady  E.  Bntler  and  Miss  l*onsonby; 
and  after  having  informed  ourselves  of  the  eti* 
quette  of  Use  place,  we  diqiatdied  a  note  request* 
ing  pennissioii  to  see  the  grounds,  announcing 
ourselvesy  in  hopes  of  strengthening  our  claim» 
as  American  travellers.  The  ladies,  howevert 
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were  cruel,  and  answered,  **  it  was  not  conve- 
nient to  permit  the  place  to  be  seen  that  day."^ 
Tlie  landlady,  who  had  overheard  some  words  of 
French  spoken  among  us,  observed  that  the  ladies 
were  fond  of  the  French  language,  and  that,  if 
we  had  petitioned  in  French,  we  should  have 
been  admitted.  The  hint  came  too  late.  Taking 
a  guide,  however,  we  were  conducted  round  the 
hermitage.    The  house  is  on  a  road  ;  it  is  high 
and  narrow,  and  behind-hand  in  point  of  taste  to 
the  present  style  of  elegant  cottages.  The  garden 
is  very  small,  and,  from  a  height  which  overlooks 
it,  we  could  see  nothing  to  make  us  regret  not 
having  been  admitted.    A  former  tourist  (I  be- 
lieve Madame  de  Genlis,)  gives  a  chaiming  de- 
scription of  it,  but  as  to  us,  the  grapes  were  sour. 
French  readers  may  wish  to  learn  something  of 
these  ladies.    Their  story  is  understood  to  be, 
tliat  witli  birtli,  beauty,  and  fortune,  they  em- 
braced, in  the  prime  of  their  youths,  half  a  cen- 
tury ago,  the  romantic  idea  of  consecrating  the 
remainder  of  their  lives  to  pure  friendship,  far 
from  the  world,  its  vanities,  its  pleasures,  and  its 
pains ;  and,  literally  running  away  from  their 
families  in  Ireland,  with  a  faithful  woman-ser- 
vant, lately  dead,  they  hid  themselves  in  this  then 
profound  solitude,  where  they  have  lived  ever 
since.  The  following  inscription,  I  am  informed, 
is  placed  in  the  garden  :

night.  A  list,  placed  on  the  bakooy  beiiouce  the 
windom  of  the  keaper,  infioim

also  a  semiemte  ^— the  judge  aad  jury  in  the 
ontfo»~tfae  ipeetetoni  on  the  stone  amphithea^ 

tre  all  around.  Tlic  prisoner  is  l)roLight  by  a  sub- 
ternuneous  passage  to  his  place  beibrc  the  judges. 
The  oonit  is  ligtitod  by  a  ak}  -light,  with  yentila- 

tors  to  renew  the  air.  The  front  of  the  buildinit 

k  adorned  by  a  Docio  poil^ico^  ttte  ooluxnns  of 
wliicli»  tkroe  feat  io  diameter,  and  twenty  high^ 
are  each  formed  of  a  single  piece,  and  the  whole 
boiMing  of  the  tame  8tone»  in  large  blocks  of  a 
fine  ydUow  ookmrt  fron  a  quarry  near  at  hand. 
The  funds  have  been  drawn  Irom  the  surplus  pro- 
duce of  a  oinal  in  the  neighbourhood  beyond  a 
certain  per  centage  stipulated  in  the  charter. 
What  piea&ed  us  most  was,  to  find  that  this  ex* 
eellent  houM  had  so  few  inhabifeanta ;  and  the 
jailor,  who  appeared  to  be  a  respectalilc  man, 
infiormed  us  iurther,  that  there  had  been  only  . 
three  eieetttioaain  tiie  Goun^  of  Qiestev  in  nine 
years* 

The  city  of  Cfaeiler  haa  an  antique  physiog* 
Homy,  not  eaactly  of  dassical,  but  rather  beiba- 
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rous  antiquity.  The  streets  are  in  the  houses 
the  ground-floor  is  hollow  and  open  to  the  pub- 
lic,— a  sort  of  covered  gallery,  dark,  dirty,  and 
crooked,  and  up  and  down,  with  unexpected 
steps,  down  which  you  run  the  risk  of  falling 
every  moment  The  origin  of  this  singular  style 
of  architecture  is  traced  back  to  the  times  when 
the  neighbouring  Welsh  made  inroads  on  the 
frontier  town  of  Chester,  when  the  inhabitants 
defended  themselves  to  advantage  from  their  gal* 
leries.  Tliey  are  still  of  great  use  against  an  ene- 
my, to  whose  attacks  they  are  a^  much  exposed 
as  ever,— frequent  rains.  The  city  has  a  thick 
wall,  on  the  top  of  which  is  a  public  walk — the 
country  on  one  side,  and  the  town  on  the  other^ 
The  houses  of  the  modern  part  of  Chester  have 
no  galleries,  and  resemble  those  of  the  rest  of 
England  ; — that  is  to  say,  that  tliey  are  very  clean 
and  convenient. 

The  country  we  saw  to-day  was  cultivated  like 
a  garden.  We  finished  our  day's  journey  by 
crossing  the  river,  or  rather  arm  of  the  sea,  at 
Liverpool, — a  long,  inconvenient,  and  expensive 
ferry,  (28s.),  and  we  have  been  landed  on  the 
quay  of  this  great  town  with  our  carriage  with- 
out horses,  without  knowing  where  to  find  any, 
"where  to  go,  or  to  whom  to  apply.  After  some 
Unsuccessful  attempts  to  procure  private  lod- 
gings, we  were  obliged  to  put  up  at  the  Liver- 
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pool  Anns,  a  sort  of  Nuah'a  Ark,  like  all  great 
iDot  in  sea-port  towDs.  *  - 

jliij^Kir  l^Mr  G«  of  Londoiit  ivlMmi  I  hid  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  sometimes  at  Sir  Josepii 
BioWsy  bol  on  wbote  UlNSiilioiis  I  had  no  aort 
of  dtiaa,  sent  me^  the  d«f  before  oor  depsrenre 
from  London,  letters  to  some  oi  his  iriends  at 
Oifiifd»  Iif«^iool»  aiid  Edittbiugli.

tcrs  was  for  Mr  Roscoc,  well  known  as  the  his- 
torian of  the  Medici.  I  was  surprised  to  hod  him 
M  the  bead  of  ooe  irf  the  fint  baokiBpJuNiMa^a 
Liverpool, — a  great  <ngriculturist, — an  architeclv 
•^i—and  a  lover  oi^  the  iinc  arts; — these  arapointa 
of  resemManoe  with  bis  heaow  Mir  Botooe haaa 
numerous  ikmily,  seven  sons,  but  none  of  them 
will  be  Pope,  the  trade  being  now  good  tor  no^ 
£faing.  We  breakfasted  yestiarday  at  Ms  faMse  in 
the  country.  His  iamil/  is  remarkable  ibr  culti- 
tntion  of  mind  and  simplicity  o^  manneia.  ]« 
stature  and  physiognomy,  Mr  IL  bears  some  re* 
semblance  to  Washington. 
There  is  a  manifest  antipathy  between  men  of 

business  and  men  of  letters  ;  }  et  tliey  are  surely 
not  rivals,  and  I  do  not  see  why  tiiose  who  seek 

iAer  flmie  shonkl  eompfadn  that  they  do  no^ 
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fortune,  or  those  whose  object  is  wealth,  that 
they  do  not  get  renown  : 

ChacuD  se  doit  contenter  de  son  bien, 
Tout  uniment  sans  se  vanter  de  rien. 

It  is  uncommonly  fortunate  to  have  run  both 
caces  at  once,  and  gained  both  prizes. 

Mr  R.  has  a  few  good  pictures,  and  had  just 
acquired  a  new  one  ;  the  history  of  which  I  un- 
derstood to  be  as  follows  :  Raphael  had  painted 
the  portrait  of  his  patron  Leo  X.  On  the  second 
Medicis  coming  to  the  pontifical  chair,  the  Duke 
of  Florence  having  desired  to  have  that  portrait, 
the  new  Pope  gave  orders  accordingly ;  but  either 
with  his  knowledge,  or  without,  a  copy  was  sub- 
stituted. After  a  few  years,  the  trick  was  disco-, 
vered,  and  the  Duke  complaining,  the  original 
was  sent  A  second  copy  was,  however,  previ- 
ously made,  and  perhaps  again  sent  to  the  Duke, 
deceiving  him  a  second  time.  Whether  the  one 
taken  at  Florence,  and  now  at  Paris,  is  the  ori- 
ginal or  not,  or  which  ever  of  the  three  Mr  Ros- 
coe's  is,  it  is,  at  any  rate,  a  fine  picture  ; — great 
simplicity  in  the  attitudes,  and  much  of  the  ex- 
pression  one  would  attribute  to  Leo ; — a  Uberal, 
well-informed  gentleman,  without  extraordinary 
genius.  His  relation  standing  by  him,  the  future 
Pope,  has  more  mind  and  vigour.  Leo  is  as  large 
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'  as  life^  seated  near  a  table,  a  missal  open  before 
bim,  richly  iUuminated  $  a  laige  sSver  bell  and 

his  spectacles  in  his  hand. 

Mr  R.  had  the  goodness  to  shew  us  his  valua- 
ble collection  of  etchings  of  great  pdnteiB,  by 
themselves  ;  beginning  by  the  masters  of  the  art, 
Leonardo  da  Vinci,  Jiaphaei»  &c.  and  ending,  I 
lifihik,  with  Vandyck,  beyond  whom  tihe  practice 
has  not  been  continued.  Some  of  these  painters 
have  left  only  two  or  three  etchings,  and  the  ar- 
dour of  tiie  dillettanti  t5  get  Ibem,  and  i!nd  dot 
the  true  ones,  and  the  mistakes,  and  cheating, 
and  qoarrdling  about  these  scraps  (some  of  them 
very  bad  certainly),  is  a  caricature  of  die  true 
taste  of  the  art.  It  is  like  the  faith  in  relics, 
compared  to  pie^*  Mr  R*  mentioned  aOemum 
woric,  in  three  volames,  giving  the  history 
ail  these  etchings,  with  explanatory  engravings, 
teaching  how  to  know  the  true  ones.  Tboie  of 
Berghem  and  Vandyck  appeared  to  me  the  best, 
with  a  few  of  those  by  Salvator  Rosa. 

Liverpool  a  good  deal  resembles  New  Yoik* 

The  latter  town  is  larger,  (96,000  inhabitants, 
instead  oi  80,ooo,)  and  perhaps  better  built  as  to 
common  dwellings ;  but  the  public  boihlings  of 
Liverpool  are  more  numerous,  and  in  a  better 
Style  of  architecture.  There  are  several  literary 
establishments,  with  respectable  libraries,  in  hu^ 
4md  convenient  apartments,  and  well  attended  by 
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tlie  inhabitants  of  this  great  commercial  towrif 
who  are  not  nearly  so  exclusively  merchants  as 
those  oo  the  western  continent.   The  docks  are 

built  of  freestone,  instead  of  trunks  of  trees,  and 
eveiy  thing  is  more  substantial.  The  harbour 
ii  dtbcrwiie  very  inierior  to  that  of  New  York. 

wliich  is  one  of  the  tincbt  in  the  world.  Liver- 
pool is  the  port  in  England  most  trequented  by. 
the  Americans  \  there  are  now  here  200  of  their 
vesspls.  They  bring  annually,  in  the  single  article 
of  cotton,  L.  ^yOOOyOOO  sterling ;  and  yet  I  can ' 
^Tenember  having  seen  the  first  samples  of  sea 
island  cotton  shewn  as  a  curiosity  at  New  York, 
twenty  years  ago^  The  warehouses  are  prodi- 
giously higli ;  lobsenred  many  nine  Stories  high, 
and  have  heard  of  thirteen ;  the  interval  between 
each  ^oor  is  not  more  than  seven  or  eight  feet» 
and  these  floors  often  of  iron.  Land  lets  in  the 
neighbouring  country  at  45s.  an  acre,  (double 
the  common  statute  acre,)  and  sells^at  thirty  years 
purchase.  Labour  2s.  6d.  to  8s.  s^y.  Our 
bill  at  the  hotel  was  L.  7  for  tluee  days,  which  is 
tolerably  exorbitant.  The  price  of  every  thing 
indeed  is  nearly  the  same  as  in  London. 

English  commerce  does  not  seem  to  have  suf* 
fered  materially  by  the  political  experiment  to 
which  the  United  States  have  had  recourse,  in 
ia07f  under  tlie  name  of  embargo,  after waids 
non-xntercoorse,  &c«  ^Navigation  has  certainly 
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benefited  by  it ;  mi  if  mmiifkctures  have  suffer* 
ed,  it  13  not  so  much  as  might  have  been  supposed^ 
Tbe  United  States  impocted  &om  Engiand,  be&m 
the  embargo,  manufactured  goods  tu  the  amount 
of  eight  miiiious  sterling  aouuali/,  but  re-exportt 
«d  two  miUioiui  of  these  same  goods  to  Spanisti 
America  alone,  besides  what  went  to  other  places^ 
This  is  now  done,  hy  EiigUiid  directly  i  and  as 
to  the  intaroal  consumption  of  the  United  Slates^' 
although  diminished,  it  is  not  destroyed  ;  and  a 
contraband  trade  is  npw  orgaouung^  th^  ^-^ffiiifii 
and  fisk  of  which  may  not  be  much  moie  thaii 

the  duty  saved.  New  channels  ortnade  have,  it| 
the  meanwhile,  been  opened  to  J^^gkads  by  tbi^ 
Spanish  revolution,  and  that  of  her  colonies ;  and 
even  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  guarded  as  it 
is  by  armed  douaniers. 

The  light  troops  of  English  commerce  have 
found  certain  secret  passages  and  entrances  ly^ 
which  tliey  penetrate  ^  and  it  is  curious  to  seo 
how  artfully  their  manceuvres  are  conducted. 
Tiie  goods  are  packed  up  in  small  packages,  fii 
to  be  carried  by  han4»  and  made  to  imitato  th« 
mann£uitures  of  the  countries  to  which  they  are 
a^t|  even  to  tlie  very  paper  and  .outward  wrapr 
per»  and  the  names  of  foceign  manufiM^eis 
marked  on  the  goods.  Prudent  people  seem  to 
apprehend. more  danger  from  tiic  acquisitiou  of 
the  new  trade  in  South  America,  than  from  the 
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loss  of  the  old  in  North  America.  The  avidity 
of  adventurers  has  mistaken  the  state  of  things 
there.  With  Uberty,  or  rather  with  civil  war  and 
anarchy,  the  Spanish  colonists  have  not  yet  ac- 
quired new  wants ;  and  it  is  not  presumable  that 
they  will  consume  articles  to  which  they  were 
not  accustomed,  or  more  than  they  used  to  re- 
ceive from  the  mother  country.  Instead  of 
which,  articles  the  most  foreign  to  the  manners 
and  climate  have  been  sent  by  whole  cargoes. 
Some  of  the  ships  have  brought  back  their  whole 
cargoes ;  and  those  have  been  the  best  off.  Upon 
the  whole,  however,  the  trade  of  England  has 
been  extended.  The  proceeds  of  internal  indus- 
try have  been  exported  to  an  amount  unusually 
large,  and  foreign  articles  to  a  less  amount,  per- 
haps, returned.  Some  of  the  adventurers  have 
lost,  but  the  people  at  large,  husbandmen,  labour- 
ers, and  manufacturers,  have  been  remunerated, 
and  the  public  revenue  has  been  increased. 
.  In  1807,  (the  year  preceding  the  American 
embargo,)  English  exportations  amounted  to 
thirty-four  millions  sterling,  employing  1,791,000 
tons  of  shipping,  of  which  one-third  were  foreign 
bottoms.  In  1809,  (during  the  operation  of  the 
embargo  and  non-intercourse,  the  greatest  part  of 
the  year,)  English  exportations  amounted  to  fifty- 
four  millions  sterling,  and  employed  1,993,000 
tons  of  shipping,  of  which  one-third  were  foreign 
bottoms. 
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The  apparent  prosperity  of  the  United  States 
duriog  this  unesaunpled  period  of  eighteen  yearg 
of  war,  itscdf  at  peace  wtth  the  whole  world,  has 
advanced  witli  giant  strides.  Large  towns  have 
started  op  suddenly  ^  the  general  populatiOD  of 
Ihe  ooiuitry,  withmt  owhig  its  increase  to  this, 
circumstance,  has  been  concentrated,  and  gr^ 
wealth  has  been  acquired.  Such  are^  in  oidiQary 
eases,  the  sure  fimndations  ci  social  improve- 
ments and  refinements, — luxury  and  leisure,— 
Mw  wants  and  ambition.  The  jiroceas  seems, 
liowever,  to  have  been  pushed  too  rapidly,  and 
is  likdy  to  stop  at  its  first  stage, — wealth  and 
hnuiry.  A  field  may  be  over-manured,  and*  the 
rank  crop  go  to  decay  before  its  maturity.  It 
is  very  probable  that  the  people  of  the  United 
States  woiild  be,  at  this  moment,  more  united  and 
respectable,— more  enHghtened  and  happier,  if 
the  troubles  oL'  Europe  had  not  opened  to  tiiem 
a  career  of  eommeroeb  disproportionale  to  their 
means,  and  excited  against  Great  Britain  an  ex- 
travagant  rivalsbip  of  trade,  which  keeps  alive 
the  old  rancour  of  the  revohition,  ahd  funrishea 

a  pretence  ihi'  the  blind  hatreci  of  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  peopie,  to  vent  itseli  iu  exagge- 
lated  speeches,  abuse  and  violence. 

•  It  is  iiardly  credible,  and  yet  true,  that,  in 
1S07>  at  the  height  of  those  vexaf  ious  and  arbitra- 
ry xestrictions  on  American  trade  by  the  British 
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Qfdm  in  cotmctlt  which  M  alleged  as  the  came 

of  the  embargo  at  the .  end  of  the  yeaur,^  the 
United  Statea  iveie  ezportiqg  to  the  ammmt  at 
twenty-four  miUfons  BterHog  of  merchandise,  half 
of  which  wa|  their  own  produce,  employing 
ItSmjOOOtam  of  ahippiiig,  ahnoot  entirdy  AflDMK 
rican  vessels.  The  exportations  of  Britain  her- 
self during  that  same  year  (1^07  )r-<^  that 
po«er»  abaoliite  miatieia  oS  the  sp»ii  aafioanted 

only  to  tliig.y-four  millions  sterling,  and  the  toiw 
joage  of  thetr  whole  shipping  in  the  merchant 
aenme  was  actaaUy  aoiaething  less  than  ll^ 

rican.  The  net  revenue  of  the  customs  in  1 W7, 
\vas  ill  Engbiad  ninemillioosateriing,  and  in  the 
United  Stales,  thiee  millim 
(dollars,  1*5,845,521).  We  find,  therefore,  the 
United  Stated  without  a  navy,  without  oolooieib 
without  foreeW  expendiiaiey  acqi^^ 
serving  an  extent  of  commerce  almost  unexam- 
pled :  moie  merehant  vessela  than  Great  Bri* 
taiD,— their  ezportatioiis  comiMired  to  the  Bntisii 
as  twenty-four  is  to  thirty-lour,  and  their  reve- 
nue fma  customs  aa  three  and  a  half  ia  to  nhseb

^Noie  to  iiccotid  EdiUotu 
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'  Hbsse  advantages  were  the  consequences  of  the 
war;  and  yet,  because  other  consequences  of 
the  war  prevented  some  ikitlier  increase,  tliey 
chose  to  abandon  the  whole.  Ifthe  United  States 
had  too  much  commerce,  as  I  am  mclmed  to 
thinky  why  quarrel  for  a  little  more  ?  If  they  bad 
not  enough,  why  abandon  the  whole  ? 

The  merchants  of  the  United  States  had  pecu- 
liar  advantages  in  the  India  trade.  The  Spanish 
c<domes  ftnmished  them  with  great  quantities  of 
didhrs,  at  twenty-flve  per  cent  less  than  tfiose 
purchased  in  London  by  the  Eastlndia  Company | 
aind  their  exportations  of  silver  to  India  were  so 
considerable,  as  to  facflttate  English  returns  from 
that  country.  By  the  treaty  of  commerce  with 
Mr  Jay,  in  1795,  the  Americans  were  aUowed, 
in  India,  privileges  withheld  from  the  sut^ects 
of  Great  Britain  ;  and  in  consequence  of  these, 
ihejr  sqiiiKed  the  European  markets,  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  Company,  to  such  a  d^ree,  that, 
'  fa  1804,  the  American  tonuage,  in  the  trade  be- 
yond tiio  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  was  nearly  equal 
to  two-thirds  of  the  English.*

in  all  the  pcnrts  of  the  Continent,  has  seized  and 
dealrayed  all  that  die  could  reach ;  wbile»  with 
the  exception  of  certain  branches  of  trade  inter*, 
dieted  by  England,  (unjustly  it  may  be)  the  com- 
flieree  of  America*  every  where  in  contsct  with 
her  navy,  or  in  \tx  ports,  was  not  only  suflfered, 
but  protectedt-— was  immense,  and  increasing.

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Since  1801  the  United  States  have  had  a  philo- 
sophical administration ;  which  saw  commerce 
in  some  respects  as  I  see  it,  but  did  more  than  I 
would  do, — that  is  to  say,  it  attempted  to  force 
the  people  to  adopt  its  opinions,  and,  under  pre- 
tence of  securing  to  trade  a  certain  abstract  free- 
dom which  nothing  human  can  attain,  sacrificed 
the  real  and  substantial  freedom  it  enjoyed,  and 
its  very  existence.  To  have  made,  with  the  bel. 
ligerent  powers,  such  treaties  as  circumstances 
rendered  practicable,  leaving  trade  and  traders 
to  act  as  their  prudence  and  judgment  might 
suggest,  would  have  been  too  simple  and  vulgar 
a  policy.  The  American  government  was  not 
contented  with  so  passive  a  part ;  they  had  divi- 
sed  a  system,  and  would  establish  it  by  experi- 
ments. The  commerce  of  their  own  people  is, 
therefore,  just  now,  under  the  bell  of  the  pneu- 
matic machine.  They  pump  out  the  air,  and  ima- 
gine, that,  by  means  of  some  indirect  channels, 
the  atmosphere  of  English  comnaerce  will  be  ex- 
hausted at  the  same  time  ; — whether  that  will  be 
the  effect  remains  to  be  seen.

the  car  cannot  proceed  very  tar.  Should  it  hap« 
pen  ta  be  at  last  torn  aaonder^  one  set  of  hocsw 

and  a  pair  of  wheels  drawing  one  way,  and  an- 
other the  contrary  way,  there  might  indeed  be 
soasethmg  more  qftetoal  done;  bot,  either  boond 
together,  or  at  liberty,  the  United  States  will 
ever  £sel  an  aversioxi  to  taxes they  will  not 
heve  ft  sofioent  noniber  o£  ^ff^tiP*^  inditfidiiahi 

to  fill  the  ranks  of  their  army,  or  to  man*  their 

navy,  or  a  government  atrong  enough  to  make 
the  people  fight  and  pay.  Emy  nev  geoenu 
tion  there  comes  into  life  to  enjoy  it, — to  in- 
crease and  multiply,  in  peace  and  obscurity,  im 
f**-«*>—*^  and  eecniity,  end  leave,  at  the  call 
of  nature  alone,  a  life  of  content,  undisturbed 
by  either  rapUues  or  torments,  exposed  to 
seffrifewv  as  well  as  spent  without  mncfa  glory; 

•  It  is  impossible  to  become  acquainted  withi  tlic 
interior  of  iamiiies  in  England  without  discover- 
ing  a  iNSry  diifcrent  sMe  of  thfa)gs.  Hie  army, 
the  navy,  the  East  and  West  Indies,  carry  away 
and  oonsnme  the  rising  generation  as  &st  as  it 
attains  to  manhood.  The  necessity  of  acquiring, 
not  merely  the  real  necessaries  and  comforts  <^ 
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lifet  tmt  file  nmxm  of  Itviqg  ia  st^ltr^  certain 

inveterate  mttonal  Iiabit  of  Inxniy,  inexorable 
vanity  in  shorty  answer,  in  Englaad,  the  same 
pu^poie  M  the  oonotiplioii  in  fraoce  ^  and  the 
fondest  mother  thinks  as  Utde  of  resisting  the 
one  as  the  other.  This  universal  principle  of  ac*^ 
tivity  oopstitutcfl  the  strength  of  England,  Whe- 
ther it  secures  private  happiness  is  not  so  certain.' 
Placed  as  England  is^  she  must  be  great  and  glo- 
rious, or  perish*  The  people  of  the  Unit^  Statea 
may  be  weak  and  happy  with  impunity,  and  re* 
main  so^  in  spite  of  tbeniselves»  ior  a  centiuy  to 
cone. 

One  of  the  chief  complaints  which  the  United 
States  make  against  Great  Britain  is,  the  x^ght 
ibit  latter  assumes  of  taking  its  sailmi  iriieMfer 

it  can  find  them,— or  rather  the  manner  of  exer« 
cising  that  right.  Her  ships  oi  war  search  Ame** 
lican  vessels  at  sea,  and  take  away  forcibljr  any 

man  who  cannot  i)rove,  by  a  certain  document 
called  a  protection^  tliat  he  is  an  American^  or 
whose  physiognomy  and  language  is  at  variance 
with  this  same  protection,— a  mode  of  proceed- 
ing humiliating  and  odious,  and  which  leads  to 
the  intolerable  consequence  of  sometimes  press* 
iug  an  American  instead  of  an  Englishman. 
Whatever  may  be  the  natural  and  moral  right  o£ 
an  individual  to  change  bis  country,  or  the  ngjbt 
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any  government  may  have  to  protect  a  naturali- 
zed citizen,  there  can  be  no  obligatipn  on  the 
part  of  that  goveroment  to  grant  natundizationa, 
if',  by  so  doing,  it  endangers  its  peace  with  other  ^ 
powers.  The  British  government,  setting  aside 
idMtnust  righta,  but  relying  on  a  principle  of  pub« 
he  law  acknowledged  in  Europe,  says,  that  an 
Engiifihmaa  is  always  an  Englishman.  The  po- 
litical exitfeenee  of  Eogland  depends,  in  a  great 
degree,  oti  her  na\y  ;  mid  if  the  United  States 
have  not  only  favoured  the  desertion  ot  her  sea*- 
men,  bat  pretend  to  screen  them  at  sea  under 

their  flag,  they  arc  clearly  in  the  wrong,  and 
need  not  complain  of  any  violence  on  the  part 
of  tiieir  adversary.  On  the  other  hand,  if  £ng« 
land  refuses  to  listen  to  arrangements,  which,  at 
die  same  time  that  her  abstract  riglit  to  her  na- 
tives shoidd  be  acknowledged,  would  regulate 
the  practice ;  if  she  sliould  refuse  to  abandon, 
not  .the  right  of  search  and  challenge  of  suspect- 
'  ed  seamen,  but  the  right  of  impressment  at  sea, 
or  to  subject  the  taking  any  scaiaen  out  of  an 
American  ship  to  a  1^^,  instead  of  an  arbitrary 
investigation,  England,  I  should  then  say,  takes 
advantage  of  her  superior  strength  i  and  as  soon 
as  the  United  States  can,  with  any  chance  of 
auccess,  oppose  force  to  force,  they  will,  and 
ought  so  to  do*  The  pressing  a  natural  bora 
American  in  any  case^  but  particularly  out  of 
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atl  American  ship,  if  not  promptly  disavowed, 
and  amply  redressed,  is  an  enormity  not  to  be 
endnred. 

Had  the  government  of  the  United  States  kept 
within  these  bounds,  the  dispute  would  have 
been  settled  kmg  since ;  bnt  Aej  wished  to  esta- 
blish the  same  rule  for  natiiral-born  Americans 
and  naturalized  ones,  naturalized  by  means  of 
laws  which  have  changed  with  every  tarn  of  po- 
litics.  It  is  notorious  that  nearly  oiie  half  of 
the  crews  of  American  ships  sailing  from  south* 
em  ports,  beginning  at  New- York,  were  compo- 
sed of  British  seamen.  Every  individual  oi  them, 
however,  most  probably  had  protections;  one« 
half  of  which  were  consequently  ftlse :  how  could 
it  be  expected  that  such  documents  as  these 
should  be  respected  f  and  yet,  in  point  of  &ctf 
very  few  comparatively  of  these  English  seamen 
were  impressed, — not,  I  am  persuaded,  so  much 
as  one  out  oi«an  hundred ;  *  but  then  a  few  leai 
Americans  were  impressed  along  with  them ;  and 
the  utmost  use  was  made  ofthe  latter  cases,  when- 


*  The  writer  of  tWs  Journal  has  owned  twenty-four  Ameri- 
can vessels  during  the  course  of  this  war; — that  is  to  say,  BiQce 
1793,  forming  together  mofe  than  fite  tiKMiaand  too^  and  h«A 
not  ten  sailors  impreaied  out  of  these  vewels  doriqg  all  that 
ipaoe  of  lime,  tlthoogh  a  great  number  of  them  were  undoubt* 
c<ily  Britiih-boni. 
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ever  thej^  occurred,  to  iuilaaie  the  minds  of  the

Although  the  principle  diould.  be  admitled 
reciprocalh/,  ot  etiiploying  or  protecting  native 
seamea  only,  difficulties  would  undoubtedly 
main  as  to  the  mode  of  asoeitaimng  that  nativi* 
tjr,  the  kind  of  document  to  be  given  ;  and  bow 
to  prevent  fiaodulent  substitutions  of  this  doou 
ment  or  protectim,  from  one  individual  to  an^ 
other* .  bometijLmg  like  Uxe  french  ckmes^  or  re- 
gistering of  sttlors  in  their  native  parishes,  migfat 
be  adopted*  Heavy  penalties  would  go  a  great 
way  io  detecting  frauds  ;  and  the  transfer  of  pa* 
pen  fiom  one  individual  to  another,  miidit  be  e£> 

fectually  prevented,  by  tracing  the  profile  of  the 
individual  on  tiie  margin  of  his  protectioOt-*-* 
which  might  be  done  by  means  of  the  panto* 
graph,  in  two  minutes*  A  liberal  and  dispassi* 
onate  s{urit  is  what  is  most  wanting  to  bring  this 
diqiute  to  a  satisfiurtory  termination. 

Aim^iist  2. — We  slept  yesterday  at  Ormskirk, 
thirteen  miles  from  laverpool,  and  did  not  lose 
by  the  change.  The  local  militia  was  assemUedy 
and  looked  full  as  well  as  troops  of  the  line,  per* 
Sofrming  their  exercise  with  great  precision  ;  tliey 
we  not  however  veiy  fine  men.   The  ftmalea 

of  this  part  of  the  country  (Lancashire)  seem 
gified  .with  a  iaiger  share  of  beauty  than  the 
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men.  We  meet  with  iMiiy  pretty  faces  and 
line  shapes*  This  eveniog  we  are  at  Keudal ;  63 
miles  I0«day  through  a  veiy  fine  oountity.  Not 
till  least  appearance  of  poverty  anywhere.  The 
people  at  work  in  the  fields,  making  hay,  are  all 
decently  clothed.  The  cottages,  tihough  laeBnljr 
built,  mostly  with  mud,  and  thatched,  have  good 
casements ;  white-^washed  inside  ^  roses  and  ho- 
neysucUe  against  the  wall,  and  even  jessandnes 

and  geraniums.  This  surely  indicates  a  great 
degree  of  ease  and  comfort  among  the  lovvei: 
nmks.  We  passed,  in  the  coui^  of  the  day^ 
immense  fields  of  potatoes ;  the  blossoms  of 
some  fields  all  purple,  and  others  ail  white. 
Wheat  seems  cultivated  on  a  smaller  scale.  Itu 
deed  I  have  not  seen  anywhere,  in  England, 
those  boundless  fields  of  waving  corn,  so  com. 
mon  in  the  north  of  France.  There  is,  on  the 
other  liand,  much  more  laiid  in  meadows*  Jud* 
ging  by  their  fields,  they  should  consume  more 
meat  than  bread  in  tbb  country. 

We  have  crossed  many  canals  to-day,  or  per- 
haps the  same  several  times  over,  on  veiy  good 
stone  bridges  of  a  single  arch.  These  canals 
wind  round  hills,  following  levels,  like  natural 
streams,  and  are  not  at  all  ofiensive,  in  a  pictu- 
resque light,  except  when  they  happen  some- 
times to  travel  side  by  side  with  a  real  river.  It 
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is  not  more  ibaii  half  a  ceatmy  etoce  canab  were 

generally  introduced  in  England,  and  they  are 
principally  due  to  the  eaterpriziog  apirit  the 
Duke  of  Bridgewater  (an  impropriate  name), 
guidedby  a  celebrated  engineer.  He  coastructedy 
near  IiFerpool»  a  eanalt  bearing  hia  nam^  wfakh 
passes  over  a  navigable  river  by  means  of  a  very 
high  aqueduct.  Canals  intersect  the  country^ 
in  every  direction^  from  north  to  aouth^  and 
from  east  to  west»  in  so  curious  a  manner,  that, 
to  give  an  idea  of  itp  I  Annex  here  a  map  of  ca- 
nalsy  taken  from  a  new  publication  (Mr  Oddy 's^ 
the  object  of  which  is  to  recommend  some  new 
junctions,  marked  with  red  in  the  map,  Scodands 
which  is  also  well  provided  with  canalsi  is  not 
included  in  this  map.  The  freight  of  a  ton  of 
^  coalt  of  36  bushels,  is  about  two-pence  per  mile, 
and  so  in  proportion  for  other  things ;  wheat 
from  Norfolk,  which  is  acorn  countiv,  to  Liver- 
po(df  which  is  not,  costs  for  carriage  about  9^  2d* 
theqnarter,  of  eight  bushels;  while  by  sea  it  would 
cost  13s.  3d.,  and  without  insurance  lis.  The 
toU  yields  to  the  stock-holders  generally  seven 
or  eight  per  cent.,  and  tbqr  are  restricted  to  a 
certain  maximum  oi  pruhts.*  '

The  celebrated  royal  canal  of  China,  from  Pekin  to  Canton, 
is  825  nnliin  m  length,  50  feet  wide,  anil  nine  feet  cleepi  ami 
traveree«  ieio^ral  iojge  riwaxo  ioim«n«e  afnadiictfc^ 
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under  bis  lock  and  key  ddifcora  ftom-  hASjOOd 

(a  delinquent,  collector  of  the  customs,)  to  seven 
abilUngs.  Debtors  ibr  sums  less  than  LJO^  we 
wtm  toUt  are  let  mit  without  oost^  after  as  iimiijr 

days  detention  as  there  are  shillings  in  the  sum 
tiiejr  owe  ^  tbe  creditor  is  obliged  to  pay  ior  their 
naintenanoe.  There  are  ten  or  twelve  criminals 
executed  every  year,  and  a  greater  number  trims- 
ported  to  Botaoy  Bay»  who  do  not  consider  it  as 
any  pomdiment  at  all.  Some  are  kept  here  at 
hard  labour,  something  on  the  plan  oi  our  peni* 
tentiary  prisons  in  America,  The  jailor  did  not 
seem  to  believe  in  the  efficacy  of  this  philanthro- 
pic  punishment.  It  does  not  in  general  last  loi^ 
enough  to  operate  a  total  change  of  babita,  nor 
la  k  fitted  finr  example.  What  ia  to  be  done  with 
all  these  poor  wretches  ?  «*  On  est  bicn  embar- 
rass^ des  mdchans — dans  ce  monde  et  dana 
Pautre*^  Tbk  prison  was  perfectly  dean  in 
every  part,  to  the  very  dungeons  j— tliis  again  is 
the  fruit  of  Howard's  labours.  The  view  from 
John  o'  Gamit's  Tower  extends  over  a  bleak 
couQti7»  ail  the  trees  of  wluch  are  bent  to  the 
gpouBd  by  the  air  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  Car^ 
mel  Sandst  fimning  a  dangerous  road,  where  tra« 
vellers  may  be  overtaken  by  the  tide,  and  which, 
we  propose  to  avoid. 

The  cattle  we  saw  in  Wales  were  all  black  and 
small^  here  all  white*  or  nearly  white,  very  latg^

aad  their  homs  of  unreasonable  leuglh  and  ian- 
tuti^  shape,  toniing  down  under  the  neck,  or  ly- 
ing backwards,  or  pointed  into  ihe  flesh,  and  cacli 
dlffisrent  wajs»  of  no  use  to  the  animal  as  a  de- 
fence, and  quite  a  deformity ; — ^the  hornless  cat* 
tie  ot  Norfolk  are  less  offensive, 
'  The  common  people  here^  as  well  as  every- 
iAme  in  England,  are  very  drilling  to  answer 
questions  to  the  best  of  their  abilities,  but  tbey 
aeem  to  know  less  beyond  their  immediate  call- 
ing than  the  same  clanes  in  America the  far- 
mer  knows  nothing  beyond  the  plough, — ^thc  • 
shopman  out  of  his  trade, — and  the  postboy 
only  that  part  of  the  road  to  the  next  stage. 
Kendal  is  surrounded  by  iuik,  with  beautiful  vaU 
lies  between. 

Aug,  5«— Ambleside.  We  arrived  here  the  3d, 
in  the  morning,  and  discovered  the  lake  of  Win- 
demiere  from  the  height  of  the  Bowness,  wbicli 
overlooks  it  about  its  middle.  The  first  sight  ra- 
ther disappointed  us ;  it  liad  the  appearance  of 
one  of  our  wide  AmericAi  rivers^— and  we  had 
expected  something  better.  The  lake  h  not 
much  more  than  a  mile  wide,  while  tlie  length  is 
twdve ;  its  smfacei  glassy  and  blue,  reflected  ihe 
opposite  shore,  of  a  moderate  Iicight,  and  shaded 
with  cop^ce  only.  The  extremity  of  the  lake,  on 
our  left^  appeared  flat  and  tame ;  but  its  hea^ 
on  our  right,  wai  crowned  with  bold  mountains  of 
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an  abrupt  outline,  and  we  of  them  bordering  op 
tbe  grotesque.  Descending  ixom  the  height  we 
INPOoteded  to  the  right  ^inmg  the  iii«giii  of  tibt 
lake  for  some  miles ; — its  gentle  waves,  cleat 
md  pure  like  ciystal,  fell  in  measured  time  on  a 
beach  of  fine  aand ;  the  namm  windiiig  lOid 

was  quite  overshadowed  with  trees, — a  woody  hill 
4m  the  rig^t,  and  the  lake  on  the  left,  the  whole 
way.  We  left  this  with  vegiet  to  readi  AmUe- 

side,  which  is  some  distance  from  the  lake. 
Looking  from  thence  towards  tiie  lake,  you  find 
it  divested  of  that  bentiM  fhune  of  inllt  de- 
scribed before  ;  and  it  is  certainly  seen  to  most 
advantage  iiram  Bowness  ^  but  the  mftnntaine 
tbemsehes,  at  the  fiiot  of  whidb  we  ere  arrived^ 
promise  many,  beauties,  and  deserve  to  be  exa- 
nioed  at  leisuce.  The  season  advaoeii^  we  ][^eii^ 
0Mi^63OBQi^  ma  ^ps^^  aiid^ 
after  irfsiting  Scotland,  return  to  spend  the  re^ 
mufuider  of  the  autmiui  here,  where  we  ere  invi- 
ted by  fHendship,  as  weU  as  hy  the  ettraetioiis 
erf*  the  scenery. 

Aug*  Hawick.  We  left  AmUeside  yce- 
terday  numiing,  with  fbur  horses,  for  a  stage 
of  twenty^ibur  miles,  the  fii^t  part  oi  which  is 
f»Qtirely  among  bilhu  fVxr  five  miki  we  crept 
up  slowly  a  very  steep  asoeiit  Windermere  and 
its  banks  appeared  below  like  a  mei;e  cup  of 
water  I  other  bright  qpecks  shone  among  the 
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dark  green  of  the  mountainous  landscape  ^  and 
at  tfaifty  mflesdifitaoci^  the  6iiids  of  Gvlm«l  Mi 
the  Irish  Sea  skirted  the  horhson.  Near  us  all 
was  bare  and  desolate^  and  although  we  might 
be  I50O  or  flOODfeet  above  Ambteside,  the  nioiiii^ 
tain  rose  much  hi<!^her.  A  descent,  as  rapid  as 
tlie  ascenW  brought  us  to  Patterdale  (eleven 
miles),  at  the  head  of  Uhwater.   Ibis  0  die 

wrong  end  from  which  we  sec  it,  hut  intending 
to  return  the  same  way,  we  shall  lose  nothing. 
Thisside  of  the  monntnis,  into tiie  boaom 
which  Ulswater  penetrates,  is  bolder,  and  pre- 
sents finer  tbmis  thLin  the  Windermere  side.  I 
took  a  sketdi  of  Eagle  Cng.  The  rest  of  the 
stas^e,  to  Penrith,  lies  alons^  the  margin  of  the 
west  side  of  the  lake, — ^its  clear  water  and  pdK 
biy  shore  on  one  side  of  (he  road,*  and  a  fine  wood 
of  old  oaks  on  the  other ;  the  opposite  bank  a 
naked  rock,  without  any  trees  |  and  behiiid 
us,  between  the  overhanging  blanches  of  the 
wood,  the  dark  recess  of  mountains  we  hsd  jfist 
left,  of  a  uniform  leaden  blue.  As  we  proceed* 
ed,  the  banks  on  both  sides  became  lower  and 
tamer, — and,  at  last,  hardly  even  pretty.  The 
woods,  which  contribute  so  much  to  the  beauty 
of  Ulswater,  owe  their  presci  v  ation  to  the  Duke 
of  Norfolk,  who  is  proprietor,  and  has  erected  a 
house  her^  in  the  casteBated  Gothic  s^e,  in  a 
very  fine  situation.   The  banks  of  Windermere, 
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aad»  X  am  toiii«  of  oUiejrJakea^  are  atripped  every 
terlBMi  yon  of  their  gfowuiy  hauaath  to  make 

brooms  and  charcoal ! 

•  Penrith  is  a  tolerably  good4Doking  little  town  , 
■mat  Okf  the  had  bdsaa  of  mirrii  in  theif 

windows,  and  our  inn  was  quite  perfumed  with 
the  Frenchman's  weed."  Soon  after  leaving 
Iteiith  £Mr  Cadisie,  and  Ssom  the  top  of  a  mo- 
derate hill,  \vc  had  an  extensive  view  of  the 
wbote  range  oi  xnountains  we  had  passed  in  the 
looniini^  and  ev«n  aaw».iMrt;  of  thatl^ 

and,  more  west,  the  top  oi  Skiddaw,  behind  Sad- 
dleback.   All  these  mountains  appeared  sunk 

behind  the  vell^eiioed  horiaoaof  dieneh  phua 

pounding  away  before  us. 

We  aiept  at  mrry  Cazlkle  (duU  and  v^y 
enough),  48  milea;  and  U^day,  by  Loogtowa 

and  Langholm,  to  Hawick,  44  miles.  About  ISJ 
milea  north  of  Carlisle,  our  post-boy  shewed  ua 
a  tree  whioh  di?idea  the  two  kingdoms  j  a  oomU 
nal  division,  which  brings  to  mind  forcibly  the 
i^bappy  timm,  when.tfaiaveiy  frontier,  wai^.ade* 
miru  odled  debateaUe  lands,  open  to  the  .  reci- 
procal depredations  oi  lawless  borderers,  and 

one  hundred  years  ago. 
Oar  road  lay  beautifully  alon^  the  baoki  of  the 
Esk,  tlie  Teviot,  and  several  oilier  romanlic  lit- 
tle river8»  dashing  along  their  rocky  beds*  Pass- 
ing the  Eski  over  a  high  stone  bridge  of  two 
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arches,  the  middle  pier  baldly  planted  on  a  rock, 
we  were  struck  witli  the  milder  beauties  of  tbe 
hinging  wood  and  smooth  kwn  on  the  other 

gjde, — too  nalnj-ai  to  be  cnlirel}  iiatuic.  The  ar- 
tificial compositioa  of  gardens  in  England,  aa 
that  of  its  gomnment,  abridges  only  the  libeitf 
of  doing  barm.    A  pretty  cottafife  was  just  seen 
amoo^  die  tcee^b  with  a  neat  path  leading  to  it. 
Wo  alighted^  and  followed  the  path  to  a  small 
building  ot  stones  covered  with  thatch,  and  were 
locddog  throii^  the  casements  at  the  nural  fiiiw 
niture  hiside,  wboi  alittle  floMch  giil  eaase  niiw 
ning  bareibotedy  with  the  key  in  her  hand,  and 
infonned  us  that  this  was  the  Duke  of  fiiK> 
deudi's  haotf  (bower,)  and  that  her  mother  had 
ihe  care  of  the  place.  ^  The  inside  was  covored^ 
waUa^  eeflini^  chairs»  and  sofii,  with  moM»  inge* 
niously  woven  into  a  solid  velvetty  matting ;  the 
tables  and  irames  o£  seats  were  oi  rough  sticks 
and  roots ;  and  an  adjoining  doaet  contained  a 
set  of  common  earthen-ware,  root  salt-cellars, 
&c :  pretty  toys  for  grown  children,  bom  in  the 
lap  of  luxury,  to  play  with,  and  make  beheve  be- 

ing  ])oor !  The  wiilcr  of  the  Ebk,  though  very 
clear,  is  deeply  tinged  with  brown,  like  codec. 

We  passed  this  afijemoon  a  tract  of  comdtry 
very  different  fruai  England,  It  is  a  succession 
of  steep  bills,  with  intervening  vallies,  ail  unip> 
foxxsXy  covered  with  a  fine  green  turf,  smooth, 
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and  unbroken  by  a  single  tree,  bush,  weed,  or 
stone  i  sheep  hangup  along  tlie  sides  of  the  ao* 
divittes,  $3ad  heie  and  liiere  a  ^hefhoAhof 
wrapped  up  in  his  plaid  ; — ^nothin^  to  interrupt 
tbe  aameness  and  rtiUncis»  but  the  little  stream 
bmlfiiig  along  eadi*-^rf  ,  aver  a  bed  of  nnind 
pebbles.  The  road  ibilowiug  tliese  streams  was 
siqgnlariy  good  and  level  $  and,  upoo  tiie  vfaoiOf 
ttoe  waa  mudi  simple  giandeor  and  beaiify  in 
the  scene.  As  the  hills  became  lower,  and  the 
vaUies  wider»  fidda  and  meadows,  and  extensive 
plontatkmofflm  and  laidies  succeeded,  all  very 
flourishing,— but  the  cottages  miserably  dirty. 
Mid  a  sad  contrast  to  thoae  of  Walei^  so  white 
and  so  neat,  and  adorned  with  flowers.  The 
Scotch  are  said  to  be  more  industrious  and  more 
Hirilty  than  the  Wdsb»  They  cannot  aftbfd  let 
sure,  I  suppose,  to  be  comfortable,  and  certainly 
do  not  ruin  themselves  by  luxuries.  Children,  in 
health  and  in  nigs»  with  fiur  hair  and  dir^  fiicesb 

swarm  on  the  dung-hills  at  cacli  door.  An  old 
barrel  stuck  through  the  thatdi  ^ves  Sot  a 
diimney.  The  stable  and  dwelUng  are  ond^  Ae 

same  roof;  one  door  serves  for  both, — and  the 
dark  runtmgs  irom  the  heap  of  dung,  and  the 
heap  of-  peat,  piled  up  against  the  boose,  drain 

imder  the  floor,  and  some  upon  it.    The  climate 

must  be  healthy  indeed,  where  all  this  does  not 
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bceed  infection.  The  fields  of  potatoes  aad  oau

Auguu.  iO* — Edinburgh,  by  SeUiirk,  47  miles. 

We  have  ciQsaed  to-day  the  Tveed^  the  fiistddu 
and  the  Yarrow,  the  names  ef  which  sound  poe- 
tical in  our  ears*  There  is  a  beautiiiil  spot  in 
Tweecyalc^  locky  and  wikl»  in  the  ashUle  of 
whidi  a  Mr  Fringle  has  spread  his  lawn,  and 
planted  iiis  house  by  the  side  of  the  hrst-men* 
tioned  river.  Walter  Scott  Ima  in  that  neigli* 
|)Ourhood«    After  this  we  came  to  an  extensive 
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.  tract  of  uncultivated  moor,  to  appearance  fit  for 
ciiltivstion ;  Itere  and  thcts  phntatioitt  of  Hn^ 

larches  and  birch,  flourishing,  but  not  beautiful, 
being  square  compact  bodies,  prote^ad  with  a 
ttoife  mit  i«--4hey  are  VSn  black  patches  ota  tile 
back  and  shoulders  ot  the  mountains.  About  ten 
er  twdra  miles  irom  JBdinbuigh  ire  began  lo^dis* 
eover  something  we  conceited  to  be  the  castle^ 

on  an  insulated  rock.  A  beautiiul  plain  lay  be* 
ibre  us,  varied  with  inequalities,  groves  of  tree% 
and  eountry-bmises  I  a  hoHow  loed'wMi  ibeks 
and  hanging  wood  on  each  side,  and  a  murmur- 
tog  ttresm*  bnought  ns  to  that  plain.  We  soon 
pmeifed  Awt  what  ne  had  taken  Ibr  the  castle^ 
was  the  bare  summit  of  the  mountain  called  Ar- 
thur's Seat,  nest  the  foot  of  which  the  Castle- 
hm  eoaM  now  be  distinguished*  It  ratned  and 
it  blew,  and  the  sun  shone  bright,  alternately 

anwy  qnarfeer  of  an  hour;  and  we  had^tbos  an 
early  sample  of  the  tempestuous  and  variable  cli« 
mate  of  Edinburgh,  Houses  became  more  nu* 
mcroiis;  and  we  drove  into  a  popnhms  snbutbt 

by  a  good-looking  street  full  of  shops*  Six  mag- 
nificent columns  on  the  lett  attracted  our  curio- 
sity ;  therf  belong  to  a  laige  edifice  half^nished, 

tlic  Collcij^e.  By  means  of  a  bridge  of  only 
one  arch,  we  passed  over  a  deep  subterranean 
stmt^  then  to  another  bridge  h>ng  and  lofty, 

trav  ersing  a  sui  t  of  valley,  like  the  bed  of  a  river 
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left  dry,  This  biidge  leads  to  the  new  towu« 
MpmM  firom  the  old  fagr  Ike  valkgr,  and  p» 
seBting  a  long  line  of  quay  or  terrace*  imd  bouseB 
of  a  neat  and  modeiu  appearance,  with  les3 
aoiae  and  activity  than  the  old  towiv  ti»m%h 
wliich  we  had  just  passed.  Froceediiig  along 
tbia  fine  quay»  the  retrospect  of  the  old  town 

one  over  the  other,  very  dingy  and  high,  like 
'  towersi  of  eight  or  ten  stories^  with  windows  vac 
Hunei^Ue ;  and  the  caatle  penhod  on  ila  oock 
overlooking  the  whole.  Leaving  the  quay,  we 
penetrated  into  the  n^w  town,  by  a  wide  street, 
leading  to  a  laige  and  regiilar  aquare,  then  ano- 
ther atvaet,  also  rq^uhr,-*-^  pubb'c  building,  in 
^  very  good  style  of  archite^uret  on  our  ie^ 
and  a  handsome  cbuich  on  our  n^iL  Thia  vaa 
the  street  we  were  looking  for,  and  here  we  are 
in  commodious  lodgings,  seated  by  a  blazing 
fir^~whioh  ia  extremely  pleaaant^.  (lOth  Aui> 
gust),  although  it  is  not  cold ;  but  fire  is  like  an 
old  friend, — ^it  has  the  warmth  of  iiriendship^  and 
nakea  you  welcome. 

AuguU  \9. — ^The  inhabitants  of  Edinburgh 
are  fond  of  the  country;  nHNit  of  those  for 
whom  we  bad  letters^  and  aome  we  had  known 
in  America,  are  absent*  The  two  Messrs  J. 
have  undertaken  most  kindly  to  do  the  honours 
of  their  town,  and  give  ua  as  much  of  their  time 
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as  if  they  ImA  nothing  else  to  do  with  it.  We 
hsve  leeoy  mider  thdr  guidaiic^  all  thete  is  to 
be 

This  is  a  town  of  90  or  100,000  inhabitatrts* 
(the  tmth  part  of  Loiidoii)»  in  three  distinet 
visions  ;  the  old  and  the  new  town  side  by  side, 
with  the  wide  ditch  between  j  then  the  port, 
(seajport)  at  about  a  mile  diatance,  on  Oe  Krith 

of  Forth,  The  shops,  tradesmen,  and  labourers, 
are  mostly  in  the  old  town.  The  college  is  there 
AOf  hat  learning  begins  to  be  attracted  by  po* 

liteness,  and  the  professors  come  to  live  in  the 
region  of  good  dinners  and  fine  ladies.  From 
a  height  (Qdton  Hill)  in  tlie  new  town,  which 

overlooks  the  dark,  dull,  and  dirty  assemblage 
of  the  old  houses  of  the  old  town,  strangers  are 
shewn,  with  a  mfactofv  tst  pride  and  pity,  tiie 

back  of  the  humble  abode  of  Adam  Smith,  and 
the  place  where  he  composed,  walking  to  and 
Ao,  his  woifc  on  the  Wealdi  of  Nations*  Not 
far  off,  the  house  lately  inhabited  by  another  ce- 
lebrated professor,  but  who,  happily  tor  his  oooii* 
try,  has  not  taken  his  place  f0t  among  Ae  great 
men  who  are  no  more**

increase  nearly  equal  to  our  Amerlcaa  cities. . 
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The  environs  of  Edinburgh,  as  well  as  the  site 
on  which  it  is  built,  present  accidents  of  high  geo- 
logical interest ;  masses  of  rocks  protruding  the 
soil,  rise  abruptly  to  great  heights.  Calton  Hill, 
already  mentioned,  in  the  new  town,  is  ^50  feet 
high ;  the  rock  of  the  castle,  in  the  old  town, 
about  as  much  ;  and  close  to  the  town  Arthur's 
Seat,  near  800  feet  high.  In  the  space  of  two 
or  three  miles,  south  and  west,  the  surrounding 
country  is  herisse  with  eight  or  ten  similar  pro- 
tuberances, each  400  or  500  feet  high.  These 
masses  are  of  a  basaltic  nature,  and  assume,  in 
many  places,  the  prismatic  form  ordinary  to 
that  substance.  These  rocks  are  less  interesdng* 
to  the  painter  than  to  the  naturalist,  they  do  not 
unite  well  with  the  country,  and  are  either  too 
uniform  or  too  grotesque. 

This  is,  in  every  respect,  a  singular  town. 
The  new  part  is  placed  in  the  middle  of  a  beau- 
tiful and  fertile  country,  without  suburbs,  or 
shabby  approach,  like  other  towns  which  have 
grown  by  degrees.  This  one  was  cast  in  a 
mould,— -created  all  at  once,  within  the  memory 
of  half  its  inhabitants ;  for,  when  this  fine  bridge 
which  now  unites  the  two  towns,  was  built,  in 
in  1769,  the  new  town  did  not  exist,  or  only 
three  or  four  houses  of  it  Houses  are  shewn 
in  the  old  town,  where  persons  of  the  first  con- 
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aequoice  Kt^  Bot  a  great  many  yem  ago»  n(sm 
oal^  deemed  fit  ibr  the  lowest  tiadeameu  or  la- 
hmam.

doubtedly  preponderate.  There  cannot  be  any 
gveai  harm  in  having  a  little  more  space  and 
doMdomi  in  their  dwellings ;  io  apindifig  their 
evenings  at  plays  and  concerts,  rather  than  at  ta« 
vemai  in  dining  at  the  hour  ia  which  they  used 
to  sum  end  iMisg  ondneilas  in  a  country  where 
it  rains  so  often.  The  great  change  noticed  in 
the  saose  wockp  in  the.use  of  aident  qpintsb  u  of 
•  SMiich  more  aianaing  nature ;  it  hat  Inefcawd 
fnrodigiously,  while  that  of  betr  has  diminished 

nearly  in  die  same  pfoportion.  In  1708  there 
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were  51 ,000  galloofl  of  spiritnom  liquori  cMffled 
in  Scotland;  in  1791,  1,696,000  gallons;  ill 
1790^  S^47B  bamb  of  beer  were  brewed  $  md 
in  1784,  only  97,577.  Independently  of  tte  bttd 
comequeoces  oi  the  change,  the  grain  necenuy 
to  make  beer  was  s  valuable  reaootce  m  eaae  of 
scarcity ; — distillation  oniweti  that  purpoie  in  m 
less  degree. 

That  fertiUty,.  fbt  which  volcraie  countries 
arc  remarkable,  prevails  in  this  part  of  Scotland, 
which,  although  without  volcanoes  presents  geo- 
logical phenomena  anffidenily  analogoaa  to  ae- 

count  lor  the  richness  of  soil.  All  the  country 
south-east  of  JbkUaburgh  is  the  granary  of  &;ot» 
land.  The  auflior,  already  quoledt  mentlom^ 

that,  in  1787,  the  fleet  of  Admiral  Parker,  com- 
posed  of  tiileea  hne^d^baJ^e  ships,  nine  irigatei, 
and  Hx  bnndrcsd  merchant  veasds,  cait  «Kte 
in  the  Frith  of  Forth,  and  remained  tliere  seven 
weeks,  without  ratsiDg  sennbly  the  price  of  pro> 
<(riflions.  The  crews  attacked  by  tlie  semry  were 
cured  by  the  plentiful  use  of  vegetables,  and 
particularly  by  strawberries  of  which  extnofdi- 
nary  quantities  grow  in  the  neighbonriMNid* 

In  1763,  tlie  few  carriages  used  at  Edinburgh 
came  from  London.  In  1783»  they  WereaowcB 
constroctefd  on  the  l^pot,  as  to  form  an  object  of 
exportation  ;  aatf  an  order  from  Paris  for  one 
thousand  carriages  was  tfctnally  executed  at 
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Edinburgh  in  that  year ;  and  I  think  I  recol- 
lect having  met  them  traveliiiig  in  a  long  file 

from  Rouen  to  Paris  the  following  summer^ 

•  In  ^g^t  years,  the  tonnage  of  the  port  of  Edin* 

burgh  (Leith)  has  increased  from  42,000  tons  to 
130,000  tons,  and  yet  there  are  few  manufac- 
tures, only  glass  and  paper ino  considerable 
river  in  the  neighbourhood, — no  rich  produc- 
tions but  industry^  ihi^ality^  and  good*order 
are  the  mines  whence  they  dniw  their  wealth.  ' 

Besides  the  bridge,  there  is  another  commu- 
fiication  between  the  two  towns,-^  stupendous 
teoseway  near  a  hundred  feet  high,  and  two  hun- 

ih'ed  feet  wide  at  the  top,  formed  entirely  of  the 
ground  dug  out  for  the  foundations  of  the  new 
town,  projected  en  iabts  across  the  imniense 
<litch.  The  wind,  which  is  often  here  a  hurri- 
^ane^  blows  with  peouliar  violence  along  this 
hollow,  sweeping  die  causeway  and  the  bridge 
in  its  passage,  and  might  carry  off  passengers^  or 
4Utfioy  them  ejUremely,  if  they  were  not  guard* 
ed  a  stone  wall  seven  or  eight  feet  high,  built 
for  that  purpose  the  whole  length  of  it  j  and  the 
op^  balustrade  of  the  bridge  having  been  found

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.  Froip  the  wmdow3  of  our  apartment  we  see^ 
al^ve  the  houses  opposite  to  us,  the  Castle  on 
jts  rocky  pedestal,  and  the  esplanade  where  the 
troops  exercise.  The  wind,  which  agitates  their 
standards,  bears  to  us,  at  intervals,  the  sounds  of 
.warlike  music,  md  the  last  rays  of  the  sun  sliine 
on  their  polished  arms.  TlieLceatineb  seen  ath- 
wart the  sky"  seem  really  "  of  giant  size a0 
io^ige  I  had  admired  in  the  splendid  poem  of  Mf 
Scotty  notwithstandixig  my  doubts  otf  its  exact* 
ness,  and  for  which  it  is  not  easy  to  accountf 
The  same  cause  which  enlarges  to  our  eyes  the 
apparent  bulk  of  the  moon  9^  time  of  ite  ih 
sing  or  setting  (the  comparison  with  intervening 
objects,)  should  reduce  the  human  figure.  It  is 
not  the  greatness  of  bulk  of  the  moon  on  the  bo» 
rizon  which  is  a  deception  of  our  sight,  but  its 
•apparent  smallness  at  the  zenith.  Rock3  aad 
mountains,  and  even  castles  and  fortifications, 
seem  always  nearer  than  they  are,  because  their 
lines  are  strong  and  distinctly  seen.;  and  a  maci^ 
placed  upon  them,  should  appear  like  a  dwavf, 
rather  than  a  giant.  The  poet,  however,  has 
drawji  correctly  from  nature,  and,  as  i3  usual  witli 
him,  most  happily.  The  Castle  has  nothing  re^ 
markablc  but  its  situation  and  prospect,  wliich  is 
very  extensive  and  suigular.  One  side  overlooks 
the  venerable  uncleanliness  of  the  old  town,  dis** 
playing,  just  under  the  eye,  a  l^yriftth  of  crook-

Uolyrood-liouse 
iB  a  diamal  mooastic^looking  castle,  formerly  the 

reside  nee  of  the  Scotch  Kinirs ; — a  quadraiigte, 
iiauked  with  towers  at  each  corner ;  the  apart* 
meots  distributed  all  rofinid^  The  name  of  Mom^ 

fiiiiir  on  a  door  attracted  our  attention  ;  it  wa^ 
the  apartment  occupied,  for  some  years,  hy  tbat 
Frinoe  and  his  Uttle  court*  His  bed-is  stffl  there^ 
and  souie  remains  of  furniture.  We  were  shewn, 
on  the  wall,  the  portrait  of  Princess  £hzaheth« 
well  painted,  but  over  dressed,  in  the  extreme  of 
the  fashion  of  the  time*  At  the  extremity  of  a 
liRig  galleiy,  on  a  raised  platform^  the  altar  is 
still  seen  where  mass  used  to  be  celelHBted  for 
these  illustrious  exiles.  Raising  a  comer  of  the 
doth  which  covers  this  altar,  we  recognized  the 
familiar  form  of  a  common  sideboard,  which  had 
been  thus  dignified^ 

The  apartment  of  another  uilfortunate  tcfal 
person,  Queen  Mary,  ii>  under  the  same  roof. 
Her  bed  is  shewn,  covered  with  a  hue  ailk  coun- 
terpane, in  tatters ;  then  the  iatal  closet,  hardfy 
twelve  feet  square,  wliere  the  beauteous  queen 
was  at  supper  with  her  favourite,  David  Xlizaio^ 
and  some  other  persons,  when  a  troop  of  sssassiost 

having  the  swt  of  kinc^  her  hu.^hand  ai  their 
h^d,  burst  in,  and  tore  the  Italian  ivom  her  pre- 
sence^ and  even  from  her  arms,  dragging  him^ 
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tbvof^  aeiml  loonis,  ptereed  witfi  Aeir  ramds 

in  fifty-six  places.*  We  reached  the  iktal  cloaet 
hy  tint  Mine  bftck  8taitc&8e»  nused  the  Bsme  cof  • 
Her  of  the  same  tapestry,  covering  the  narrow 
^oor  in  the  thick  wall^  througii  which  the  mur- 
dereift  enterad  the  queen's  apartjneDt.  Tiacea 
of  blood  are  visible  on  various  parts  of  the 
lioor.  Our  conductress  observed^  that  the  floor 
18  scoured  r^^idarly  once  a-week;  and  aufqfioaiig 
it  to  have  always  been  as  well  taken  care  of,  that 
ia  12^000  or  13,000  scuurmgs  since  the  mvuw 
der$— yet  the  blood  is  therc^  and  nothing  can 
take  it  off !

LikeaDlte- 
Scotch  rivers,  the  Clyde  is  n  torrent,  rolling  its 
eoffee^louredy  yet  Uanfid  wafeanb  ebng  e  bed 
of  Mcka,  deeply  «Mik  beiwoea  feipMdic^dur 
banks,  or  wails  of  rocks,  150  feet  high,  with  bold 
prcyectieiia  and  iodenlttiearta.  Aa  eaiy  path  firi- • 
lows  the  tirink  of  this  precipice ;  the  etim  aide 
of  the  chasro^  rising  in  full  view,  is  as  high,  or 
higher.  You  aeon  cotne  to  e  great  Aft  ef  the 
river.  Turning  a  comer,  it  presents  itself  in  full 
view,  tumbling  down  broken  ledges  of  rocks, 
betwea  the  two  ragged  cheekai  tbia  ia  calcid 
Corr»»Hnn.  Then  soon  another  fall  (Boniton),—* 
and  another  again, — till,  after  a  walk  of  one  mile 
on  even  ground,  along  the  precipitoua  tank,  yam  - 

reach  the  top  of  all  the  falls,  and  the  river,  raised  ' 

to  your  leveli  washes  the  sod  at  your  &et.

xoos3»  aa  at  the  Duke  of  fiuccleuch's*  Lady  Ross 
is  preprietar  of  this  beantifiil  plaec^  end  the 
publie*  is  certainly  much  obliged  to  her  for  the 
i^alk,  the  ibuntain,  and  the  resting-places;  but 
artists  would  wish  beskles  to  have  some  means  of 

descending  to  the  bottom  of  the  chasm,  so  :is  to 
obtain  a  view  of  the  fall  fitter  tor  the  penc]l  tliaa 
tlie  present  bird^s  eye  view;  and  this  might  be 
'  easily  contrived.  The  opposite  bank  belongs  to 
a  lady  ^Iso  ;  and  both  shew  their  taste  in  tb<t 
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choice  of  their  residence.  I  like  this  place  bet« 
ter  dmn  PiercfiMd^  wliich  it  resembles  in  the 
ahape  of  the  groutids  ;  but  the  Wye  is  dull  and 
iltfny, — the  Clyde  clear  and  boisterous  ^  and  the 
ooffiBe*tiiige  of  the  latter  tetoperates  happily  tb^ 
■whiteness  of  the  tumbling  foam,  which  otherwise 
might  be  too  like  cascades  of  magnesia.  Quite 
captivated  with  the  charms  of  Ladj  Ross*  I  paid 
her  a  second  visit  of  three  hours  the  next  morn- 
ing, and  tried  several  sketches^  but  with  very  in- 
diffisfcnt  suecettk 

Returning  to  Lanark,  we  stopped  a  moment 
at  a  cotton-manufactory.  It  was  the  first  esta* 
Uiahed  in  Scotland*  and  the  most  considenihle. 

It  is  certainly  a  prodigious  establishment.  We 
saw  four  stone  buildings,  i^o  ieet  front  each, 
four  stories  of  twenty  windows*  and  several  other 
buildings,  less  considerable ;— 2500  workmen, 
niostiy  children,  who  work  irom  six  o'clock  in 
the  morning  till  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
having  in  that  interval  an  hour  and  a  quarter 
allowed  for  their  meals ;  at  night,  from  eight  to 
ten  for  scbod.  These  children  are  taken  into 
employment  at  eight  years  old,  receiving  five 
ahiihngs  arweek ;  when  older,  they  get  as  much 
as  halEa>gQinea«  Part  of  then  inhabit  houses 
close  to  the  maiiul'actory,  others  at  Lanark,  one 
mile  distance^  and  we  were  assured  the  latter 
are  dislangnished  from  the  others  bj  healthier

The  ride  to  it  h  along  a  ra- 
vine, something  like  the  deep  bed  of  the  Mouse 
we  saw  the  day  before  yesterday,  but  much  infe- 
rior. Hie  litde  river  here  is  called  the  Avon. 
A  grove  of  oaks  is  shewn  at  this  place  of  a  pro* 
digious  size :— we  saw  them  at  a  dislance  only« 

It  is  clear  that  Scotland  is  capable  of  beaiing 
line  timber,  and  that  its  want  of  wood  is  charge* 
able  to  the  inattention  of  the  inhaUiantB»  and 
not  to  any  defect  of\soil  or  cHiiiatc.  • 
We  iinishcd  tlie  day  at  our  obliging  conduct- 
or's.  The  loses  of  his  garden  are  still  in  flower ; 
cherries  are  not  over ;  green  peas  and  cauHfiow- 
crs  are  in  season }  and  hay-making  has  tmreUed 
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wSk  08  from  Londoa  her e» — nearly  two  montlic 

diffference !  The  summer  of  Scotland  is  uncer* 
Uuit  Ute,  and  cooU  The  seasons  are  bleuded 
together,  and  it  is  scarcely  ever  hot  or  cold.' 

August  24. — Glasgow.  Yesterday  morning  we 
visited  the  ruins  of  Both  weli  Castle,  in  thegrouods 
of  Lord  Doi]glaa,~A  good  ruiot  but  dieiHjfed  tm* 

ther  tau  yoiithtully.  It  looL^i  as  il'  it  had  been 
taken  up  from  its  old  bed  of  rubbi^  careiuiiy 
dusted,  scoured  with  soap-suds  and  a  birash,  tbeb 
placed  oil  the  top  of  a  knoll  of  neat  tin  l  ,  with  li 
gravel  walk  all  round.  There  used  to  be  a  bed 
of  flowers  too,— but  that  is  removed ;  and,  upon 
the  whole,  if  the  gravel  walk  were  made  to  resem- 
ble an  easy  worn  path,  1  would  not  quarrel  with 
tihe  green  turf,  nor  the  absence'  of  thorns  and 
briars.  The  grounds,  though  not  Extensive,  are 
very  beautiful,  and  the  walks  well  laid  out.  We 
saw  no  servants  to  fee^  and  watch  our  steps,  which 
is  certainly  unusually  liberal. 

At  night  we  were  received  with  Scotch  hospi* 
tality  at  Mill*heugh  by  the  family  of  the  late  ce« 
lebrated  Professor  Millar.  A  little  sequestered 
stfMi  shady  valet  watered  by  a  small  lively  stream^ 
ts  called  here  a  holme^  (but  pronounced,  though 
not  meaning,  home ;)  and  the  rivulet  is  called  a 
burn. 

On  our  arrival  at  Glasgow  this  .morning,  we 
found  at  the  inn  several  notes  of  invitation,  and

Thcscf 
were  not  simple  form  of  politeness,  for  in  less 
than  an  hour,  Professor  M.  Mr  G.  and  Mr  H.

Deplorable  as  the  uncertainty  of  our  ideas  on 
futurity  is  already,  that  ambition  of  fame  which 
boAm  its  gratification  in  the  extinguishment  of 
men's  best  hopes,  is  a  more  effectual  curse  to 
them,  than  the  vulgar  ambition  of  conquering 
fame. 

I  understand  there  is  more  of  the  reforming 
spirit  observable  at  Glasigow  than  at  Edinburgh* 
lliat  spirit  is  scarcely  ever  found -among  the  peo- 
ple of  the  country^  but  only  in  the  lar^e  towns^ 
and  peculiarly  in  the  manufacturing  towns*  Theu* 
population  is  exposed  to  many  hard  vicissitudes 
and  trials.  When  trade  is  prosperous,  they  ear^ 
a  great  deal,  live  in  luxury^  and  indulge  in  ex- 
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ceisea  i  at  other  times  they  starve^  and  are  con* 

scqueiitly  turbalent  and  discontented.  Although 
there  may  be  desirable  rdbrms  in  the  govern- 
ment, the  morals  of  these  reformers  Aemsdvea 
arc  more  immediately  in  need  of  amendment. 
The  condeDeed  population  of  trading  towns  has 
been  the  hot4ied  of  liberty*  and  gave  the  signal 
of  emancipation  among  tiie  lower  ranks ;  but  the 
excess  of  this  condensation  now  generates  heenee* 
Scotland  is,  upon  the  whole,  very  loyal ;  and  con- 
sidering how  lately  it  has  lost  its  former  inde- 
pendence, or  rather,  separate  soyerpignty,  and 
how  many  things  remain  to  perpetuate  the  recok 
lection  of  it,  there  is  some  reason  to  be  surprised 
that  the  Scots  should  appear  more  attached  to  the. 
British  government,  more  quiet  and  obedient, 
than  even  the  English  themselves.  Why  should 
Ireland  present  a  qpectade  so  totally  different  ? 

A  gentleman  whohas  a&rm  near  (Slasgow,  has 
sold  the  crop  of  a  field  of  potatoes  at  sometlnng 
more  than  L^SOsterling  anacre,inthegmind,  and 
to  be  taken  up  by  the  purchaser.  This  appears 
prodigious ;  and  if  there  is  so  mucli  advantage  in 
the  cultivation  of  potatoes,  one  would  suppose  it 
would  be  soon  so  extended  as  to  bring  the  returns 
of  a  iieki  oi  potatoes  nearer  on  a  par  with  that  of 
a  field  of  wheat. 

The  iiicointHax  on  lands  (one-tenth)  is  raised 
on  the  rent,  when  the  land  is  let,  and  when  th^

proprietor  is  his  own  farmer  the  rent  is  estimated 

by  the  general  value  of  land,  and  not  by  the  ac- 
tual proceciU*  Such  is  the  prodigious  increase  of 
industry  here,  that  sudi  lands  as  would  have  let 
sixty  years  ago  at  2s.  an  acre,  bring  now  four 
guineas,  (forty*two  times)»  and  the  rent  is  paid 
with  more  facility,  certainty,  and  regularity  than 
formerly.  Scotch  ianners  are  said  not  to  be  so 
blindly  attached  to  old  exploded  methods  as 
those  of  England,  and  are  more  disposed  to  pro- 
fit by  modern  discoveries ;  but  the  great  cause 
of  their  success  is.  to  be  attributed  to  the  fnqgs* 
Kty,  perhaps  a  little  sordid,  of  these  people,  and 
their  indefatigable  industry.  They  win  the  race^ 
as  the  tortoise  did  with  the  hare. 

Immense  supplies  of  wheat  and  flour  liave  arw 
rived  at  Greenock  lately,  and  more  is  expected, 
which  will  arrive  too  late,  for  the.  crop  is  toler- 
able, and  prices  falling.  I  am  assured  more  com 
came  from  France  in  the  space  of  a  few  weeks 
last  spring,  than  there  ever  was  imported  from 
America  in  any  one  year.  The  great  surplus  of 
subsistence  which  allows  such  exportations  of 
grain,  must  arise  either  from  a  very  flourishing 
state  of  agriculture,  or  from  a  lessening  popula- 
tion. In  the  United  States  the  population  ibllows 
SO  close  on  tiie  means  of  subsistence,  as  never  to 

leave  any  groat  surplus  for  exportation.

Qyde;  miag  in  thia  interval  to  a  total  heijgbt 
of  l6o  feet,  by  means  of  39  locks^  It  admits  ves-

The  great 
number  of  watering  and  sea-bathing  places,  where 
people  resort  in  suinmer»  bad  made  me  doubt 
tbeir  lote  fisr  the  oouottyt  end  its  fetnemeBt 
But  the  number  of  gentlemen's  houses  is  so  pro- 
digiousy  that  ali  tlie  places  of  public  resort  to» 
gether*  coold  not  hold  way  eooaideiable  part  of 
their  inhabitants,  and  most  of  tliem  must  be  sup- 
posed to  remain  at  liome.

..  The  Eoad  kept  along  the  opponte  diore  abunt 
•one  mil^  then,  turning  suddenly  to  the  right,  be* 
jgaa  a  gradual  ascent  of  seveni  'miles  tfaioug^ 
one  of  the  moat  remarkable  passes  of  the  H%h* 

lands,  called  Glencroe.  It  is  a  deep  solitary  vaU 
•ley,  without  trees,  without  cultivation,  but  of  the 
roost  lively  verdure^  which  creeps  up  the  steep 
&ide$  ot  the  mountains  on  each  side,  interrupted 
by  stq»  or  terraces  of  bhick  rocks,  more  and 

more  frequent  as  the  eye  ascends  ;  the  green  car- 
pet spreads  again  over  each  ot  them^  till  the  whole 
is  tdeoded  in  jthe  distance,  or  mther  devation ; 
and  the  highest  summits  are  tenniiiaced  by  black 
caps  of  broken  rocks,  iirequently  enveloped  ia 
heavy  clouds*  Hie  haziness  of  the  atmoaplheie 
spread  -d  singular  softness  and  faintness  over  the 
whole  No  ^crumbling  -stones,  or  poor  frsg- 

monts,  littered  the  even  surface*  Hie  lawn  is 
swept  clean  and  rolled,  but  it  is  by  the  hand  of 
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Nature,  which  is  never  trim  and  formal.  Two  or 
tliree  hula  in  a  jkx^  witfa  a  ftw  taroeii  aad  a 
patdi  of  cultivattony  only  served  to  ^lew  battier 
the  beautiful  nakedness  of  all  besides.  An  easy

•everal  stone  bridges  over  the  mountain  streams. 
No  vulgar  turnpike-gates  break  upon  the  digni^ 
ofthefAuse;  bat»  at  the  very  top,  a  stone  beMS 

the  following  inscription: — *'  iicbt,  and  be  thank- 
ful."— «  This  road  was  made,  in  1746,  by  the 
Mth  regunenti  Lofd Ancfaoit  colonel;  Dasoui^ 
major."  I  hen  below, — «*  Repaired  by  the  2Sd 
regiment,  1768/'  Half  way  up»  we  met  a  troop 
of  HtgUaoden^  mosdy  woeoen^  baiefeotcd  end 

bareheaded,  with  heavy  loads  on  their  backs,  vety 
like  our  Indian  squaws  in  America  in  appearance 
and  walk ;  their  feettdmed  in,  moving  inafln. 
An  old  woman  who  led,  sung  (iu  Gaelic  I  pre- 
sume) afduntiv^  melagncfaofy  dsttyt  which  mt 
approach  did  not  mtemipt  Itnined;  bntifaey 
did  not  seem  to  mind  it.  The  retrospect  from

le«n  aie  geneiaUy  £v  nmeteea  years.  There  i» 
scarcely  ever  any  necessity  of  providing  food  for 
the  sheep  in  winter*  as  the  snow  never  lies^  anc^ 
iriien  grass  &ils»  the  sheep  feed  on  the  heath 
heather,  as  it  is  called  here,  with  which  the  rocks 
are  covered^  it  is  now  in  bloom,  and  all  over 
lightpurple,  exactly  the  colour  of  mezereoa  Li* 
stead  of  wheaten  bread,  which  is  not  good  here, 
they  have  oatrcakes»  very  thin,  not  raised,  and,  to 
appearance,  made  ofbran  instead  of  flour,  yet  to- 
lerably good.  The  inn  wliere  wc  now  are  arri- 
ved for  the  n^t  is  on  the  l^ghest  inhabited  spot 
in  Scotland  ^  it  has  also  the  rq>utatiOtt  of  being 
the  worst  and  dirtiest  inn :— we  have,  iiowever, 
been  put  in  possession  of  .two  good  rooms*  and 
neat-looldng  bed^i  and  think  it  does  not  dewerve 
its  reputation^  The  English  are  spoiled  child* 
len.  By  travdyyoig  so  oonveniBntly  at  hornet  they 
become  unable  to  bear  the  smallest  ioconveni- 
enoe  abroad ;  at  the  same  time  that  habit  blunts 
the  enjoyment  of  their  habitual  comfivta.  Ihe 

Tay  has  its  source  ncur  here,  and  flows  cast, 

wliile  other  waters  iu  the  neighbourhood  run 
west» 

Notwithstanding  the  appaieut  poverty  of  the 
country,  the  propensity  of  the  people  Jto  careless 
ease  and  drinking,  and  the  andent  feudal  hahit% 
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which  siiictioned  plunder,  at  least  between  neigh* 
hoarmg  dans,  it  is  very  ranaikable,  that  the  inns 

of  these  mountains  have  hardly  any  fasiening^ 
and  the  heavier  baggage  <tf  traveUera  remains  on 
the  carriage  out  of  doors,  all  night, — ^for  there 
'  are  of  course  no  coach-houses ;  yet  all  the  trea- 
smes  oontamed  in  a  trunk  of  dothea  do  not* 
tempt  people,  who  have  scarce  a  shirt,  to  steal 
it  1  i>urely  poverty  of  this  sort  need  not  be  piti* 
edy  and  should  much  less  be  despised* 

Thefasliion  of  planting  pines  in  compact  sqoares 

has  reached  these  bigii  regions.  We  are  shocked 
to  see  black  patches  oC  youug  pines  en  herisson^ 
dis%iiring  the  sides  of  noble  mountains.  It  is 
plaiut  however,  that  this  country  need  not  want 
woody  and  will  not  want  it  long.  Not  only  pines 
and  larches  grow  rapidly  here,  but  I  have  seen 
shoots  of  three  feet  a>y ear  in  a  coppice  of  oaks. 

Sept.  1«— To  Killin,  only  21  miles  to-day, 
through  much  the  same  sort  of  country  as  yes* 
terday ;  glen  after  glenu-^-greeo,  and  bar^  and 
deserted,  with  towering  hiDs  all  round ;  one  of 
them  seemed  to  have  the  form  of  an  immense 
crateTf— a  hollow  cup,— 'but  ail  the  detached 
masses  below  were  granite  and  schtstus,  and  no* 
thing  volcanic.  Beautiful  pieces  of  quartz  lay 
about  everywhere.

catch,  or  a  leak,  which  they  do  by  means  of  a  few 
sods*  Some  of  the  roois  bore  a  luxuriant  crop 
of  gnus.  This  is  algeet  povetty,  or  at  least  epw 
pears  so  ;  yet  these  people  feel  no  want,  and  en- 
joy health,  which  is  more  than  aisaiy  do  who  are 
rich.  Their  poferty  does  net  seenr  to  extend  to 

ibod,  lor  they  have  plenty  of  fish  from  their  lakes 
and  rivers ;  and  one  acre  of  potatoes  can  feed  a< 
family.  They  have  alse  •  sonU  field  of  eats ; 

meat  is  not  protiaHy  very  scarce  near  such  flocks 
ot*  sheep,  and  I  saw  hogs  to>-day.  fuel  is  at  their  * 
doer.  Labeor  is  paid  tfs*  69.  or  ds.  a-day.  WItk 
such  means  of  subsistence,  I  do  not  understand 
what  the  Highlanders  gstn  by  migmtieg  to  Ame-  ^ 
rica.  With  sime  hAionr,  they  can  procore  faete, 
what  is  not  to  be  bad  there  without  labour. 
Tbcif^  are  schoob  here  everywhere;  childiea 
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learo  to  raui  in  >J^lish  and  Erse  ^  but  the  iast 
ka^pMge  akme  is  in  common  use. 

As  we  approached  KiUin,  the  scene  changed 
all  at  oDoe^  without  any  perceivable  diffisrence 
in  80fi  or  sittiatioii;;  die  ^en  became  eiiltivatid» 

and  co\  eied  with  kixuriant  crops  of  grain,  luiy, 
potatoe&i  iccy  substaotiaUy  inclosed  with  atone 
fences.  A  good  hoose.  with  fine  plantations 
TOQTid  H,  and  an  appearance  of  wealth,  indicated

capital  had  stimulated  indnstiy.   Other  gende* 

men's  houses,  and  more  cultivated  iidd^,  appear* 
ed  in  succession  ;~then  Locfa-Tajr  in  the  das« 
tmioe»  and  tbe  fertile  vallegr  of  Killin,  deconrted 

with  groves  of  fine  trees.  The  Tay,  aud  anotber 
small  river  uniting  in  firont  of  this  vsUey,  fonn 
the  lake,  whidr  recedes  before  the  eye,  between 
two  screens  of  mountains.  These  rivers  separa- 
ted formed/  the  lands  of  two  greet  ^  the 
Braidalbanes  and  the  Macnabsi  and  their 
tive  cemeteries  are  shown  on  two  tsbuids  formed 
by  these  rivers.  That  of  the  Macnabs  is  very 
picturesquely  situated,  in  the  middle  of  foaming 
{cascades,  and  all  overshadowed  witli  tall  pines.

'  To-day  being  Sunday,  tlie.road  waa  full  of 

country  people  going  to  church,  in  their  best 
attire*  They  were  all  clean  and  decent.  About 
half  the  men  wore  the  kilt,  and  tartan  heae,  and 
plaid*  over  their  shoulders,  and  they  looked  best* 
The  women  by  no  means  liandaome,  nor  indeed 
the  men,  but  healthy  and  active.  The  flsen  ge^ 
nerally  touched  their  hats  or  highland  bonnet  as 
they  passed  by  ns.  We  were  sathar  ashamed  of 
our  Sunday  travelling. 

About  a  mUe  and  a  half  from  Taymouth,  we 
alighted  to  go  up  the  hill  to  Lord  fireadalbaae'a 
falls  and  hermiti^e,  which  were  in  our  list  of 
curiosities*  With  a  stroke  of  the  wand,  a  guide 
started  up.  Armed  with  umbieUasb  for  it  ratoa 

always,  we  followed  him,  and  idler  climbing  up 
lor  twenty  miuutes,  we  reached  the  foot  of  the 
flrst  fidly  which  burst' out  very  finely  from  m

*  The  plaid  i«  iluree  jarU*  long,  and  one  and  a  half  bciNuI» 
witlioui 
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a  stone  bridge  of  one  arch»  perched  upon  rocks 
My  ieet  above  our  bcad«  I)esceiidiug  witli  the 
stream,  we  soon  came  to  another  fisdl  of  a  di&ceot 
character;  then  by  a  path  through  a  grove  of 
trees  to  a  dark  pasiage  of  some  lengthy  at  the  end 
of  which  the  goide,  who  undetstands  hia  biui«' 
ness,  opening  a  door  to  the  hermitage  6uddenly,^ 
^e  great  fall,  appeared  beJtbre  us  in  all  its  glory» 
The  water  tumbles  down  a  height  of  S40  ieet« 
partly  sliding,  partly  falling  over  the  iacc  ol  the 
lock.  It  is  received  in  a  fine  natural  basin  of 
rocks,  whence  it  continues  pouring  down  the  hilL 
From  a  convenient  scat,  placed  on  purpose  be-* 
fore  the  window,  precisely  in  front  of  the  cata^t» 
and  at  half  its  height,  your  eye  embraces  the 

whole  of  it,  and  lo^cs  Tiotbing  of  its  accompani- 
ments. Beauties  ot  all  sorts  gain  by  being  partly 
hid,  and  charms  half  veiled  are  the  more  charm*'  > 

•  ing.  This  maxim  has  certainly  been  overlooked 
here,  and  the  iault  is»  that  you  see  too  well.  1  h& 
idea  of  this  grotto  or  hermitage  was  obvioualy 
suggested  by  the  situation  of  the  projecting  rock 
on  which  it  is  built  Nature  had.  placed  this 
dielf  of  rock  there  evidently  for  the  benefit  of 
tourists ;  the  noble  proprietor  bad  no  right  to 
defeat  her  kind  intentioni  and  merely  built  a  roof 
over  this  pmnt  of  observation ;  perhaps,  how» 
ever^  not  with  sufficient  simplicity*  There  is  a 
book  on  the  table  of  the  hermitage^  in  which 
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travelien  inscribe  their  iiames»  aud  we  followed 
tbe  GOStoBL   The  gix>imd0  appear  well  laid  out. 

TTie  arable  lands  of  Lord  Breadalbane's  estate^ 
about  lieri^  are  let  at  2^  or  ^Ob*  au  acre»  witb 
privilege  of  pasture  on  aome  commons;  bat  tbe 
leases  are  old,  and  will  coniinaiid  a  far  greater 
price  at  their  expiration.  Labour  is  low  here^  S8« 
in  summer,  and  Is.  6d.  or  even  la.  9d.  in  winter* 
This  is  a  \tiy  cheeriul,  tine  little  village,  just  at 
the  outlet  Loch-Tajt  and  the  bqpioning  of 
flie  river  of  the  same  name.  It  was  buflt  by  Lend 
Breadaibanef  as  well  as  it^  beautiiui  bridge  and 
excellent  inn« 

Sepfemier  d.~Dunke1d,  SSi  miles*  It  mined 
In  torrents  all  last  night ;  and  we  set  out  thia 
morning  on  footi  as  soon  as  tbe  rain  ceasedt  to 
view  Lord  Breadalbane's  grounds*  They  are  laid 
out  rather  ia  m  old4ashioned  way,  with  avenuea 
and  smooth  moas  walks  i  but  the  moss  is  so.ad«  • 
mirably  neat  and  soft,  and  the  trees  form  such  a 
lofty  impervious  arch»  witb  the  true  Gotliic  anglQ 
and  ribe^  that  we  were  quite  delighted.  Somo 

beeches,  only  seventy  years  old,  are  remarkably 
large.  The  site  is  nearly  flat,  yet  there  are  iiae 
views  of  the  loch»  the  river  Tay,  ^nd  the  moun^ 
tains,  with  the  tower  of  the  church,  in  the  fore* 
ground.  Lord  Breadalbane  is  building  a  icastle 
much  on  the  plan  of  the  Duke  of  Argyll^s  at 
laverary,  but  larger»  aud  ia  a  better  style.  The 
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quadrangle  is  about  a  i.iindred  feet  every  way, 
and  mngs  are  to  be  added  to  iu 

Our  chaise  had  gone  round  to  meet  i»  at  an* 
other  gate,  and  we  rode  on  through  a  rich  good- 
looking  coantiy  to  Moneas  faU,  (man  means  hill^ 
ess  a  glen).  Here  we  had  another  walk  of  three 
milcsy  hrst  up  liili  to  tlie  entrance  of  a  narrow 
deft,  through  which  a  torrent  of  coflEbe-coloured 
water  rushed  out  $  then  along  a  narrow  path 
penetrating  into  the  deft,  sometitnes  on  one  side 
0f  die  stream,  sometimes  on  the  other,  crossing 
it  over  wooden  bridges,  and  passing  several  lesser 
£Jk,  till  a  sight,  the  greatest  I  ever  saw  in  this 
country,  and  I  wonld  almost  aay  ahywliere^  not 

even  excepting  Niagara  (for  picturesque  effect, 
at  least,)  presented  itselil  We  were  then  iar  ad* 
vanced  into  the  deft,  between  two  waUs  of  rock; 
two  or  three  hundred  feet  above  our  heads,  evi- 
dently rent  asunder  by  some  great  convulsion  of 
Ihe  worlds  every  projection'  corresponding  to  a 

cavity  on  tlic  other  side,  sinuosity  to  sinuosity, 
and  so  narrow,  although  widening  a  little  towards 
{he  top,  that  the  opposite  triees  and  shrubs  met 
over  our  heads.  From  tHs  dark  avenue,  and 
looking  up  towards  the  continuation  of  the  deft 
all  the  way  up  the  bill,  the  same  torrent  was  seen 
to  fill  all  the  space,  bounding  over  obstacles,— 
turning  sharp  corners,— diding  down  inclined 
fdanea^— disappearing,— bounding  out  again,^ 
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€Onttiig  straight  upmi  us,  ne^nr  aad  liigir,  md 

wore  terrific,  till  it  shot  like  an  arrow  under  our 
feet^^-Hinder  .the  very  rock» — ^the  very  axtrwuty 
c£tlie  iUpperj  path  which  had  brought  w  tbera« 
A  ray  of  sun,  the  first  we  had  seen  for  some 
days,  shone  ior  a  tew  minut^  oa  ihi&  uffgGX  part 
gi  the  fiitt«  while  the  lower  put  end  ouradves 

remained  in  deep  shadc^  adding  greatly  to  the 
e^t.  The  liite  raio^  ike  gui46  told  us»  bad 
greatly-  increased  the  usual  quantity  of  watert 

which  is,  however,  sometimes  so  much  greater, 
4ks  to  ^  the  chasm,  path  and  ally  theo^  osmaisk* 
quently,  iaaooeaaible.  The  browo*  tinge,  by  ao& 
ening  tlie  crude  white  of  the  fos^m,  is  actually  aQ 
improveinent. 

.  The  Highlander,  our  guide*  who  was  a  very 

intelligent  man,  told  us,  that  his  countrymen 
Vfsre  very  fond  of  whisky ;  that  some  wockiis^ 
laeu  could  drink  an  Enghsh  quarts  it  in  adayt 

which  costs  3s.  9d. ;  but  as  their  salary  is  rarely 
da.  a-dayt  and  haU  that  sum  in  wiatCTf  they  can* 
not  be  supposed  to  ipdulge  themselves  veij  often 

with  a  full  allowance ;  yet  men  able  to  bear  that 
quantity  of  ardent  spirits,  mua^  have  pcactised 

but  whisky  is  preferred.  I  must  own,  however, 
that  we  have  not  yet  met  with  a  drunken  man. 
Our  gpade  diflfated  firom  ua  on  the  subject  of 
Highland  cottages ;  which  he  maint^ued  were 

• 
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quite  good  enough.  The  people  do  not  feel,  he 
said,  the  waiit  of  better  dwellings ;  they  woald 
not  be  happier  in  them, — -and  would  cease  to  be 
tlie  hardiest  soldiers  and  sailors  of  Great  Britain. 
We  undentodd  that  some  of  the  Highlanders 
who  went  to  America  had  returned,  and  many 
more  would,  if  they  had  wherewithal  to  pay  their 
passi^  The  rent  ofthe  worst  huts,  with  a  few 
toods  of  ground  for  potatoes,  is  often  as  low  as 
5s.  a-year.    They  have  a  tax  (hearth-money)  of 
48.  6d«  a-year  to  pay,  but  it  is  not  strictly  levied. 
The  whidow*tax  begins  at  seven  windows,— a 
number  fiu:  above  their  mark.   A  horse  under 
tfairteeii  hands  is  not  tazed»  and  one  of  lliat  size 
would  pass,  in  the  Highlands,  for  a  dromedary. 
We  were  even  told  that  taxable  horses,  innt^ad 
of  18s.  6d.t  are  rated  at  Ss.  6d.  in&your  of  small 
fimnera,  whose  rent  is  bdow  L.10  sterling  a-year. 
It  appears  to  me,  therefore,  that  the  Highlander 
pay  no  direct  taxes ;  and  of  those  on  consump- 
tion,  they  do  not  seem  liable  to  any  but  that  on 
whisky.  One  acre  of  good  pasture  in  the  vallies 
is  a  sitlBhaent  allowance  ftf  atac  Aeep,  with  scarce, 
ly  any  assistance  ftom  bay  and  turnips  during 
the  winter.    The  pastures  on  the  hills  cannot 
support  any  thing  Uke  that  proportion  of  sheep. 
They  perish  sometimes  in  Ae  snow ;  as  many  as 
ttiirty  have  been  found  dead  together,  although

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Hiey  can  live  a  ^roek  boned  partfy  under 


Lord  fireadalbaoe  bovgbt  the  estate  wheie 
Moness  VM  it  tttQated»  twen^^three  yeafB  ago,^ 
for  L.i  2,000,  now  worth  L,36,00O.  His  leases^ 
which  were  for  nineteen  yean»  and  which  aiw 
now  ex{dring,  migfat  be  raised  iron  or  Kbj 
an  acre,  to  50s.  or  60s. ;  but  his  tenants*  who 
apeak  of  htm  with  aftotiooy  hope  he  wbU  eaif 
doixUe  his  rents* 

.  Pennant,  who  was  in  Scotland  forty  years  ago^ 
aaysy  that  Lord  Breadalbane  could  travei  we 
hundred  miBes  on  his  own  estate^  in  a  straight 
h'ne.  A  part  of  the  increase  of  rent  of  land  in 
Scotland  is  to  .  be  ascribed  to  tiie  great  ckuige 
whioh  hag  taken  place  in  the  iedttstiy  of  thapeo» 
ple» — to  the  great  capital  in  agriculture, — ^and 
better  divisiim  of  labourt  by  means  of  laigsr 
ftrms.  The  {Statistical  Account  of  floodaod  of 
Sir  John  Sinclair  mentions  a  curious  fact  in  point. 
The  parish  of  North  Uist,  containing  B»lS  njiu^ 
bitantSt  employed,  at  the  time  he  wrote,  IMO 
horses ;  every  little  farmer  liaving  the  cattle  and 
implements  tiiat  would  have  been  sufliGieDt  Sat  a 
much  larger  farm*- 

We  saw  this  morning,  upon  a  rising  ground 
near  the  Tay,  a  number  of  upright  stones  in  a 
circle,  which  appeared  Druidical.  At  Logierait, 
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vtoe  4e  riv«r  mutt  be  cioned  to  go  to  Bbir, 

we  fouhd  it  had  risen  over  its  banks ;  therefore, 
giving  up  Blair,  we  proceeded  to  Dunkeld.  The 
bMkB  of  the  X«7  near  Dunkeld  are  highly  beaii- 
tifiil ;  it  was,  however,  rather  too  dark  to  judge 
oi'  the  prospect.  The  days  sbocten  very  rapidl/ 
in  tbifl  iiortiie0i  regioiu 

September  4.-^-Crieff,  22  miles.  From  Dunkeld 
we  walked  this  tnomiiag  to  the  Duke  of  AtholPs, 
aionnd  of  about  four  inilel  The  Tay  divides  the 
grounds  into  two  parts ;  the  side  farthest  from 
the  town  is  very  beautiful,  both  near  and  distant 
viewa.  We  foond  here  the  ioft  moas  walka^  pe» 

culiar,  I  think,  to  Scotland,  and  all  the  usual 
scenery  of  English  gardens.  Tiie  conunon  lau« 
id  and  the  Portugal  laurd  live  perfectly  well 
tlirough  the  winter^  and  are  fiiU  as  luxuriant  as 
in  Englandr 

About  m  mile  ^ast&Mf  we  eame  to  the  Runw 
bliug  Brig  fall,  a  most  terrific,  but  not  a  pictu- 
resque object.  Lower  down,  the  same  river  takes 
sllother  leap  in  the  Duke  of  AtMl'a  grounds^  m 

front  of  which  is  an  Hermitage,  as  at  the  Earl  of 
.  Breadalbaae'Sy  much  more  decorated,  and  there* 
ftm  id  iM»rae  taste.  The  Duke  of  AthoU  has 
covered  a  whole  country  with  plantations  of 
pines  (^pmui  siivatm^)  aod  larches ;  not  mexe 
patriM^  but  entire  mcnntains»  elothed  with  trees; 
One  of  Uiesc  larcheSi  planted  sixty  years  ago, 
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lildy  eat  dcnro^yidded  lap  &et  of  timber^  TUm 
tmft  are  frvt  fused  in  mmery-beds,  and  tram. 

planted.  I  should  have  thouglit  that  sowing  on 
die  «pot  al  tegular  distances,  turning  upaspadn- 
fbl  befim  dropping  tile  seed,  would  bare  bees 

better  and  cheaper. 

Ibe  price  of  labour  seesM  bare,  and  ail  oter 
Scotland,  lotnetihiiig  mm  tbaa  in  Eoglafid ;  the 
difference,  however,  is  not  great.  Arable  land 
fenta  at  L.S  and  and  even  1*6  an  acre. 
Sknall  ftnna  of  40  or  5D  acrea  are  united  in  fiuna 
of  £00  or  300  acres,  or  turned  into  pastures  lor 
abeepi  and  the dnninuiioQ of  popuh^icm  faanlt* 
htg  trook  this  near  mdef  of  things,  is  made  wtt* 

ciently  apparent  by  the  clusters  of  uninhabited 

eottages  we  meet  fidling  in  nm^  The  mania* 
fbctnring  towna  and  viUagea  ef  Hie  Highlanda 

fill  up,  in  a  proportion  more  than  equal  to  this 

depq^iUation  of  ftbe  ooontiy  i  fat  tte  eaoMia  of 
1 755,  gave  €56,000 inhabitants  to  liie  H^Uandil 

and  the  one  ot*  1 801, 297,000.  This  new  popula- 
tion is  better  lodged,  better  clotbed,  and  better 
ftd  than  the  old ;  but  it  is  certainly  composed  ef 
men  less  robust  if  not  less  courageous.  It  is  less 
eScient  Son  any  dung  but  the  nsefiilaitss  and 
probably  less  respectable  than  the  old.  This  is 
a  subject  on  which  much  might  be  said,  and 
which  aflnida  scope  for  doquenoe;  but  Lead 
Selkirk  has  treated  it  in  a  manner  so  Inminons 
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and  wrtitfiM'tffy  ts  to  *f^1^9fM^  otgeetiont  and  dU 

most  regrets  at  the  extioctkm  of  a  chivalrous  race, 
wbose  esu&tence,  alt^  allt  was  incosopatibie  with 
a  govenuMnt  of  lm%  md  with  the  pragma  of 
civilization ;  the  feudal  virtues,  with  all  their 
splendour  and  hex^m^  being  only  the  paUiativea 
of  detCBlable:  vieei  and  ertreme  miieiy. 

The  chiefs,  or  lairds,  leased  their  lands  at  a 
xent  almost  nominal,  and  never  increased.  They 
.WBStfid  aoldieia  iaatead  of  revwius  to  defeiid 
their  lives  and  property,  always  threatened  ;  or 
rather,  they  raised  their  revenue  in  military  ser- 
vicei»  .And  it  is  a  cuiknia  fiusl»  that  the  praent 
revenue  of  Highland  estates,  ten  or  twenty  times 
^eater.  than  it  was  in  old  times,  affiirds  only  the 
4iieaiia  of  hmog  about  the.iaaia  niuaber  of  meii 
of  whidh  the  former  laifd  uaad  to  command  the 
aervices  without  lure.  The  laird  treated  ins  clan, 
.~that  ia  to  ny*  hia  teoanti^  lite  hii  childie% 
least  like  relations,  or  rather  poor  and  inferior 
branches  .0^  the  same  family.  They  were  indi» 
viduaUy  pcxfectly  dependent  9---biit  it  was  a  do> 
pendence  <^1ove  and  o(  enthusiasm,  as  much  as 
of  .want  and  neoessiiy*  The  people  defended 
tbemaelvea  with  cotifage  I  but  they  attacked  un- 
justly ;«-4hey  respected  an  enemy  while  he  was 
their  guest^  but  they  betr^^ed  him  when  no  loagm

The  insccuiit/  of  persons  and  property,  and 
the  difficulty  of  coiumuaicatiooy  precluded  of 
course  any  iatarooiim  of  tiade  or  esteiuave  cuL 
livation.  The  people  lived  poorly,  and  were  ex- 
posed to  absolute  iamiae  whenever  there  was  a 
badcrop.  la  1745, CaoMum of Lochid, tbe frsfc 
chief  to  whom  the  Pretender  made  himself 
known,  and  whose  revenue  did  not  exceed  L.700^ 
fcUowed  him  with  14U0  nen.  Certain  other 
chiefs,  whose  joint  revenue  was  only  L.5000  or 
6000,  joined  him  with  about  sooo  men.  The 
■ameertatet  pfodooe  at  pmeot  LuBO^oooymdf  ; 
a  sum  about  equal  to  the  pay  of  the  above  num* 
ber  oi  soldiers,  oi  whom  they  no  longer  ooo^ 
SMHul  the  militBiy  aervicea. 

The  following  well-known  anecdote  sets  in 
the  strongest  light  the  virtues  and  vices  of  that 
ittteiesltng  raoe»  When  Ae  Pretender,  after 
tlie  lotal  rout  of  Ins  party  at  Culloden  in  I74i?, 
was  waoderingabout  tlie  Highlands,  pursued  by 
a  whole  anny,  confidhig  in  so  many,  and  be- 
trayed by  none,  «•  he  on  one  occasion  was  obli- 
ged to  pnt  himaelf  under  the  protection  of  two 
eommon  thieves,  the  Kennedies,  who  kept  him, 
with  iaith  inviolate,  notwithstanding  they  knew 
an  immpme  reward- was  oAfed  fiw  Ua  head« 
They  often  robbed  for  his  support,  and  to  iiupply 
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him  with  lineiit  they  mice  iurprited  the  baggago- 

l]oi  scs  of  a  general  officer.  They  often  went  in 
disguise  to  Inveroeda  to  buy  provisions  for  him. 
At  kngthf  a  very  oonaklenhle  time  aftcr»  one 

of  these  poor  fellows,  who  had  virtue  to  resist 
the  teinputioD  of  thirty  thotwand  pounil8>  was 
hanged  for  stealing  a  cow,  vahie  thirty  shfl- 
lings."*  It  is  said  that,  before  his  execution, 
taking  off  his  cap,  he  ^*  thanked  God  that  he 
never  had  b^rayed  the  00Qfideiic6  reposed  in 
liini  ; — never  plundered  the  poor  ; — never  refu- 
sed to  share  his  bread  witli  the  needy  and  the 
stranger/'  We  mijgbt  tUok  ounelvea  amoqg 

,  the  Arabs ! 

The  Highlander  covered,  with  his  own  body^. 
the  body  of  his  wounded  ebie&--4iever  abandon^ 

ed  him  in  danger,  and  was  ready  to  lay  down 
his  life  1  or  him  at  any  time  ;  innumerable  instan- 
ces of  this  sort  of  devotedttess  are  on  jreoovd  $ 

and  when  he  took  up  the  (juarrel  of  Ids  chief,  he 
never  thought  ot  inquirmg  into  its  merifeB.  The 
following  is  a  curious  instance*  It  was  a  gTe$A 
honour  to  be  ^rod-father  of  the  young  laird,  and 
the  children  of  the  god-lather  were  his  brothens 
one  of  them  was  always  his  cup-bearer,  (haacb* 
man.)   ^  An  Engliali  officer  being  engaged  ip

taken fiMT  a  quarrel,  the  haachman,  who  stocxi 
bdiindliie  c^iw  of  faia  liiid»  and  did  not  under* 

stand  the  language  they  spoke,  took  it  into  his 
head  that  hia  master  was  insulted,  and,  without 
ftrther  caiemony,  drawing  apbtol  from  his  bdl^ 
snapped  it  at  the  head  of  the  Englit>li  officer,  who 
would  have  been  a  dead  man,  if  the  pistol  had 
not  providentially  missed  fire." 

Notwithstanding  their  hospitality,  the  High* 
landers  did  not  approve  of  a  stranger  omni^g  to 
setlle  among  them,  and  acquiring  landed  estates  ; 
they  were  jealous  of  him  ^  and  his  lite  was  uot 
ahrajrs  safe*  Gordon,  laird  of  Glenbucket»  had 
become  possessed  of  some  lands  in  the  territory  of 
a  neighbouiiiig  clan,  the  Macphersons,  but  liis 
tenants  would  not  acknowledge  binu  After  Joqg 
disputes,  six  of  them  endeavoured  to  get  fid  of 
him  in  tlic  following  manner : — They  came  in  a 
humble  and  submissive  manner, — expressed  their 
regret  fur  what  had  passed, — begged  of  him  to 
withdraw  the  prosecutioQ  he  had  begun, — and 
dechired  their  readiness  to  acknowledge  hun  aa 
their  lord,  and  pay  their  rents.  The  laird  was 
then  lying  on  his  bed.  During  these  speeches 
they  approached  by  degrees^  that  he  m^t  not 
have  time  to  call  lor  help,  oi  to  deicud  himsclfi 
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hmg  known  to  be  a  i^iy  resolute  man.  As  soon 
as  the/  saw  themselves  sufficiently  near,  they  al^ 
fell  ugaa  him  at  the  aune  time  with  their  dag- 
gers. This  passed  dose  to  and  in  sight  of  a 
body  of  soldiers  quartered  on  the  spot. 

Another  intnuler  had  his  bed  pierced  with  five 
balls,  fired  through  the  window  during  the  night. 
Fortunately  for  him  he  had  not  slept  at  home  ; 
mif  picfitiDg  by  the  adinoiittioOf  he  left  the 
country. 

The  population  of  the  Highlands  has  increar 
aed,  as  was  observed  befofe,  in  the  last  fifty  y  ears^ 
from  256,000  to  297,000.  They  consume  more 
in  proportion,  and  export  likewise  more,  in  cat- 
iiei  woolf  fish,  and  even  in  manuftctured  goodly  • 
'  not  only  to  the  low  country  of  Scotland,  but  to 
England,  and  to  foreign  countries.  Mountain 
pastures  are  at  present  exclusively  appropriaced 
to  the  raising  oP  young  catde ;  and  a  certain  pro« 
portion  of  the  land  of  the  low  country,  formerly 
used  finr  that  purpose,  is  now  cultivated ;  differ- 
ent sorts  of  soils  and  rituationsbeingthus  employ- 
ed to  most  advantage,  and  crops»  as  well  as  meo« 
have  only  changed  phce&r 

It  is  remarkable,  that  the  same  complaints  of 
depopulation  of  the  country,  by  the  introduction 
of  laigeihnns  of  dieepb  were  made  in  England 
under  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.— precisely  at  the  , 
period  when,  as  in  Scotland  two  centuries  and  a 
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balf  later,  the  feudal  syatom  wto  bq^tnDiog  to 
give  vmy  to  civil  equality  and  the  laws.  It  is 
•tmige  Aat  this  barlmous  gpvmuDtat  sbould 
have  subsisted  in  Scotland  so  much  later  than 
anywhere  else )  and  no  less  so»  that,  so  Uule  a 
wUie  after  its  tmindpatioa  (acaioely  mote  Uum 

half  a  century),  this  country  should  have  made 
audi  i^pid  progress,  as  to  approach  so  near  aa  it 
does  to  the  state  of  high  prospeHty  of  SngUodL 
I  have  remarked  before,  that  Scotland  is  the 
most  loyal  part  of  Great  Britain*  This  spirit  is^ 
I  lNtiefe»  not  leia  general  in  the  Highlands ;  and 
it  does  not  seem  easy  to  account  ibr  it,  consider- 
ing how  much  tlicy  were  attached  to  the  dynas- 
Ijr  of  the  Stiuurts»  their  own  ooumrymeo,  and  that 
they  submitted  with  difficulty  to  the  princes  who 
succeeded*     Xhe  Uighianders  resisted  King 
WiUiao^  and  were  punished^ii  la  mode  de  to 
Vendie*    They  were  aitcrwards  the  first  to  es- 
pouse  the  cause  of  the  Pretender,  and  were  ugm 
severely  punished.  But  this  tine  the  vengeance 
of  government  conferred  a  benefit  upon  them  ; 
it  fell  on  their  cbiei*a»~broke  the  bonds  of  clan* 
ship— and  was  the  dawn  of  ctviJisalion  among 
them*    There  was,  however,  a  species  of  hard- 
ship they  were  unable  to  bear  i  this  was,  theoh' 
ligation  imposed  on  them  by  aict  of  FarlianieDt 
ol' wearing  breeches.  Evading  this  paternal  iaw^ 

thcgr  were  seen  to  ^diibit  the  hated  gmmeni^  ii0t  . 
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vkere  tk^ipiril  of  ilie  ad  nitant  it  to  be»  but  at 

the  end  of  a  stick.  This  repugnance  could  not 
be  subdued ;  end  the  power  i£  gwefDineu^  eftar 
canying  every  thing  ebe,  wee  oUiged  to  yield 
this  delicate  point, — and,  by  another  act  of 
Skriiameiity  in  17^4^  feraudly  to  abandon  the 
bieecbet*  Now*  bowereri  Aat  the  point  is  given 
up»  more  than  halt  the  nation  have  come  round  of 
their  own  aooont  Ibe  H^[Uand  rcgnacntay  in^ 
deed,  are  still  .^a;^  culoties^  and  no  less  remark4 
able  for  their  biavary  and  good  conduct,  than  for 
theirdreisi  Iti  immodeatjr  ia  fach#  that  I  cannot 
see  a  Highland  officer  appear  in  women's  com<< 
pany,  without  feeling  some  sort  of  confusion, 

-  The  oigect  of  Lord  Sdkhrk  in  writing  faii  ob* 
aervations  on  the  state  of  the  Highlands  was,  to 
&hew  the  impolicy,  as  well  as  inhumanity,  of  pre- 
venting that  pttt  of  the  population  wfaioh  ia  drU 
Ten  out  from  the  mountains,  ftom  emigrating  to 
America.  Those  who  cannot  overcome  their 
dialike  to  the  new  ways  of  hfei,  neeessaiy  fiir  them 
to  embrace  if  they  remun,  would  not  be  very 
useful  membetaof  society;  and  the  void  left  by 
tiMir  emigration  wil  be  vefy  soon  filled  by  a  new 
generation,  born  and  educated  in  di^  new  order 
of  things.  Another  object  of  this  writer  was,  to 
sbfWt  bf  a  pinetical  experiment^  how  this  spirit 
of  emigration  of  the  Highlanders  might  be  made

•  The  last  ten  or  twelve  mUes  beAm  we  reach- 
ed Crieff,  were  tlirough  some  wild  passes  amon^ 
mountain^  upon  which  we  observed  vast  flocks 
of theep and heidt ctf drttle graaiiig'.

feet  ki^,  M  the  top  of  wUck  there  are  some 

druidicat  remains.  The  sun  set  this  evening 
with  unusual  splendour  behind  this  nouTitaint 
wiuchiaaetif  to  much  admntage  front  Callen* 
der.  Near  this  village  wc  saw  a  verj  singular 
pioce  ci  antiquity,  called  here  the  Roman  camp  ; 
—ft  seiBidffciriBff  laidpaH  of  etfth»  with  the  rirer 
in  front  It  is  about  fifiieen  feet  high,  and  con^ 
sisting  of  a  line;u>mewhat  irregular  and  waving, 
fyaiaag^  hens  wbA  Hme^  steiMhiiig  ]jke  baationd.

Weako  watted  to  4  singohtf  waterfall  io  the 

neighbourhood,  the  rocks  breaking  in  huge 
square  masses*  The  prices  of  every  thing  in 
this  reihiNe  tfoU  are  astonishing.  Labour  §s» 
ardaj,  and  provisions  found,  or  3s.  not  found. 
Twenty  years  ago  it  was  6d.  and  found4  At 
that  time  the  rent  of  hmd  was.  iSs.  an  acre»  (ii 
acre  Englkhi)  and  was  bought  at  fifteen  or 
twenty  yeai^  purchase  ^  now  3,  and  bought

One  of  these  odd  pieces  of  rocks  (Binean)  point- 
ed like  a  steeply  is  said  to  be  1800  £9^  high, 

half  of  whidi  is  perpendiciilar.  Tbefanenlef« 
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feet  €S  this  antiiidiamber  of  Loch  Katrine  isp  up- 
on the  whole,  more  grotesque  than  great' or 

beautiful.  We  entered  it  by  a  narrow  defile, 
between  two  nuaparts  of  xocks,  finely  rent  and 
bfoken,  and  overgroiwn  with  oU  trees,  their 
mossy  trunks  and  fantastic  branches  hanging 
over  on  each  side*  Turning  the  last  corner. 
Lake  KatriBe  biunt  upon  ns,— not  in  its  full 

beauty  at  first, — ^but  twenty  yards  farther  the 
sight  was  indeed  glorious.  The  ibUowii^  rough 
sketch  may  render  die  descriptiGn  more  inii^ 

gible.  Advancing  by  the  road  cut  into  the  rocky 
base  of  Ben-Ledit  you  see,  on  the  other  side  of 
the  lake^^  the  mountain  of  Benvenue  rising  in 
bluish  grandeur,  behind  the  rocks  and  wood  of 
the  shore,  which  are  deeply  indented  with  bays 
and  promontories.  The  retroapect  of  the  Tros- 

achs  you  have  left,  presents  still  the  same  aspect 
of  grotesque  wiidness  which  serves  to  set  oil  the 
simple  and  rich  composition  of  Benvenue.  ^  We 
had  provided  a  guide,  who  took  us  in  his  boat 
to  the  island  of  tlie  Ladt/  of  the  Lake;  which 
the  imagination  of  the  poet  has»  if  not  embellbh- 
ed,  at  least  much  enlarged.  We  knew  at  first 
sight  **  The  aged  oak,  That  slanted  from  the 
islet  rock/'  and  didnot  fidl  to  gather  afew  leaves 
and  acorns,  which  will  render  us  an  object  of  envy 
among  the  numerous  readers  of  Mr  Scott  in  Ame- 
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rica.  The  Naiad  of  the  Strand  was  unfortunately 
not  there,

We  next  rowed  across  the  lake  to  the  foot  of 
Benvenue,  about  one  mile  and  a  half.  The  view 
of  the  shore  we  had  left,  and  of  Ben-Ledi  above 
it,  appeared  thence  rather  bare  and  rude*  The 
goblin  cave  was  of  course  not  forgotten,  but  it 
is,  I  must  say,  a  mere  dog-hole.

The.  walk  from 
thence  to  Frankfidd*  '  for  nearly  fire  miles,  is  as 
itnnantic  as  any  thing  \vc  have  seen.  The  Esk 
is  a  rapid  little  stream  of  clear  water,  running 
between  two  rocky  backs,  rising  to  an  devation 

of  200  or  300  feet,  often  perpendicular,  some- 
times slopiDg  and  shady,  with  frequent  turns, 
and  endless  variety  $  the  mountain  ash  hanging 

in  profusion  from  all  the  rocks.  Our  path  was 
mo^y  ortx  the  level  bed  of  rock  forming  the 
channel  of  the  river,  at  present  partly  dry  ^ 
sometimes  we  ascended  among  groves  of  oak  and 
ash,  half  way  up  tiie  accessible  parts  of  the  bank.

SepL  i5.~Mekoset  S4  miles.  We  set  out  from 
Edinburgh  this  hioming,  with  the  same  fine  wefr* 

tber  which  we  have  had  constantly  since  we  left 
tha^HigUands.  Salisbury  Crag  towered  above 
the  town  in.blue  haee.  The  country  we  paased 
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is  full  cf  gentlemeii's  Iiousesy  and  noblemen's 
castles,  embosomed  in  groves  of  fine  old  trees, 
over  verdant  lawns  the  hills  covered  with  ex- 
teiiBi^  plantations  of  iirs  and  larches,— cottages 
much  improved,  and  women  likewise,  yet  much 
fewer  handsome  than  in  Lancashire  and  Wales. 
The-  reapers  are  hard  at  work  everywhere,  with 
their  sickles,  an  instrument  vasUy  inferior  to  the 
cradle-scythe  used  in  America,  and  of  which  the 
figure  and  description  are  annexed.  We  obser- 
ved  45  reapers  in  one  field.

niaton  water,  from  the  top  o£  it^  we  saw  thia 
flie  piece  of  wtter  bdew  iitab  deep  set  ih  a  fttme 

of  black  mountains,  pressing  round  its  head.  The 
banks^  howeveTf  we  Ssmad  well  inhabited  aad  cul- 
tivated; and  were  shewn  the  houae  of  the  parenis 

of  a  young  lady  lately  dead  (Miss  E.  Smith),  who 
has  since  become  so  justly  celebrated,  by  the 
prooA  she  4eft  behind  her  of  an  erudition  un* 
common  for  her  age  and  her  sex.  This  family 
were  formerly  proprietors  of  Piereetiehl  on  the 
Wye,  desetibad  in  this  Journal. 

The  best  mounted  of  the  party  pushed  on  to 
the  oUier  extremity  of  the  lake,  seven  miles  fur- 
ther, which  is  merely  pretty.  All  the  lakes  b^in 
among  mountains,  and  end  in  a  plain.  Here, 
theretbre,  on  our  return,  we  had  the  stupendous

After  dining  at  a 
comfortable^  little  inn  in  the  viUage'of  CooiatiiMi* 

we  ascended,  on  foot,  the  mountain  beliind, along, 
a/apid  little  stream,  tumbling  down  its  rocky 
bed  as  clear  as  {KiBttble.  Trees  fringed  its  ininie» 
diate  banks,  beyond  which,  above  all,  wa«*  sheep 
pasture  and  rock.  When  we  reached  the  top^ 
the  sun  bad  been  set  some  lime»  and  tiie  tky^ 
fine  all  day,  had  clouded  over.  A  water-fall  ter- 
minated the  ascent,  and  we  found  ourselvea  at 
iHie  entrance  of  a  little  plain,  n  mere  landing* 

place,  whence  the  mountains,  taking  a  bolder 
^ightf  rose  all  round  to  the  very  clouds,  shewing 
here  and  there  only  a  craggy  pinnacle  of  shiver- 

ing  rocks.  The  whole  scene  equalled  in  dreary 
grandeur  any  we  had  seen  in  Scotland.  Turning 
routidt  the  lake  was  below,  reflecting  a  placid 
light ; — green  fields  and  white  houses,  and  tufts 
of  trees  along  its  banks,  all  harmonized  in  ixw 
distinctness,  formed  a  soeno  of  lofdiacas  per« 

fectly  contrasted  with  the  wild  sublimity  above. 

On  our  return,  we  recognized  immediatety  the 
spot  of  a  view  of  Coniston;  in  Middimaa's  lancU 

scapes,  with  some  soldiers  and  their  wives  by  the 
side  of  the  road,  and  a  few  tail  Scotch  pines.  It

A  soiaU  ptece  of  Jand^  of 
twenty  seres,  m  his  neighbouihood,  had  been 
apld  lately  tor  L*  15QO,  a  price  certainly  out  of 
4iH  prapartioft  t»  ha  ppodiice* 

We  were  shewn  -in  the  valley  north-west  of 
Gxasmere,  a  lane  cottage,  iniiabited  last  winter 
by  m  peMBtttof  tbenMM  of  Gieen*  bia  wifiv  ud 
nine  children.  The  father  and  mother  had  gone 
to  a  catUe  £ur  in  Langdale»  separated  irom  their 
mda  lij  a  mtmtniu  Thore  wis  a  &U  of  snow. 
The  evening  cune  on,  and  they  did  not  return. 
The  jroungest  child  was  only  a  iew  months  old, 
(be  ddfeat  a  girl  about  ten  ]reaci*QUi$  abe  took 
care  to  feed  the  baby  with  a  little  milk  which 
happened  to  be  in  the  house.  The  nextday  she 

pnMmad  fioa  a  naigbbouBng  ftna  some  mim 
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flsiHCr  The  father  and  mother  not  yet  returned, 
another  night  passed  in  the  same  manner.  The 
following  day,  the  little  girl  going  again  finr  bc^r 
supply  of  milk,  was  questioned, — ^her  situation 
discovered^  and  strong  suspicions  of  the  accident. 
The  .  alarm  spreading  in  the  valley,  fiRj  people 
set  out  to  explore  the  hill,  and  soon^  discovered 
the  bodies.  It  appeared,  that,  having  lost  the 
track,  the  unfortunate  couple  hgd  wandered  high* 
er  up  in  the  mountain ;  that  the  husband  had 
fallen  from  a  rock,  and  from  appcaiances  had 
died  by  the  £iill.  The  woman,^  warned  by  the 
fall,  had  reached  the  bottom  of  the-  rock  by  a 

circuitous  way,  and  groped  about  for  him  a  great 
while,  the  snow  being  ail  trodden  down.  She 
had  lost  her  shoes,  which  were  found  in  diffisrent 
places;  and,  sinking  at  last  under  fatigue  and 
cold,  died  the  easy  death  ordinary  in  such  caaes. 
Some  persons  thought  afterwards  they  recoDect- 

ed  having  heard  distant  screams  in  the  mountain 
during  the  storm,  but  they  did  not  suspect  the 
cause;  nor,  if  they  had,  would  they  probably 
have  been  in  time  to  afford  assistance.  Tlie  bo- 
dies, Ibilowed  by  all  tlie  inimtutants  ot  the  valley, 
and  by  the  nine  orphans^  were  buried  in  the  same 
grave.  The  latter  have  since  been  adopted,  or 
at  least  taken  care  of,  by  the  people  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood*

ter discovered.  He  had,  it  seems,  dislocated  bis 
foot»  ani^  tmaUe  to  move,  had  died  of  fanntger 
and  pain,  and  Ms  AiihEbl  dog  had  ever  saice 
watched  by  hi^  remains. 

'  Oltf*  11.*— To  Keswick,  or  Derwentwater,  16 
mleB.  The  ftat  new  on  4ht  left,  as  ym  op^ 

proach  it  from  Windcrmefc,  is  by  far  the  most 
atrikiog  of  any  we  have  ^eeo  in  the  coune  of 
onr  esconidti  ;  quite  a  ftnldied  conifKMition. 
High  clif6  on  eitlier  side  of  the  lake,  of  nearly 
perpendicular  locksy  broken  and  woody^^md  va* 
ried 'With  bold  i^itijeetiOiiS'aaMl  bays ;  tftt  neater 
'shore  covered  with  lofty  groves  of  trees,— the 
iarthest  penetratfng  into  a  aanctuary  of  moun- 
tains, the  wildest,  the  voftest,  the  ttioat  aenal  of 

any  of  those  romantic  hoods  wliich  sliade  the 
heads  of  all  the  English  lakes.    Towards  the 
*  evening  of  a  fine  di^,  ihe-oblique  rayv'df  the  sun 

throw  over  this  jumble  of  fanciful  forms  their 
misty  veil  of  golden  and  purple  vapours,  in  .end- 
less changes.  There  is  just  m  anfficient  extant 

of  water  to  set  off  the  mountains,  and  mountains 
enough  to  give  dignity  to  the  lake    notliing  to 
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be  wiabtd  oAerwiie  dum  it  is.  On  the  right 

you  have  huge  Skidd  aw  close  at  hand,  and  be- 
fore you  the  lake  of  Basseathwaite,  at  two  or 
duree  nles  diitanee,  with  a  rich  plain  between* 

Pursuing  the  narrow  road  (along  the  eastern 
mai^in  of  the  JUke,)  at  the  loot  of  the  high 
ftom  which  enormous  bkxdcs  roll  frequently  over 
into  the  water,  we  advanced  towards  the  magni- 
ficent termination  just  described  ;  the  sof  tness  of 
distance  changing  by  degrees  into  asperity  and 
rugged ness.  On  our  way  we  saw  the  fall  of  Low- 
dore,  iu  a  woody  recess ;  its  bed»  a  steep  ascent 
ef  stones  of  about  soo  feet,  was  neariy  diy^  and 
the  stones  much  too  rounded  and  uniform  for 
beauty.  The  cheeks  of  the  rock  on  each  side 
are  finely  broken,  and  well  clothed  with  trees, 
it  must  be,  ^hen  full,  a  very  grand  object.  At 
the  head  ot  the  lake  we  entered  a  pass,  not  un- 
like the  Trosachs  at  Loch  Katrine ;  it  leads  to 
the  Vale  of  Borrowdale.  About  one  mile  from 
the  entrance  you  come  to  a  huge  fragment  of 
];ock|  called  the  Bowder-Stone,  62  feet  long,  36 
ftet  Inghf  and  about  as  much  broad ;  this  is 

nearly  the  dimensions  of  the  celebrated  base  to 
the  statue  of  the  Czar  Peter  at  St  Petersburgh. 
The  Bowder«8tone  has  probably  rolled  down  from 

the  neighbouring  heigiUs  and  has  slopped  in  a 
.strange  position,  standing  on  an  edge.  The  top 
is  rendered  accessible  by  means  of  a  ladder,  and 
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is  covered  with  a  considerable  layer  of  mould, 
accumulated  by  the  common  slow  process  of  sue 
cessive  generations  of  lichen  and  other  plants. 
This  circumstance  shews  the  long  standing  of 
the  stone  in  its  present  situation,*  It  contains 
about  80,000  cubic  feet,  weighing  ^000  tons.  I 
annex  a  little  sketch  of  it. 


•  I  have  often  observed,  with  surprise,  the  very  h'ttle  depth 
of  vegetable  mould  in  the  AmericaD  forests,  unless  where  there 
has  been  an  accidental  accumulation.  On  a  dead  level,  this 
humus  scarcely  ever  exceeds  six  inches,  and  generally  is  only 
half  that  depth.  Fallen  trees  lifUag  with  their  roots  a  portion 
of  surface,  afford  frequent  opportunities  of  observing  the  un- 
der  soil,  generally  a  gravelly  clay,  which,  mixed  with  vegeta- 
ble mould,  by  cultivation,  forms  a  better  soil  than  pure  mould, 
as  it  retains  moisture  longer.  But  the  thinness  of  the  mould, 
after  so  many  generations  of  forests  have  died  and  decayed  on 
the  spot,  seems  irreconcileable  with  any  remote  formatian  of 
the  American  continent.

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Leaving  the  carriage  half  way  up  the  vaiet  we 
imUnd  oQ  to  its  extremity,  where  we  saw  the 

entrance  of  the  only  mine  in  Great  Britain,  and, 
they  say  here,  in  the  worhly  of  that  substance 
(ptoinlNigiiiey)  with  which  pencfls  are  made.  I 
believe  there  is  a  mine  of  it  worked  in  rrovence  ; 
yet  the  circumstance  of  its  being  koowa  in  France 
by  the  name  of  mme  depkmAi^Angkierre^  seems 

to  indicate  its  exclusive  orit^in.  The  workmen 
told  us^  that  the  proceeds  of  this  mine  amounted 
last  year  to  L.  9Qi»000>— a  sum  hardly  credible. 
It  is  not  worked  continually,  but  at  intervals 
only,  and  so  as  not  to  lower  the  price.  They  are 
looking  for  a  new  veiii»  the  old  one  being,  we 
understood,  exliausted.  The  mountains  here, 
which  are  of  slate,  ibrm  a  ridge  between  Lang- 
dale  and  Bonowdafe»  wfaenoe  the  waters  nm 
every  way  ;  and,  although  not  the  highest  in 
themselves»  must  be  on  the  liighest  Ie\  el  of  this 
alpine  region.   The  farthest  part  of  this  vale  is 

not  equal  in  l)cautY  to  the  nearest,  and  it  is  nut 
worth  while  perliaps  to  penetrate  further  than 
the  Bowder-Stone  ^  yet  the  whole  country  is  so 

beautiful,  that  no  ride  can  be  uninteresting.  On 
our  return  we  had  a  glorious  sun-settiug  across 
the  lake  and  its  moontaanous  banks.  All  was 
richness  and  splendour  of  light  above,  and  dark 
shades  below.  Skiddaw  in  front  of  us,  a  huge, 
insulated,  round  lump  of  earth,  SSOO  feet  high,

Cattle 
Crag  is  the  first  object  which  presents  itself— an  insulated 
slate  rock  about  800  feet  high,  on  the  top  of  which  the  Ro- 
mfms  had  a  fort^  vestiges  of  which  have  been  lately  discover- 
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dttcied  to  that  scale,  are  less  hardt  and  the  uppo^ 

sition  between  desolate  barrenness  and  exuber- 
ant vegetation,  less  marked  and  striking.

edge  like  a  ship  on'it^  keel.  The  lovely  green,  soliury,  and 
peaceful  valley  of  Borrowdale,  narrowing  by  degrees,  termi- 
nates at  Ia?t  in  fi  steep  ran>part  of  rocks,  down  which  a  tor- 
rent, now  a  rivulet,  hai»  wore  il&  deep  channel.  Our  path  led 
.  over  a  narrow  bridge,  not  a  yard  wide,  without  any  parapet* 
wall.  Here  the  guide,  pointing  to  the  sigii^  walk  beyond 
4ip  the  predpitpiia  SBcent,  aiked,  with  some  degree  of  soIem> 
nky,  whether  we  meant  to  pumie  our  entei|iriiie  (Waal>waCer]^ 
ot,  takhig  an  esiier  toad,  lee  only  Crummock  and  Buttermere. 
The  ladies  of  the  party  nodded  determination,  and  our  moon* 
tain-horses  passed  the  bridge ;  the  guide,  after  a  previous  exa- 
mination of  saddle-girths  and  stirrups,  Itading  the  way.  Our 
path  was  just  wide  enough  lor  one  horse,  rather  hollow,  IliII 
ot  broken  stones,  winding  short  to  and  fro  from  crag  to  crag; 
a  precipice,  of  course,  on  one  side,  and  nearly  vertical  rocks 
on  the  other.  Xh^e  waa  undoubtedly  aome  real  cau^^e  of  ap- 
piehensioo,  as  well  as  some  apprehensions  without  cause,  yet 
|iot  a  single  timorous  expression  escaped  any  4>f  Ae  psrly,  ind 
we  reached  the  lop  without  accident ;  the  fetroi!pect  towards 
Borrowdale,  seen  between  two  screens  of  rodb^  was  my 
striking.  A  few  hundred  feet  above  us^  there  was  snow  hi 
drifted  heaps,  and  the  air  was  very  cold.  A  short  ride  over  a 
desolate  tract  of  stony  bogs,  and  passing  by  a  small  lake  full 
of  trout,  broujxht  us  to  ibc  descent,  iicrc  tlie  guide  alighted, 
and  advised  us  to  do  so  likewise.  A  inad  German  prince  (we 
found  it  wai  the  notorious  Qsfou  Treiik  he  thus  designated,)

had  once  dmlwd  down  here  on  horseback,  leaving  hit  Mfonyt- 
ed  guide  (our  own)  behind.  The  fearless  honeraan  wmnM 
Mtfe  at  the  bolUmiy  and  performed  in  one  dcjr  a  jmimej  of  56 
mikt,  the  nme  which  took  oi  three  dayt,  thnn^h  ateep  nd 
Mcoh  totdh  wlucih  netrly  UOed  hia  hoiae.  Trenk,  the  guide 
told  iia»  waa  e  wcry  taH  maoy  almoat  a  giantt  big-boned  and 
gaunt,  and  looked  Ifte  a  mmuter*  He  aaked  Ibw  questions)  in 
▼ery  broken  Englbh,  and  was  always  some  hundred  yards 
ahead  of  tiie  guide,  who  could  not  keep  up  witli  h'nn.  We  told 
the  guide  this  hair-brained  prince  of  his  had  been  ^uillntincd  in 
France.  He  had  never  heard  of  it,  but  said,  "  Verif  like  /  verjf 
Uke  /"  Two  ladies,  he  tdd  us,  had,  under  his  care,  picked 
their  way  down  on  their  hotiea^  but  not  quite  in  so  dashing  a 
atyle  m  the  bold  Baron.  Waal-water,  like  a  dark-Une  nifior 
in  ila  deep  fiaflW'Of  nigged  movnlainib  ehdiie  ftr  beloir  ua;— • 
flocka  of  dfa^  flheep^  with  famomenliie  anew-wUle  bBtifai 
tdealiog  after  them,  were  disperaed  on  tiie  neatly  vertical 
flanka  of  the  mountain,  feeding  on  Ae  yoang  grass,  of  the 
finest  verdure  imaginable.  We  had  observed  before  on  the 
other  mountains,  and  here  again,  the  very  ragged  appearance 
of  some  sheep,  with  part  of  their  wool  ikllcn  off,  in  spots.  Wc 
were  informed  that  before  the  winter  sets  in,  the  sheep  are  ail 
rubbed  wkh  a  preparaiiont  conaiating  of  tar  and  butter  boiled 
together,  in  the  proportion  of  one  quart  of  the  first  to  four 
poonda  of  the  other.  Thia  ia  applied  on  the  skim  of  the  animal, 
by  aeparatt^g  the  hair  in  atrealu^  at  the  intervab  of  one  ind^ 
ao  aa  to  spread  nnder  the  wool  and  anobt  tide  whole  aidn  z 
each  sheep  as  mtsa  this  operation  are  apt  to  aoAr  and  loan 
Aeir  fleece^— Theae  monntauia  are  all  acUntns,  yet  many  ba- 
saltic fragments  were  observable  here,  which,  our  guide  told

ring seven  years,  killing  a  vast  number,  and  only  sucking  their 
blood — a  price  was  set  on  his  bead,  and  tfie  inhabitants  were 
night  and  day  in  pursuit  of  him— desperately  wounded  at  laitp 
he  dragged  his  intestines  for  iome  miles,  and  a  second  shot  was

June  21if^I>ined  and  slept  at  Scale  Hill,  where  the  rain 
detained  as,  (having  rode  only  sixteen  miles  to-day;)  at  Crum- 
mock  W  ater^  a  wonderfully  beautiful  country^  vales  ctothe^ 
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towards  the  head  of  the  lake,  are  bold  and  bare. 
Our  boftfanan  told  us  that  there  are  aometiflMB^ 
in  winter,  tremendous  whirlwinds  upon  it  $  and 
he  pointed  out  some  heights  covered  with  the 
Spray  of  the  water  on  these  occaaionsy  which  I 
am  sure  would  be  out  irf*  the  reach  of  the  spray 
'of  the  sea  in  the  greatest  storms. 

Mary  of  Buttermere  is  one  of  the  curioaties  of 
the  lake  r^gioiv  and  had  excited  ours*  Her  tale* 
of  woe  is  become,  perhaps,  rather  trivial  in  Eng- 
land, but  it  may  still  interest  strangefB»  Some 
twelve  or  thirteen  years  ago,  Mary  »  the 
daughter  of  a  peasant  on  the  banks  of  one  of  the 
Jakes,  was  a  rare  beauty,  just  expanding  into  wo- 
mimhood,  whose  fiune  had  begun  to  apicad  amongf 
the  neighbouring  rustics,  and  the  polite  tiavel- 
lerSi  One  of  the  latter  saw  Mary,  and  ieli  des« 
perately  in  love.  The  honourable  offer  of  a  gen- 


with  viTid  green,  woody  bilk*  inscceadble  ramparts  of  grey 
rockti  flimved  bj  defcending  wateis.  Fiooi  fine  madom  of 
tlw  hOl  we  counted  twelve  distinct  fenn«liotiie8  in  die  mne 
Tile^  flsoh  frith  ite  grove  of  ash,  aod  auMt  of  dm  in  moon- 
tsb  etream ;  thete  fiurms  exceed  ecercdj  ever  40  or  50  acre*. 
TTie  ride  along  Crummock  Water  is  very  striking,  aad  Butter- 
mere  fctill  more  ^o,  from  the  ^reat  lieight  oi' inouiiLains,  closing 
all  round  the  small  basin  of  the  lake.  We  passed  ve5?terday  by 
Ennerdale  Water  and  Lowes  Water ;  the  scenery  of  both,  par- 
ticularly of  the  ibrmer^  u  very  gcest»  but  thoiniit  sad  nla  bid 
every  distant  object 
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deman's  hand  and  fcHtune,  although  rather  in 
years,  was  not  to  be  refused  i  nor  could  his  con« 
dition  and  etrenikistanGes  be  inquired  into  very 
narrowly.  The  unfortonate  Mary  became  the 
gentleman's  wite  ^  but  she  had  not  b^en  a  lady 
many  weeks,  when  her  husband  was  arrested.  He 
wa»  a  noted  swindler,  accused  of  many  crimes ; 
and,  having  been  convicted  of  forgery,  his  fate 
became  inevitaUe.  He  was  hanged.  Mary  has 
.nee  married  a  .mall  innkeeper.  Sbe  brought 

US  a  bowl  of  milk,  holding  a  young  child  on  her 
arm.  Sbe  is  about  thirty,  tall,  and  a  good  fi- 
gure, — ^reg^Iar  features,— -rather  fair,— Imshiiil 

—conscious  at  least  that  she  is  an  object  of  curi- 
osity ;  we  fancied  she  looked  mild,  dejected,  and 
inlerestmg :

Was  stronply  marked  in  her  face, 
A  wildly  v^  itty,  rustic  grace

I  would  not  at  all  answer  for  a  similar  impres- 
sion on  other  travellers,  less  favourably  disposed ; 
and  .to  be  candid,  I  must  own  that  our  boatman, 
a  respectable  inhabitant^  spoke  rather  dispara* 
gingly  of  fair  Mary.  He  said  she  had  shown  more 
resentment  agaiust  her  worthless  partner,  thau 
pity  at  his  awful  end ;  and  repeated  some  fiirious 
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eKckunatimiBshe  bad  uttered  when  sbe  fatmdshe 
had  been  m  crndly  duped* 

Buttermere  is  another  miniature  of  a  lake, 
about  one  mile  ev^  way,  embosomed  in  Ug^ 
mouirtaitw o  dew-drop  in  the  eAyx  of  a  fknr- 
er.  Retuiuing  to  Scale  Hill  in  our  boat,  we  had 
SDoAer  glorious  son-seltiDg*  In  bctp  we  Ime 
bad  imiiitemipted  fine  weather  for  the  hst  sac 
weeks,  or  two  months ;  quite  an  American  au« 
tumn.  A  fine  moonlight  snceeeded,  and  aooom^ 
pameduB  to  Keswick.  All  Ihese  Iskes,  but  prin- 
cipally Crummock-water,  are  iamous  for  choTf  a 
sort  a£  Gatt  ^erj  like  ssdmon  trout* 

Oct.  I5«— ll^ndermere*  We  spent  a  great  part 
of  yesterday  in  rambling  about  the  banks  ot  the 
lake  of  Keswick^  and  in  a  boat,  on  its  dear  im- 
raffled  snr&ce,  which  extends  aboot  three  miles 
and  a  half  in  length,  and  half  tliat  in  breadth* 
There  are  two  or  three  islands  about  i^  one  of 
which  was  ibrmerly  the  residence  of  the  Lords 
Dcrwentwater,  then  proprietors  of  the  whole 
country*  This  magnificent  estate  was  cmifisca** 
ted  to  the  king  about  a  century  ago ;  the  *hst 
:lord  being  implicated  ip  the  rebellion  of  that 
lime.  To  lose  such  a  beautifid  lake  tea  foolish 
political  dispute  seems,  after  aU,  a  great  pity.

He 
tliinks  the  i^aniardsare  well  aware  oi  the  delecte 
of  Oimr  govermnent,  and  that  a  thovough  reftir- 
mation  of  t  iiem,  and  in  fact  a  revolution,  would 
liave  united  the  whole  people  against  the  «mu 
deny  and  have  imdered  them  invineiMe.  Ha 
and  his  friend  are  enthusiastic  in  the  Spanisk 
canae.  This  sentiment  ia»  in  them,  I  am  fonm^ 
dedy  quite  sincere,  and  founded  on  jtiat  and  ho* 
nourable  principles.  But  it  is  remarkable^  lliat 
this  said  %amah  cauie  is  one  of  the  watdi-i^^ 
of  partyt  to  which  I  have  aDnded  before.  Bf  a 
strange  perversion  of  the  human  mind,  those  li- 
liend  and  indqpendent  opinions  m'matten  of  goh 
vemment,  which  one  of  the  parties  professes,  are 
generally  found  associated  with  a  certain  tolera- 
tion of  usorpation  and  iymmj  in  ccHrtain'  sitmir 
*  tions ;  which  is,  on  the  contrary,  held  in  utter

Milton  kft  a 
great  model  of  the  kind  ;  and  he  has  surpassed 
it  in  monstrous  creations  and  events,  so  totally 
out  of  nature,  as  to  exclude  not  only  sympathy, 
but,  in  a  great  degree,  meaning  itself :

The  coarse  remark  of  Cardinal  d'Este  to  Arios- 
to  is  well  known :  Dove  diavolo,  Signor  Ludo- 
vico,  avete  pigliate  tante  coglionerie  and  most 
of  the  readers  of  Milton  and  of  Mr  S.  might  be 
inclined  to  repeat  it;— ^in  fact  they  have  few  read- 
ers, although  they  have  many  admirers.  The 
modern  poet  understands  piety  and  tenderness 
much  better  than  his  predecessor.  The  love  and 
the  theology  of  Paradise  Lost  are  alike  harsh  and 
austere,  coarse  and  material, — ^while  Mr  S.  has 
tenderness  and  spirituality.  The  latter  is  as  pic- 
turesque  as  Milton,  who  was  a  great  landscape- 
painter,  and,  in  the  age  of  bar  parterres,  dipt 
hedges,  and  jets-tTeaUf  respected  the  freedom, 
and  loved  the  native  graces  of  nature. 

Mr  S.  is  much  esteemed  by  all  those  who  are 
acquainted  with  him,  and  seems  to  have  as  much 
•  good  sense  and  general  knowledge  as  talents  and 
genius.  I  was  surprised  to  hear  him  censuring 
highly  the  doctrine  of  the  Essay  on  Population, 
or  rather  not  taking  it  in  its  true  light.   One  of

One  of  these  prospect- 
liiintera  was  observed  the  other  dajr  travelling 
fXMt  along  the  banks  of  Dlswater,  fast  adeep  in 
his  carriage !  The  rich  faintans^  who  ibrmerly 
carried  over  all  the  roads  of  the  Continent  their 
listless  idleness,  are  now  circumncribed  to  the 
comparatively  narrow  bounds  of  this  island,  and 
such  as  want  merely  to  move  about,  can  certain^ 
ty  do  it  here  with  vastly  more  ease,  and  greater 
comfort,  than  anywhere  else.  Voltaire  describes 
thus  one:  of  these  British  perambulators :

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side,  the  improbability  of  the  prisoner's  intend- 
ing any  thing  more  tlian  to  defend  himself ;  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  probability  of  the  deceased 
being  the  aggressor  in  the  quarrel.  The  testi^^ 
xnony  of  the  widow  of  the  deceased,  young,  far 
gone  in  pregnancy,  telling,  with  great  simplicity, 
the  tale  of  the  murder  of  her  husband  in  her  pre- 
sence, was  a  circumstance  of  fatal  tendency.

Andlhebaie 
nHgority  in  tke  joiy  to  clear  or  condemn,  U  aa 
much  too  unfiivourable  to  the  accused,  as  the 
unanimi^  lequired  in  finglaod  is  too  &vouiable« 
Men  win  yield  to  the  o^nnions  of  othen  to  acquit 
ratlier  than  to  condemn  ;  and  one  obstinate  indi- 
vidoal  1B.7  wve  a  ccimioal  agau»t  the  decided 
opinion  of  deven  reasonable  men,  in  an  English 

jury  j  while  there  probably  never  was  an  instance 
<tf  a  juryman,  obstinate  the  other  way,  getting 
the  better  of  eleven  otben^  for  the  purpose  of 
condemning  an  innocent  man.  The  bare  majo^ 
xity  of  Scotland  is,  on  the  other  handt  too  iitUe 
for  the  safe^  of  innocence ;  for  it  is  easy  to  oon- 
ceive  that  eight  persons  out  of  fifteen,  composing 
a  ^otch  jury,  may  be  .unreasonably  prejudiced 
against  the  accused,— may  be  influenced  by  pas- 
sion, or  party-spirit  It  appears  to  me  too  rigors 
ous  and  cruel  against  guilt  itself* 

There  is  no  grand-jury  in  Scotland*  The 
Scotch  say  that  this  institotion  might  be  usefoL 
only  when  the  sessions  were  less  frequent,  and 
prisoners  were  escposed  to  long  and  often  unme*., 
xited  detention  i  but  it  seems  to  me  that  the  ig- 
nominy of  a  trial,  the  temporary  confinement,^ — 
the  inconvenience  and  ej^pence,  at  any  rate,  aro. 
hardships  of  sufficient  magnitade  to  render  an 
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htttitutUMii  which  preventg  their  being  inflffit^ 
on  an  innocent  person,  extmndj  i^nable.  There 

is  no  jury  in  civil  cases  in  Scotland,  aud  although 
many  good  reasons  are  ailduoed  for  this  ezcia* 
aion,  there  are  others  of  greater  weight  againat  it 
It  must  be  admitted  that  jurymen  are,  in  geue« 
ral,  very  incompetent  in  such  cases,  but  publici- 
ty and  oral  evidence  are  stoired  thereby,  and 
this  outweighs  any  other  consideration.  Lord 
Stanhope  made  a  motion  in  parliament  a  ibw 
months  ago,  for  the  introdnction  of  the  civil 

jury  in  Scotland,  and  said  the  Scotch  people 
wished  for  it  This  does  not  appear  to  me  to 
be  the  case ;  and  I  have  even  heard  the  trial  by 

jury  in  criminal  cases, — this  palladium  of  Eng- 
lish liberty,  spoken  of  rather  irreverently  in 
Scotland.  Lord  Stanhope  was  answered,  that 
the  practice  of  the  Scotcli  courts  was  so  intri- 
cate, that  the  civil  jury  could  not  be  adapted  to 
and  tfiat  with  the  English  jury,  English  laws 
should  also  be  introduced,  wliich  was  impracti- 
cable. 

Hie  Scotdi  jodges  have  the  reputation  not 

only  of  great  integrity  and  purity,  but  of  attend* 
ing  as  closely  to  their  business  as  if  they  were 
wholly  milder  tiie  eye  of  the  poblic,  as  the  £ng« 
lish  judges  are.  This  certainly  does  them  great 
.honour.  I  know^  however,  from  e^^perieuce, 
the  inconvenience  attending  a  system  of  cabinet

The  amusements  and  way  of  life  in  Edinburgh 
arCy  as  may  be  supposed,  as  close  an  imitation  of 
tbe  customs  and  fashions  of  London,  as  irelattve 
circumstances  of  wealth,  numbers,  kc.  can  ad- 
mit London  is  the  head-quarters  oi  trade,  q£ 
financial  operations,  and  the  focus  of  fiictions. 
Edinburgh  is  not  only  a  stranger  to  trade  and 
money-matters,  but  the  only  political  p:irty  there 
is  file  party  of  obedience  aftd  loyalty.  There  are 
whigs,  and  I  am  told  that  the  majority  of  the  le- 
gal and  of  the  literary  men  are  of  thdt  {MUt/y  but 
moderatdy  so.  You  meet  widiftw  of- the  down- 
right reformers  among  the  good  com  pain  of 
Edinburgh,  and  none  among  tbe  lower  people. 
A  jacobin  tradespian  is  here  a  phenomenon,  and 
the  individual  generally  a  man  of  bad  private 
character.  I  know  this  from  a  person  distin* 
guished  in  that  party  ^  he  said  the  common  peo- 
ple were  all  tories, — that  among  them  whiggism 
was  rank  democracy.  Vbu  hear  as  little  here 
about  political  traffic  as  about  commereial  traf- 
fic ;  nothing  is  either  bought  or  sold ;  none  of 
those  vile  passions  which  elsewhere  disfigure  so- 
ciety have  here  an  aliment  People  live  in  com- 
parative mediocrity,  without  fear  of  losing  what 
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Ihqr  )m99j  or  modi  hope  of  impro^Bg  their  fiMr- 

tinte  otherwise  tliaii  by  prudence  and  economy  - 
time  who  thirst  for  riches  must  seek  them  else« 
where.  The  result  of  all  this  is  a  certain  gcne-

Edinburgh  routs  cannot*  by  the  nature  of  things, 
arrive  at  a  perfection  of  crowds  equal  to  those 
of  the  capitaL  It  is  often  possible  to  sit  and 
eooTerse;  cards»  aaid  even  diess,  are  not  quite 
excUided.  You  find  generally  one  or  two  tables^ 
with  the  pamphlets  of  the  day,  nue  and  valuable 
books  Gudesdy  heaped  up,  prints,  drawingSy 
and  even  children's  play-things,  which  some  are 
1^  to  take  hold  o^  by  way  of  appearing  amiH 
sed,  when  they  are  least  disposed  to  be  so.

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The  celebrated  Braham  is  here,  and  we  have 
heard  him  in  the  opera  of  the  Si^e  of  Belgrade, 


and  interest;  §o  ditt  he  had  other  daims  besidei  those  of 
genius  for  introduction  into  society^  or  tor  prospects  in  life; 
and  hoirerer  insignificant  the  former  may  appear  in  the  eje  of 
posterity  compared  to  the  latter,  their  comparative  importance 
m  viewed  differently  during  the  lifetime  of  celebrated  men. 

About  the  year  1805,  Mr  Soott  applied  for  the  place  of 
Clerk  of  Session  he  now  holds,  and  to  which  no  man  had  pro- 
bably a  better  claim ;  hii  predeceaeor  was  mcapadtated  by  in- 
firmities from  discharging  its  duties,  and  seemed  entitled  by 
his  long  aenrices  to  retire  on  a  pension  ;  bat  there  was  not  at 
the  time  any  provision  by  law  for  the  case  of  superannuation, 
and  it  was  usual  in  such  cases  to  grant  a  joint  commission  ta 
the  incumbent  and  expectant,  when  ali  the  emoluments  were 
assigned  to  the  former,  and  all  the  duties  to  the  latter.  This 
IK  as  accordingly  the  fiite  of  Mr  Scott,  who  performed  the  du- 
ties of  Clerk  of  Session  for  six  years  without  any  emolument; 
and  if  such  an  engagement  could  be  called  a  job,  it  assuredly 
was  but  an  unpcofitable  one  on  his  side.    As  to  the  mode  of 
obtaining  this  place  or  expectancy,  it  appears,  that  about  the 
time  of  Mr  Pitt's  death,  and  before  the  dissolution  of  his  ad- 
ministration, Mr  Scott's  coomiission  had  actually  been  made 
out  and  signed  by  his  majesty ; — be  came  to  London  with  the 
incmnbent's  resignation  in  his  pocket,  and  might  have  taken  out 
the  commission  on  paying  the  fees.    This  he  was  prevented 
doing  by  some  accidental  circumstanoe,  and  be  had  uJtimatfiy 
to  apply  to  the  new  administration.    Lord  Spencer  was  the 
member  to  whom  he  applied,  through  Lord  Stafford  and  Lord 
SomerviUe,  for  the  indulgence  usual  on  a  change  of  administra- 
tion, of  paving  such  grants  as  are  in  a  certain  state  of  progress, 
onleas  an  impropriety  can  be  challenged.  Mr  Fox  is  known  to

Mr  Scott  is  assuredly  entitled  to  that  faimew  ttd  liberality 

he  has  himseif  evinced  in  the  account  he  has  given  to  the  pub- 
lic (Paul's  Letters)  of  a  country  so  indiscriminately  abused  of 
late,  particularly  from  a  native  of  that  country. 

The  autlior  leaves  it,  was  the  generai  account  given  of 
Mr  Scott,  merely  because  any  alteration  would  suppose  an  un- 
nadtto  inportaaee  to  ha?e  beta  attached  to  tupeificiid  remorki. 
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waots  simplicity  and  feeling.  The  petite  pUcc 
was  the  Viihigir  Lawyer ;  a  mediocre  Ixanalatkm 
of  our  Mocttent  Awocat  Palioiui.  The  Ed&ibiirgh 

tlieatre  is  diminutive,  paltry,  and  little  frequent- 
ad.  A  towa  ol'  tlie  same  nmk  in  France  woidd 
kave  a  large  theatre*  always  Ml.  Here  people 
apetid  their  evenings  generally  at  lionie, — their 
main  dependence  ior  happiness  is  there ;  and  the 
pleasures  fi>and  abroad  are  mere  casualties.  The 
French  will  not  envy  this  mode  of  life.  Yet  the 
incapacity  of  enjoying  simple  and  natural  plea* 
sures  does  not  im  ply  an  aptitude  for  otherai  The 

1  rcnch  oitca  ieel  s'atiety  and  ennui  abroad,— 
which  is  the  worst  that  could  iiave  happened  at- 
DPiiie* 

The  late  scandalous  pillory  scene  in  the  Hay^ 
market  having  been  mentioned  lately  in  com* 
paay  hefe»  one  of  the  Scotch  judges  (Lotds  of 
Session)  expressed  his  mariced  disapprobation  of 
the  prosecution  and  punishment,  and  declared 
their  courts  would  not  countenance  any  such 
proceedings.  Several  persons  of  distinction  weve 
mentioned,  now  prosecuted  in  England,  or  threat* 
ened  with  vexatious  charges  ot  the  same  nature  ; 
which,  true  or  false,  inflict  provisionally  shame^ 
ridicule,  and  exile. 

Jan.  1,  1811.— -There  is  no  sleeping  the  first 
night  of  the  year  at  Edinburgh.  It  is  a  received 
custom  ior  the  couuuon  people  to  give  a  kiss  to 
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any  wooaan  met  in  the  streets^  about  midnight^ 
on  £Mit,  or  in  carriage   Few  women  ezpoae 

themselves  to  this  rude  salutation.  But  the  streets 
are  full^  notwithstanding,  of  unruly  boys,  who 
knock  at  house  doon»  and  make  anoiae  all  night» 

This  is  a  little  relic  of  the  coarse  manners  of 
former  time%  which  is  still  tolerated ;  and,  con- 
aideriiig  what  this  country  was  before  its  union 
with  England,  there  is,  perhaps,  more  reason  to 
be  astonished  at  the  advanced  state  oi'  its  police^ 
than  otherwise* 

Fier  comme  un  Ecossois,  is  said  prov  erbially  in 
France»  and  the  English  are  not  sparing  of  their 
lepipaches  agaioat  SooUandt  £x  the  pride  of  iti 
inhabitants  i  yet  you  certainly  meet  with  more 
prevenance  from  them  than  from  their  neighbours^ 
more  of  the  essentials  of  politeness^  under  forma 
perhaps  less  gentle  and  elegant*  It  is  certainly, 
remarkable  enough,  that  the  Scotch  accuse  the 
English  of  ^  soft  and  washy  manners  ;"-**-a  novel 
sort  of  imputation  against  them  assmedlyt  and 
most  unexpected. 

There  existed  in  England,  during  the  greatest 
part  of  the  last  century,  a  sort  of  jealous  ill-will 
against  the  Scotch.  It  was  the  fashion  to  rail  at 
their  poverty,  their  rapacious  industry,  the  proud 
servility  of  their  manners,  their  uncleanUness, 
and,  finally,  their  itch.  The  works  of  the  best

Dr  Gfcgoiy  tectum  itt  a  immner  peea^ 
himself.   Seated  in  the  centie  of  %  vast  amphi- 
tlicutrCt  covered  with  500  heads,  his  hat  on,  and 
playing  nith  tbe  case  of  hirspectaclefl^  be  speaka 
without  any  notat,  and  in  a  tone  of  cooTersatioo. 
The.  only  time  I  was  present,  the  subject  was  the 
AordeiB  of  the  livers  occaaioBed,  he  said,  afanoit 
exclusively,  by  tbe  beit  of  sontbem  climates,  and 
by  intemperance.  He  reproved,  in  strong  terms, 
lite  vtt^;ar  exprcMion  of  keeping  the  liver  afloat^, 
that  is  to  8»y,  continuing  to  drink  as  a  cure  for 
what  is  the  effect  of  drinking.  To  illustrate  this, 
he  tcdd  us  a  etoiy  of  certain  British  othcers  who. 
bad  fiOlea  into  the  banda  of  Tippoo  Saih,  and 
•    were  detained  three  years  in  irons,  because  they 
lefiised  to  enter  his  service.  They  were  treated 
wHh  batbanMU  rigour.   A  bandfiil  of  lice^  boil- 
ed into  gruel,  was  the  daily  ration  to  each.  They 
were  cbAined  two  and  two,  and  several  of  them 
dying  of  their  wounda*  die  dead  bodies  remain- 
ed, in  some  instances,  tautened  to  the  living,  un- 
til diegr  ieli  into  decay.  None  of  tiiem  hoped  to 
lifelong;  yet  thejr  iwt  only  Uvedt  but  the  lever-

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Bstis&ctioQ  of  the  learned,  that  the  constant  re^ 
tnra  of  Kght  widi  Ihe  riling  sun,  IB  iio  pfoo^ 

the  light  proceeds  ivoin  that  body.  It  teaches 
yoQ  to  that  one  ev^t  baa  mvaiiaUy  finUini- 
€d  the  other,  but  ivarns  you  aguMl  the  rash  aa» 
senion  Unit  it  is  the  cause  of  it,  as,  in  fact,  we 
know  nothing  about  causeSi — the  c4d  vulgar 
apophAegm  of  no  effect  mthaut  a  emme,  beng^ 
for  any  thing  we  know  to  the  contrary,  wholly 
erroneous*  Hume  did  not  doubt  of  the  esMteooa 
of  eauaes  alone,  bat  of  efiects  Ufeewiae that  ii 
to  say,  of  the  existence  of  the  whole  exteniai 
worid»  as  it  appears  to  our  senses.  He  snbatitu^ 
led  to  external  realities  oertaio  ideas  exiaiiogm 
the  mind,  which,  at  the  same  time,  does  not  it- 
sdf  exist,  or  is  only  a  simple  modihcation  of  mau 
ter;  most  ii^jeniously  feasoiiing  us  out  of  eire« 
ly  ground  of  certainty,  and  every  ciiteriou  of 
truth  $  involnng  self-evident  questions  in  obacu-* 
tity  and  confusion,  and  entangling  our  under- 
standing in  metaphysical  abstractions  j"*  or,  as 
Hume  hbnself  said  of  Berkley^  ^  His  aigumeata 
admit  of  no  answer,  wd  produce  no  eomvictioii, 
but  only  momentary  amazement  and  irrcsolu-' 
tion.'*

ter  can  only  be  proved  by  its  effects. 

With  minds  so  keenly  alive  to  abstruse  eu(j[ui^ 
lies  as  these  northern  phikwophets  posaeaSf  they 
could  not  possibly  pass  by  that  most  inextricable 
of  all  metaphysical  puzzles^  liec  will  and  necea* 
sify.  We  find  them  accoxdingly  to  have  been 
most  warmly  engaged  in  debates  on  the  subject, 
reasoning  always  victorious  on  one  sideband  con« 
miction  on  the  other.*   One  of  the  inevitable

Yui 
ihia  sympatiiy  ii>  not  si;n[ilv  onu  of  buJily  feelings,  it  implies  an 
afjprobatioD  of  motivti>,  requiring  the  ageoc}  oi^  rtaiiiOD,  aud 
might  perhaps  as  well  be  called  simply  approbati  on.  Adam 
jSmith  does  not|  however,  aduul  mere  approbauoa  to  be  a  mo- 
tive,  till  certain  pieagurable  feelings  have  grown  out  of  it,  and 
bifO  Imoa  mMund  inlo  frnfra!  faculties ;  what  is  agnaMf^  lio 
i|iyt»toteOBiordteEnitiai^  isfit,  wdc^fat*  aa^  proper  to  to 
dMio;  the  iioriteai|>  anin,  — ^  >opt^<i  Tho  iinriwumi

Adam  Smith's  j-tn.^c  ot  duiy  is  *impiy  sense  of  pleasure.  A 
moral  sense,  r.naiogous  to  oar  physical  senses,  is  thus  formed: 
iitientments  tor  injurie*:  done  io  uursclves,  m  tUu  tirsi  ii3>rance, 
creatr'j,  by  association,  an  abiiorrence  of  injuries  inllicted  on 
others ;  and  we  should  be  for  ever  deprived  ot  this  moral  sense 
If  we  had  never  experienced  or  been  artl&ciallj  taught  to  tel 
fomething  of  sufferings  inflicted  and  wrongs  committed. 

Such  being  tho  goforniiig  priociplea  of  human  natufO»  tho 
ndoa  which  they  preicnbe  are  to  be  regarded  aa  tho  com- 
mndmenla  and  hwa  of  tho  Deity,  prooiulgatod  hy  Ita  viea* 
goroBta  wtthb  ns  (agreeable  or  ditagieeablo)*  They  conail- 
tnto  rulei  to  dnreet  the  free  adions  ofmen^  and  are  attended 
by  rewards  and  punishmenis,  inward  shame,  and  gelf-condcm- 
natiun,— or  trdiKiuillUy  of  niuid,  coutcnlmcntf  and  self- satisfac- 
tion.   How  mon  can  ever  bring  thcmselv^  to  perform  such 

(iutiei  as  are  tho  reveise  of  |>leasurabie»  in  aay  posssibk  sense 
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morse,  or  seffbbMe,  ismerrmemmfeMig.  Such 

,  a  result  might  well  have  made  them  pause,  and 


of  the  weedy  and  Mem  exclusively  referable  to  timple  mofsl 
i|qpfoballoii»  mniai  uuxplaiiied  in  this  tlieoij. 
.  Kor  la  tittaoooiinl  of  that  sentiBMBt  called  renoriewlid^ 
iatiifiMory*  Remoiae  is  deicribed  ai  a  mere  sympathy  with 
the  opinioiM  and  feelings  the  world  happens  to  entertain  of  the 
particular  act  producing  remorse ;  and  detection  is  the  main 
ingreilieiil  in  the  composition  of  i  cmorse  :  Yet  instances  are 
not  uncommon  of  guilty  iiuiividurils  seeking  in  voluntary  con- 
fession, an  alleviation  ot  the  icelin^^  of  remorse:  that  is,  seek- 
ing a  remedy  in  the  very  cause  oi  the  pain,  and,  what  is  morOp 
finding  it  effisctual.  Every  man  of  any  sensibility  lias  more  or 
Wis  experienced  the  want  of  owning  himself  in  the  wrong»  when 
he  alone  ooold  be  the  aocoser*  Remerse»  lilce  most  of  our 
aeiitunents»  is  a  compoimd  Mibg^  and  the  shame  ojr  terror  of 
detectioo  is  admitted  to  enter  mto  tta  eomposition ;  but  self- 
blame^  or  the  consciousness  that  it  was  in  our  power  to  have 
acted  otherwise  than  we  have  done,  may  stfll  be  considered  as 
the  sharpest  and  most  salutary  of  its  pangs.  It  surely  is  some- 
thing more  tlian  the  mere  regret  of  natural  mental  deformity^ 
and  there  inu^t  be  some  re»!  difference  between  the  tiiaoiac 
who  kills,  and  the  sane  man  who  assassinates  his  brother* 

This  fails  into  the  question  of  firee*wiU  and  necessity,  but 
from  deciding  ui  iafour  of  necessity.  Adam  Smith  mentiona 
expiessly  ^fmdm  ^mkom  ^vm^  (p.£8S;)  what  that 
freedom  is  the  anthor  owns  he  does  not  understandy  as  ths  d»* 
lennining  censes  or  motives  of  the  actions  of  men  aie^  by  thie 
tlieory  as  by  most  others,  quite  external  and  out  of  ^r  con* 
troul,  aiid  therefore  they  are  not  free  in  the  common  accepta- 
tion of  the  word. 

Notwithstanding  the  merit  of  this  work,  to  which  the  author 
p  is  not  iossnsihiey  the  ixopression  of  prolixity  remains.  The 
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suspect  that  there  was  a  fiJJacjr  somewiiere  tn  the 

cliaiii  oT  arguments  wliicli  proved  so  much.  The 
deliberate  character,— the  sanity  and  rectitude 
of  judgment  of  a  people  like  this*  Deutiatize 
dangerous  opinion^,  and  picvejit  theii  abuse, 
Thej  are  in  no  haste  to  decide^^hear  both  sides, 
—can  follow  the  thread  of  a  metaphjrsical  dis- 
pute without  going  astray,  or  acting  rashly  upon 
mere  speculative  demonstration.  It  been 
said  of  Voltaire,  that  ^  il  n'avoit  pas  les  reins 
asscz  fort,  pour  porter  a  termc  unc  idee  nietaphy- 
fiique."  Pliiiosophicai  conceptions  are  not  sub*  * 
ject.here  to  such  untimely  births ;  the  fruit  may 
be  bad,  but  it  is  not  for  want  of  maturity.  The 
Ircucb  ai'e,  on  the  contrary,  in  too  great  haste 
to  produce  then:  own  discoveries,  or  prone  to 
exaggerate  the  exaggerations  of  others,  in  order 
to  transform  them  into  something  of  their  own, 
llousseau,  Diderot,  and  Heivetius  have  all  ex^gr 


iciulcr  needs  not  be  told,  that  eating  when  wc  arc  ?iun^ry, 
in  upon  ordinary  occasions  perfectly  riglit  and  proper,  and  can- 
not fail  being  approved  of  as  such  by  every  body — nothing, 
however*  could  be  more  absurd  than  to  say  it  waa  virtuoua.''*— 
Such  deiineatioiM  of  moral  seotuneoCs,  and  they  are  fteqiieiit* 
Biust  appear  more  minute  than  neceMBiy.  and  the  aame  super- 
abondttiee  of  overflowing  ingentrily  is  not  leae  obteraUt  in 
the  Wealth  of  Nationi.  The  author  ia  quite  aware  that  he 
may  be  mastaken,  nor  pretends  to  set  his  taste  against  such  a 
TCpntation  as  that  of  Adam  Smith,  yet  be  believes  the  opinioa 
he  unwarily  cxpres^od,  was  not  so  i;niireiy  erroneous  as  to 
manner,  as  it  has  proved  to  be  in  regard  to  vaaiXer^Notc  U 
SfCoad  Edittoiu 
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gerated  Locke.  Riea  n'est  plus  voi^in  de  Tig- 
norance  d*un  principe  que  son  excessive  gene* 
ralisation.'** 

I  have  already  quoted,  several  times^  a  work 
the  celebrated  Professor  Dugald  Stewart  has 
lately,  givea  to  the  public- in  the  form  of  Philo- 
apphical  Essays*  yi/^itbout  pretending  to  give  a 
full  account  of  it,  I  shall  only  say,  that  the  me- 
taphysics of  Mr  Stewart  are  those  of  common 
flense,  f  Second  in  skill  to  none  of  the  other 
chemists  of  the  human  mind  his  country  has  pro* 
duced^  he  does  not  carry  the  analysis  ol  the  men* 
tal  substance  farther  than  its  refractory  nature 
will  admit ;  nor  does  he  build  up  systems  unsup- 
ported by  experience.  By  this  test,  also,  he  tries 
those  which  have  been  reared  already,  and  ex- 
poses the  faUacy  of  several  of  them.  '  Singularly 
happy  in  his  quotations  ai)4  illustrations,  this 
writer  knows  how  to  throw  on  a  subject  natural- 
ly dry  and  unattractive,  the  charms  peculiar  to 
works  of  imagination.  You  tiiink  you  arc  iisten- 
ixig  to  the  wisdom  of  the  sage  Nestor,  to  his  co^ 
pious,  flowing,  and  persuasive  eloquence,  calming 
the  violence  of  his  companions,  and  bringing

if  I  were  examining  the  sorry  mechanism  that 
gives  motion  to  a  puppet  If^  ibr  a  moment,  I 
am  earned  along,  by  their  theories  of  hmnan 
knowledge,  and  of  human  life,  I  seem  to  my  sell' 
to  be  admitted  behind  the  curtain  ot  what  I  once 
conceived  to  be  a  magnificent  theatre.  And 
while  I  survey  the  tinsel  frippery  of  the  ward- 
robe,  and  tiie  paltry  decorations  of  the  scenery, 
I  am^mortified  to  discover  the  trick  which  bad 
cheated  my  eye  at  a  distance.  This  surely  is  not 
the  characteristic  of  truth  or  of  natuie,  the  beau« 
ties  of  which  invite  our  closest  inspection,  deiii 
ving  new  lustre  from  those  microscopical  re- 
searches, which  deibrm  the  most  finished  pro- 
ductions  of  art.  If,  in  our  physical  enquiries 
concerning  the  material  world,  every  step  that 
has  been  hitiici  to  gained  has  at  once  exalted  our 
conceptions  of  its  immensity  and  of  its  order, 
can  we  reasonably  suppose  that  the  genuine  phi- 
losophy oi  the  mind  is  to  disclose  to  us  a  specta- 
cle less  pleasing,  or  less  ekvating^  than  fimcy  or 
vanity  had  disposed  us  to  anticipate
